THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Board’s organizational meeting, following the Annual ‘Town 
Election in March, Matthew Brown was elected Chairman. Other Board 
members are Louise M. Castle, George F. McNeilly, George V. Brown, Jr., 
and Sumner Z. Kaplan. Arthur A. O’Shea was reappointed Executive 
Secretary. 


In addition to the execution of the ordinary and usual functions of 
local government, the Selectmen have devoted considerable time to the 
many over-all community programs to which reference will be made in 
the appropriate sections of this report. 


DEATH OF PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY 


It is a sad duty indeed to record here officially for future generations 
the death of President John F. Kennedy, a native son of Brookline, who 
was felled by an assassin’s bullet on November 22, 1963.{ The hopes of 
men and women of all the free nations had become centered in him. The 
loss which mankind has suffered through his untimely death is still 
incalculable. Few men in high political office ever possessed greater 
potentiality for the future of the world. His complete dedication to the 
ideal of liberty for all men and all races; his confidence and resolution in 
carrying out the awful and burdensome duties of his great office were 
exemplary. Our grief as citizens of the ‘Town is mingled with pride in the ~ 
knowledge that Brookline down through the years may well boast of him 
as a fellow townsman. No man could have done more, and no man has 
more to give than life itself.

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TOWN OFFICE BUILDING AND POLICE STATION 


| The new Police Station was finally completed early in February and 
\— occupied shortly thereafter. 


The Executive Offices of the Selectmen were also moved in February 
to temporary quarters in the basement of the new Presbyterian Church, 
and all the business of the Selectmen, including weekly meetings, have 
been transacted at this location which has worked out very advantageously 
for the Town. We were able to keep in close contact with the operation 
of all Town Departments as well as effecting economies which would 
not otherwise have been possible if the Executive Offices, the Purchasing 
Department and the Personnel Division had been decentralized. 


Following the vacating of the old Police Building the structure was 
torn down in connection with the preparation of the site for the new 
Town Office Building, the contract for which was awarded to the Wexler 
Construction Company, the low bidder. /‘The construction work has been 
progressing steadily, and at the year’s end was meeting the construction 
schedules as set forth under the terms of the contract. It is hoped that 
the building will be completed, ready for occupancy, about October 1, 
1964. A supplementary appropriation for furnishing and equipping the 
new structure will be submitted to the Annual Town Meeting in April. 


INNER BELT 


The Selectmen during the course of the year have met on two or 
three occasions with the officials of the State Department of Public 
Works although no definite decision has been reached by that agency 
as to the ultimate location and design of the structure through Brookline. 


Brookline has held steadfast to its veto power not for the purpose of 
blocking this project which has been approved in principle by the Planning 
Board, but rather to assure for Brookline the most feasible type of struc- 
ture, either above or underground, which would protect the best interests 
of the Town and safeguard insofar as possible the residential character- 
istics of the neighborhood. We regret to advise, however, that by virtue 
of the provisions of Chapter 822 of the Acts of 1963 the power of the veto 
has been greatly reduced. ‘The ‘Town does have the right to approve the 
route of this thoroughfare through the Town, but not the design nor type 
of construction that is to be built. This special act provides for arbitration 
of disputes between the city or town and the D.P.W., as to the route of 
roads through the separate communities. 


It is to be noted that the Selectmen and the Planning Board have 
worked very closely during all phases of the Inner Belt studies, but found 
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it difficult to penetrate the more or less firm viewpoint of the State 
Department of Public Works. 


METROPOLITAN PLANNING 


Culminating the efforts of many years the Legislature finally passed 
the so-called Metropolitan Area Planning Council (Chapter 668 of the 
Acts of 1963). The purpose of this bill is to coordinate the planning 
efforts of all the communities in the Metropolitan area, if the community 
is a member of a Metropolitan Sewerage, Water or Parks System. 


The Board appointed Selectman Louise M. Castle to represent the 
Town of Brookline on this Council for a term of three years. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE 


Brookline has felt the impact of the construction of the Toll Road 
into Boston which has been quite disruptive to the orderly movement of 
trafic to and from Brookline in the Cottage Farm-Commonwealth 
Avenue area. 


LEGISLATION 


In February, 1963, the General Court approved legislation providing 
for the creation of a Department of Public Works and the consolidation 
of the Park and Recreation Commission. Both of these legislative acts 
were submitted to the voters at the Annual Election and were approved. 


The Board appointed John G, Carlson, Highway Superintendent and 
Town Engineer, to be the first Commissioner of Public Works, and during 
the course of the year we were able to complete the complement of 
Division Heads as follows: Richard R. Fairbank as Director of the Engi- 
neering Division; Robert G. O’Brien as Director of the Highway Division; 
Paul Clancy as Director of the Water Division, and Joseph B. Minahan 
as Director of the Sanitation Division. 


Mr. Fairbank was a Project Engineer for the State of New Hampshire; 
Mr. O’Brien was a Construction Engineer with Perini Corp; Mr. Clancy 
was formerly with Cofhn and Richardson, Consulting Engineers, and 
Mr. Minahan was a career employee of the Town for many years. These 
gentlemen bring to their new assignments a wealth of experience and 
training in all facets of public works activities, and it is the expectation of 
the Board that operations under the new organizational structure will be 
conducive to a more efficient and economical conduct of the Public 
Works program. 


The Park and Recreation Commission has been somewhat handi- 
capped due to the decentralization of the two divisions under its jurisdic-

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tion. It is the hope, however, that in the new Town Office Building 
closer coordination may be effected, and the full benefit of the consoli- 
dation of these Commissions will emerge. 


In the attainment of favorable legislation the Selectmen are indebted 
to the cooperation received from the members of the General Court, 
namely Representatives Koplow, Cohen, Dukakis and, in particular, to 
the late Senator Michael J. Galvin who worked unselfishly to effect the 
passage of these bills in sufhcient time that they might be presented to 
the voters at the March Election. 


THE FARM PROJECT 


The Redevelopment Authority and the Board of Selectmen have 
been working in close coordination to overcome the technical difficulties 
incident to the financing of the so-called Farm Project. It will be recalled 
that the public housing unit at the High Street end of the project was 
completed in 1962 and was fully occupied at that time. During the 
summer months the ground was broken for the moderate income housing 
and foundation work was commenced, subject to the usual delays 
occasioned by winter weather. 


It is interesting to note that James H. Scheuer, the Developer, advised 
the Redevelopment Authority and the local Town officials that the 
Massachusetts District Office of the Federal Housing Administration had 
indicated that the approval of the mortgage of approximately $19,000,000 
for the third phase in the construction of the Farm Project would be 
forthcoming. This final stage involves the construction of high-rise struc- 
tures containing approximately 750 so-called luxury type apartments. It 
is to this last portion of the Farm development program that the Town 
looks for substantial tax income. 


THE MARSH PROJECT 


The Redevelopment Authority has continued its studies for the 
development of the so-called Marsh area and have abandoned the plan 
which extended to certain parcels on Kent Street and reverted to the 
original delineation of the area following the right-of-way of the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority as the northerly boundary. 


A bill which would authorize the Redevelopment Authority to 
negotiate with the Metropolitan Transit Authority for air rights and 
certain land was filed in the Legislature in December. 


The Housing and Home Finance Agency ruled that the Brookline 
Avenue Playground was not eligible for inclusion in the Marsh Project 
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because open land on the boundary of any Government project is declared 
ineligible for participation. 


The Redevelopment Authority has also continued its discussions 
with representatives of business establishments in the area in the hope 
that some of these establishments can be retained within the limits of 
the project. 


COUNCIL FOR PLANNING AND RENEWAL 


Under the Chairmanship of Mr. John M. Reed this important Stand- 
ing Committee of the Selectmen has continued active participation in 
community projects, and has promoted a closer relationship between the 
citizens of the ‘Town, the Selectmen, the Planning Board and the Re- 
development Authority. 


NORTH BROOKLINE REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


Under the direction of Rabbi Manuel Saltzman as Chairman, the 
North Brookline Improvement Committee has worked very closely with 
the Selectmen in promoting the continuance of the program for the 
rehabilitation of the, district north of Coolidge Corner. 


New fencing has been erected around the Coolidge Playground, and 
a more vigorous recreational program has likewise been provided for this 
facility. ‘The Town has, in addition, projected a program for street improve- 
ments in this area which will be undertaken in the Spring of 1964. 


Being a voluntary program in which the complete cooperation of the 
property owners is most essential, the progress of the rehabilitation has 
not in all respects met the objectives originally anticipated. 


Inspectors from the various code enforcement agencies of the ‘Town 
have made investigations in the so-called “pilot area” in order to establish 
a procedure based upon actual experience with property owners, that would 
be of benefit in expanding the program to the entire area. The program 
has met with mixed acceptance, some property owners being reluctant to 
make any improvement whatsoever, while others have been most enthu- 
siastic in seeking to uplift the general “tone” of the neighborhood. Where 
specific code violations were found the inspectors of the Town Agencies 
are taking appropriate measures to enforce compliance, either with respect 
to electrical installations, plumbing installations, or illegal multiple 
occupancies. The effective contribution in this effort by Rabbi Saltzman 
is most appreciated, not only by the Board of Selectmen but the residents 
of the area as well.

New Runkle School. 
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TRAFFIC CONTROL AND OFF-STREET PARKING AREAS 


For the purpose of implementing the various recommendations con- 
tained in the traffic study surveys authorized by the ‘Town Meeting, the 
Planning Board developed a very comprehensive plan for revitalizing the 
Coolidge Corner area. The plan as developed contemplated expanding 
off-street parking facilities particularly in the Babcock Street, Centre Street 
and Webster Street areas, as well as seeking to facilitate the circulation of 
trafic by the construction of a so-called ring road, the first segment of 
which provided for the extension of John Street from Green Street to 
Babcock Street. 


The complete program consisting of more than fifteen articles was 
submitted to the Special Town Meeting on October 1. It was the general 
consensus of the members of the Advisory Committee, the Council for 
Planning and Renewal and other Town Agencies that a plan of such major 
proportions involving large expenditures of money should be more care- 
fully studied. Accordingly, the Selectmen who with the approval of the 
Planning Board submitted the general proposal on behalf of the Planning 
Board deferred to the expressed desires of the Advisory Committee and 
others, and recommended that these articles be resubmitted to the Annual 
Town Meeting in 1964. The only exceptions to this were the article pro- 
viding for the John Street Extension and the one providing for alterations 
to Webster Street adjacent to the off-street parking area and which could 
advantageously be combined with the contract for the construction of a 
crossover from Centre Street to the Webster Street parking area which 
was authorized at the Annual Town Meeting. Construction plans for 
the Beacon Street crossover were completed toward the end of the year 
and will be advertised for public bids in February of 1964 so that con- 
struction work may begin as early as possible in the Spring. 


The Planning Board has continued its studies of traffic patterns and 
off-street parking requirements in other areas of the Town to the end that 
the general recommendations of the Comprehensive Plan might be 
attained. 


TOWN REPORT 


The Selectmen are happy to report that the Brookline Town Report 
for 1962 received the highest award for municipal reports at the Annual 
Meeting of the Selectmen’s Association. The survey was conducted by 
the Association in cooperation with the Government Research Bureau 
at the University of Massachusetts. 


It has always been the hope of the Selectmen to improve its line of 
communication between the various ‘Town Departments and the citizens. 
The Board has for the past two years sent its report to all the citizens of 
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New Brookline Police Station. 


New Apartment Building — Monmouth Street. 
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New Construction at Former Hospital Site — Newton Street. 
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the ‘Town, and will seek to improve every facet of the field of public 
relations. 


LOWELL PLAYGROUND 


The Board is pleased to report that construction work at the Lowell 
Playground was nearing completion, and as we go to press it has been 
announced that the Humble Oil Company (Esso) has leased a substan- 
tial portion of the first office building in the compound which is to be 
known as the Esso Building. 


NEWTON STREET CONSTRUCTION 


The building program for the development of the old hospital ~ 
grounds on Newton Street got under way during the course of the year 
after resolving some of its problems involving the terrain and obtaining 
the approval of subdivision plans from the Planning Board. 


The construction was substantially completed at the close of the 
year and should be ready for occupancy in 1964. 


GENERAL COURT 


In accordance with the practice established a few years ago, the 
Board met with Brookline Representatives of the General Court from 
time to time for the purpose of discussing pending legislation affecting 
the interest of the Town. 


COMMUNITY RENEWAL PROGRAM 


On December 23, 1963 the Board received a telegram from the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency advising of the approval of Brook- 
line’s Community Renewal Program Application, and of the allocation of _ 
$94,638 for this purpose. / Tt is hoped that contract forms will be sub- 
mitted to the Selectmen early in the coming year, following which it is 
expected that the program will get under way. 


Although the program will be conducted by the Administrative 
Assistant to the Executive Secretary, the Resident Planner and the 
Associate Director of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, a Steering 
Committee has been set up to establish a liaison between the staff oper- 
ations and the policy-making agencies to the end that the Selectmen, the 
Planning Board, the Redevelopment Authority and the Housing Authority 
will be aware at all times of the general direction of the program and may

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be in a position to offer suggestions to the Board of Selectmen which is 
charged with the over-all supervision and direction of the program. 


DUMP FACILITIES 


As pointed out in a previous Annual Report, the Town is facing a 
very critical situation due to the lack of sufficient dumping facilities which 
makes it dificult to dispose of noncombustible refuse, such as household 
debris, tree trunks and other similar materials. 


The General Court recognized this general problem in the Metro- 
politan area and authorized the appointment of a recess commission to 
study the over-all problem, but so curtailed the appropriation that the 
committee is powerless to conduct a survey of the problem for lack of 
funds. 


Communications were directed to the Commissioner of Administra- 
tion and Finance, as well as the State Department of Public Health in 
the hope that their good offices might be utilized to reopen this general 
subject matter. 


GYMNASIUM 


No program for the reconstruction or replacement of the Municipal 
Gymnasium on ‘Tappan Street was developed during the course of the 
year. It will be recalled that this structure was severely damaged by fire 
on December 25, 1962. 


At about this time the School Committee made known its desire 
for an addition to the High School which would provide increased class- 
room capacity, as well as an expansion of the cafeteria which proved to 
be inadequate for the service of the student body at the High School. It 
was the opinion of the Selectmen that appropriate studies should be 
undertaken to determine whether or not the additional requirements of 
the School Committee and the requirements of the Park and Recreation 
Commission for gymnasium facilities might be combined in one structure, 
hoping thereby to effect some economy in construction. 


The School Committee engaged the services of Taylor, Lieberfeld 
and Heldman, Inc. to make a study of the space requirements at the High 
School, and the Selectmen made a collateral contract with the same 
Organization to determine whether or not the requirements of the School 
Committee and the Park and Recreation Commission might be combined 
in a single structure. 
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Brookline’s Snowfighter Fleet. 
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During the course of the year several meetings were held with the 
Building Commission, the School Committee, the Park and Recreation 
Commission, the Planning Board and representatives of the Advisory 
Committee in the attempt to seek a satisfactory solution to the over-all 
problem. ‘The Special Town Meeting on October 1, 1963 appropriated 
sufficient funds for preliminary plans and specifications. The Selectmen 
and the Advisory Committee, however, at that time deemed it advisable 
to expand the scope of the studies to include consideration of all possible 
alternative methods, including the possible abandonment of parts of 
Greenough and Tappan Strects. Also to be included were possible future 
needs for recreational and physical education buildings, playground expan- 
sion, and parking facilities in the High School-Cypress Street Playground 
area. 


For the purpose of giving adequate consideration to the charge of the 
Town Meeting as recommended by the Selectmen and the Advisory 
Committee, the Building Commission employed the firm of Smith and 
Sellew to explore this general subject matter. 


The report of the firm of Smith and Sellew is to be submitted by 
January 1, 1964, after which time the Building Commission is to give 
appropriate consideration to the question of the employment of one or 
two architectural firms. 


It is hoped that plans will be sufficiently developed in time for the 
submission of appropriate articles to the Annual Town Meeting in 1964 
which would indicate estimates for the cost of two separate structures or 
one superstructure.

DISCIPLINARY ACTION AGAINST ‘TOWN EMPLOYEES 


‘Town Counsel represented and/or assisted ‘Town officials in connec- 
tion with disciplinary proceedings against seven ‘Town employees, including 
proceedings before the Civil Service Commission. 


Oxp AcE AssIsTANCE REIMBURSEMENT. ‘Town Counsel recovered $19,- 
297.95 for the ‘Town on eleven claims. 


DAMAGE TO TOwn PROPERTY INCLUDING Motor VEHICLES. Town Counsel 
recovered $3,184.36 on twenty-four claims. 
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Town Counsel has insisted that ‘Town employees notify the police 
immediately upon the occurrence of an accident in which a town vehicle 
was involved and to remain at the scene of the accident until the police 
arrive to obtain photographs and statements of operators and witnesses, 
except in cases of emergency. Employees have been warned that ‘Town 
Counsel will recommend against indemnification in the event legal pro- 
ceedings are brought against the employee unless the foregoing notification 
procedure is followed. ‘The cooperation of department heads has been 
gratifying. As a consequence, the number of claims against the ‘Town and 
the expense for defense has been reduced materially, and the ‘Town is 
better equipped to defend against fraudulent and inflated claims. The 
payout on claims has also been thereby reduced. 


Town Counsel has inaugurated the requirement of a supplementary 
report from the operator of a ‘Town passenger car involved in an accident 
in relation to the ownership of a passenger car by him or his spouse and 
the insurance coverage thereof. Since the personal insurance coverage 
usually covers his liability for the accident, this procedure has resulted in 
shifting, in a large measure, the expense of investigation, defense, and 
financial responsibility in such cases to the operator’s personal insurance 
carrier at considerable savings to the Town. 


Report of the Executive Secretary 


ArtTHuR A, O’SHEA 


Executive Secretary 


In compliance with the vote of the Town Meeting, I respectfully 
submit this my fifth report on the activities of the Executive Secretary. 


Over the course of the past few years the spending program of Federal 
Government has reflected itself in local spending not only from the infla- 
' tionary trends involved but because of the initiation of money programs 
at the Federal level which call for the matching of funds by the State and 
local community. 


However, people are now beginning to recognize what the tax burden 
has done to slow down the economy. Consequently, there is emerging 
from the administration in Washington a program for tax relief, which 
will be designed to stimulate the investment of capital by individual 
organizations and by the general public at large. It would appear to be 
wise, therefore, for local governments to attempt at this time to eliminate 
unnecessary services and to refine permissive legislation. Year after year 
legislation is passed which is somewhat loosely drawn, with the result that 
the real impact of such legislation upon local financial structures cannot 
be precisely measured. Perhaps it would be wise at the State level to ap- 
point a commission whose function it would be to review legislation for 
the purpose of refining it and eliminating so-called loopholes. Sometimes 
a bill is passed in the interest of one individual although it very often 
happens that it applies equally to many individuals for which it was not 
originally intended. 


We hear from all sides, “Why must the tax rate continually advance?” 
— and the answer is generally twofold. First, our government is committed 
to a program of creeping inflation, and secondly, there is a constant 
demand on all sides for the extension of governmental services. The 
Selectmen, for example, control but a fraction of the Town’s spending 
program, They have little, if any, say in the budget of the School Com- 
mittee, which represents approximately 25% of our operating costs. 


The Town Meeting, in addition to appropriating funds for operating 
budgets, also approves Special Appropriations, Capital Expenditures, or 
other services provided for under the Special Articles. ‘Then, it is not to 
be forgotten that there is another substantial segment of our annual ex- 
penditures represented by the cost of County Government, the propor- 
tionate share of the cost of Metropolitan Water, Sewer and Parks, the 
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allocation of 3.9% of the deficit of the Metropolitan ‘Transit Authonty, 
and other items over which your local government has no control. 


When we expand our programs for recreation or health, for mental 
health, for modern school plants, for school crossing guards, or many other 
desirable or sociological improvements, it cannot be otherwise than the 
cost of such programs must be reflected in the local tax rate. The budget 
controls are now firmly established to insure that citizens of the ‘Town are 
getting as near 100% value for each dollar expended. It remains, therefore, 
for the policy-making and appropriating groups of the ‘Town to scrutinize 
most carefully all expenditures, particularly those for Capital Improve- 
ments if we are to maintain our enviable tax position. Sometimes in 
expanding our capital programs we do not give sufficient consideration to 
the fact that there are maintenance expenditures involved which become a 
fixed part of the operating budget of the Town for all time. In short, tax 
reduction is equally good for the municipalities as it is for the State and 
Federal Governments. We must, therefore, hesitate to “plant the seed” 
for increases if we do not “cherish the blossoms” of eventual increased cost. 


Public interest in municipal government should be encouraged, but 
the public, in a final analysis, does not run the government although it can 
be extremely helpful in guiding policy decisions. There is a well-founded 
principle of government that citizens elect to guide policy and appoint to 
effect eficient administration. 


The administration of ‘Town Departments, as has been true in the 
case of many industries, has been hampered considerably by the rather 
marked turnover of personnel due, in some cases, to the noncompetitive 
position of the Town with respect to salary rates, and in other directions 
because of the extreme shortage of qualified personnel in other categories, 
regardless of the salary attached to any given position. 


It is interesting to note parenthetically that it had been predicted for 
many years that, with the advent of the early 60’s, there would be an 
adequate supply of secretarial personnel. The vacuum, of course, was 
caused by the population decline during the depression years. However, 
the expected availability of clerical and stenographic forces did not 
materialize. ‘This has been explained by the fact that with more and more 
members of the family going to college, particularly under the G. I. Bill, 
girls have been more inclined to follow liberal arts courses than secretarial. 
There are also many diversified fields competing for trained personnel — 
with air line companies, research programs, teaching and other professional 
fields requiring particular skills. With the construction of our new ‘Town 
Office Building, it is hoped that the new conveniences and surroundings 
will appeal to more Brookline girls, who now seek employment in the 
metropolitan area. 


There is another phase of the personnel problem which relates to 
Department Heads. We have now come to the realization that college 
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graduates are not attracted to the field of municipal government because 
of the fact that salaries are not competitive with private industry, and 
opportunities for systematic advancement are not available. ‘There has 
been a tremendous exodus from municipal government across the country, 
and a study by the Brookings Institution of Washington revealed that, 
“The employees who resigned did so mainly for better salaries and to find 
greater fulfillment in terms of promotion and development. Negative or 
indifferent attitudes about municipal employment were also expressed by 
key people in universities, civic organizations, and professional societies 
when interviewed by the study staff. In short, the municipality’s lack of 
appeal as an employer is alarming.” 


The Municipal Manpower Commission, engaged by the State of 
New York, also recognized that the distressing manpower situation cur- 
rently prevails throughout the country. ‘There may have been a time in 
the past when we could run our municipality on the theory that any man 
could conduct the affairs of a municipal department even as any man 
might “poke a fire or rock a baby” but it won’t suffice for the future. 


Our urban areas are becoming too large and too important to the 
society in which we live for that kind of management and that kind of 
manpower. The Brookings Report goes on to say, “Unless we bring the 
complicated forces of urban living and development under control through 
knowledge, cooperation, and democratically conceived management, our 
urban problems will be transformed into a major crisis. Metropolitan resi- 
dents loudly demand education for their children, road and transit facili- 
ties, clean water, unpolluted air, police and fire protection, parks and play- 
grounds, regulation of public utilities and protection from fraud and the 
unscrupulous. ‘They desire to protect the value of their homes, businesses 
and jobs. They need sound planning, zoning, and tax administration. 
Local Government faces a never-ending series of decisions requiring com- 
petent judgment. These decisions will be made by, and depend on, 
people — obviously the best equipped, the most imaginative, the strongly 
motivated, not the castoffs, the security seekers nor the disinterested. If 
superior talents are not at work on these critical problems and decisions, 
the quality of daily living in metropolitan areas faces a steady and inevita- 
ble decline. 


For many years Local Governments have been all too satished with 
the precipitate of the market made up in large measure of persons looking 
for security or otherwise rejected by private enterprise. 


Brookline has been and should remain a model community, but we 
must recognize that the total compensation of executive personnel must 
be comparative to that enjoyed by men and women of like skill and bear- 
ing like responsibilities in private employment and the more advanced 
public enterprises. ‘This principle of comparability is, in the long run, 
economical in its application and is in the public interest. No Local 
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Government should have to depend upon men and women who are satis- 
fied with less compensation because they can afford the luxury of public 
service. ‘’he overall problem, therefore, is not focused solely upon Brook- 
line, but is a countrywide problem which is recognized by and revealed in 
the studies conducted by competent foundations of national stature. 
We should seek the best possible talents and keep the salary levels 
competitive with private industry if we are to retain the enviable position 
of Brookline in maintaining efficient progressive government, for which 
we have been noted these many years. 


For the convenience of citizens who are interested in following per- 
centagewise the distribution of revenue and expenditures of the Town, I 
have inserted Figure 1 which will be published each year that the trends 
of ‘Town expenditures and receipts in various categories might be followed. 


We are pleased to note that the construction of new buildings has 
continued during the course of the year. It is of extreme importance in 
this regard to improve our tax base that it might continue to be in proper 
relation to the demand for a high standard of governmental services. The 
enviable position which Brookline has held in its tax rate, as compared with 
other communities in the metropolitan area, is indicated in Figure 2. It is 
also important to keep our attention focused on the erosion of our tax base 
caused by the increase of tax free property within the Town. As shown in 
Figure 3, slightly more than 40% of our land area is not subject to taxation. 
This can be a serious problem when we appreciate that the Town consists 
of only slightly more than six square miles. 


Tax erosion can result as well from activities of the General Court; as, 
for example, the legislation that was passed during the current year grant- 
ing a $4,000 exemption to certain elderly persons and a $400 exemption for 
children attending college under certain circumstances. Of course, no one 
will quarrel with the sociological benefits of these programs, but we do 
quarrel with the fact that the Legislature, in shifting the tax burden from 
one group of taxpayers to another, did not provide any replacement 
revenues for the communities at a time when Local Governments are 
clamoring for financial relief from State Governments. 


Our tax collection record reflects great credit in that in the period 
beginning 1952 and ending March 1, 1962, there were no uncollected out- 
standing taxes. ‘There are few communities in the Commonwealth that 
can boast of this proud record. 


As may be observed in Figure 4, the School Operating Budget has 
increased from the figure of $2,039,838 in 1953 to $4,299,161, in 1963 or 
an increase of 120%. ‘This increase is to be contrasted with the trend in 
expenditure of all other ‘Town Departments, which has increased from 
$7,362,599 to $12,120,395 in 1963, or a total of 65% for the same period. 
(See Figure 5.) The number of Non-School ‘Town Employees has de-

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creased from 835 in 1953 to 785 in 1963, as compared with the increase of 
School positions under Instructional Services from 342 employees in 1953 
to 413 in 1963, as indicated in Figure 6.

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We have been able to obtain from the State Department of Educa- 
tion authoritative figures indicating the expenditure per pupil from local 
taxation as well as the State aid per pupil received by Brookline in com- 
parison with other communities in the Metropolitan area. (See Figure 7.) 


It will be recalled that the Legislature passed a so-called Conflict of 
Interest Law (Chapter 779 of the Acts of 1962), which was designated as 
Chapter 268A and which became effective on May 1, 1963. This statute 
was published together with an explanation of its effect by the Town 
Counsel, copies of which were distributed to all Boards, Commissions, 
Committees, and Department Heads. It is with some pride, however, 
that we can point to the fact that Brookline has had a so-called “Conflict 
of Interest’ provision in its By-Laws, identified as Article IV (Contracts 
by ‘Town Officers ), which had been in effect since 1881. 


As mentioned in previous reports, we have kept a watchful eye on the 
development of electronic computer machines and have finally discovered 
a system which is applicable to the Town. The I. B. M. Model 6400 will 
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be installed in the new Town Office Building in both the Treasurer’s and 
Comptroller’s offices. This machine will facilitate the preparation and 
computations involved in payrolls, the processing of accounts payable, tax 
commitments and billing, water billing, Old Age Assistance payments, 
and many other procedures. It is expected that this new installation will 
not only increase efficiency but, in time, will reflect substantial savings in 
personnel who are assigned in the various departments to the work of 
preparation of payrolls. It is our fondest hope that the new Town Office 
Building, which has been designed for the utmost efficiency, will contain 
the latest adaptations in the field of automation and service. 


We have heard much talk in the public press of a windfall which will 
be paid to the various cities and towns, which windfall, as former ‘Tax 
Commissioner Capeless so aptly described it, is in reality a pitfall. It is a 
stopgap that will obscure the fact that the basic problem of revenue pro- 
duction, far from being elevated, has actually worsened. The windfall, 
which will be payable during 1964, was due to the acceleration of income 
and corporate tax payments by the withholding process. The amount to 
be distributed will act as a bonanza in the year of its distribution, but will 
catch many communities off their guard in the years to follow, particularly 
where there has not been adequate and proper budgetary controls. Ap- 
propriate recommendations will, therefore, be made to the Town Meeting 
which will take this fact into consideration and to the end that we might 
more effectively stabilize our tax rate and not over-appropriate from the 
free cash surplus.

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The Selectmen have sought each year to improve public relations in 
their desire that every citizen of the Town will be fully cognizant of various 
trends and programs in the local government. Dr. Luther Gulick, Chair- 
man of the Institute of Public Administration, in New York, has pointed 
out that there is no way to tell in advance what is and what is not going 
to be a matter of public “concern” and thus a burning political issue. A 
political question is identified not by its intrinsic Content so much as by 
the public interest and passion that it, in fact, arouses. ‘Too frequently 
people regard public relations as that reaction which appears in the public 
press, more particularly a favorable press. ‘The field of public relations, 
however, covers a large spectrum of public service — the image created in 
the public mind of the standard of service rendered by the community. 


It might well begin with a voice of the operator extending a friendly 
“Good Morning” to the citizen contacting the Town Offices. It might be 
reflected in the Department Head who patiently listens to an inquiry and 
makes a sincere effort to satisfy, within reason, each particular demand or 
request for service or information. It might be reflected in the courteous 
act of a Police Officer in admonishing a trafhe violator. It might be in the 
appearance of the ‘Town-owned vehicles, which represent a considerable 
investment of taxpayers’ money. It might be the citizen who observes the 
law, such as the Anti-Litter Regulation — the compliance with the Build- 
ing Codes, and Sanitary Regulations — the citizen who offers his time and 
effort to his or her community. It is the standard of maintenance of 
highways and sidewalks — the standard of snow removal and street clean- 
ing. It is the manner in which the sanitation collections are made — it is 
in the effective work of the forces of the Fire and Police Departments. It 
is the extent to which citizens are informed on the operation of govern- 
ment.

It is the extent to which every employee is informed with 
respect to every facet of his or her responsibility — getting to work on 
time, and observing all other rules and regulations. In fact, there are 
endless ways in which the image of the Town can be reflected among the 
citizens. In short, it is the effort to get full value for every dollar expended. 
It has been this type and record of performance that has given Brookline its 
reputation for a well-run and orderly community. 


Citizens’ participation is likewise necessary to maintain good govern- 
ment, and accordingly, constructive suggestions for improvement are 
cordially invited. ‘Thomas Edison once said, ““There is a better way to do 
it — find it.”

Such certificate may be revoked by the Building Commissioner upon 
violation of any of the conditions set forth in Section 6.13 or by the 
Board of Appeals. 


To amend Section 6.11 (a) (2) by inserting the words “in business districts’ 

between the words “uses” and “‘is” so that said Section 6.11 (a) (2) shall 

tead as follows: 

(2) Off-street parking space shall not be required when the computed 
requirement for non-residential uses in business districts is six spaces 
or less. 


To amend Section 6.13 as follows: 

(a) by adding to paragraph (e) (1) the following: 

; except for a parking stall the sole access to which is an alley adjacent 

to rear lot lines and so arranged that there is at least 20 feet of clear 

backing between the rear line of the parking stall and the opposite and 
more distant line of the alley. 

(b) by adding to paragraph (e) (2), the following sentence: 

Such setback area shall be landscaped and maintained, subject to 

Section 5.45. 

(c) by amending paragraph (e) (3) (i) to read:

(e) by striking from paragraph (j) the words “‘the effective date of this 
By-Law,” and substituting in place thereof the following: “July 27, 1962, 
which conformed to all applicable regulations in effect when established,” 

(f) by adding the following paragraph (1) at the end thereof: 

(1) Under a special permit after a hearing, the Board of Appeals may 
permit in lieu of the dimensional requirements of this section, 
where new parking facilities are being installed to serve structures 
and land uses in existence or for which building permits had been 
issued at the date of adoption of this By-Law, the substitution of 
other dimensional requirements provided such substitution is necessary

Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the ‘Town of Brookline, by a Constable of said 
Town and written notices sent by mail by the ‘Town Clerk at least seven 
days before the day of the meeting to the ‘Town Meeting Members elected 
and qualified to act in ‘Town Meetings in Brookline under the provisions 
of Chapter 43a of the General Laws, as amended, accepted by the Town 
of Brookline, March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members so qualified 
met at the High School Auditorium in said ‘Town on Tuesday, the twenty- 
sixth day of March, 1963, at half past seven in the evening. 


Lists of duly qualified ‘Town Mecting Members were used at the 
entrances to the meeting place and were in charge of Edward Fahey, 
Robert A. Merritt, David L. McElroy and Jeremiah Mullins, checkers, who 
were sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties. The lists contained the 
names of two hundred seventy (270) ‘Town Meeting Members qualified 
to participate in and vote in Town Meetings in Brookline.

At forty minutes after seven o’clock the checkers reported that one 
hundred thirty-seven (137) names of Town Meeting Members had been 
checked or more than one-half of all the Town Meeting Members 
qualified and the Town Clerk reported that a quorum was present. 


The first verse of “The Star Spangled Banner” was sung by the 
audience led by Daniel G. Rollins and accompanied at the piano by 
Executive Secretary Arthur A. O’Shea. 


Moderator Benjamin A. Trustman reviewed the facts of the meeting 
stating that the votes had been acted on favorably in March; and that 
on May 20th, the Selectmen denied a petition for a Special Town Meeting 
to reconsider the votes. Subsequently, on July 29th, the same petitioners 
sought a Special Town Mecting, through a Justice of the Peace, for the 
same purpose on August 19, 1963. The Town of Brookline entered a 
bill in equity in Suffolk Superior Court on August 12, 1963 asking for a 
restraining order to prevent such a meeting, which was denied August 
ihe ve theta) 


Town Counsel, Philip Cowin, presented the case for the Town of 
Brookline and indicated that there was a question as to whether a Justice 
of the Peace had any power to call such a meeting. 


George Waldstein, Counsel for the proponents, stated that every 
argument presented by the Town Counsel had been made in Superior 
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Court and that Judge Sgarzi rejected them. He maintained the meeting 
was legal and should be an open one rather than limited to ‘Town Meeting 
Members. 


Matthew Brown, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, stated that 
if the Selectmen believed it unreasonable for the citizens to ask for a 
Special ‘Town Meeting, that they have a right to refuse it. He also stated 
that what he thought was at stake was, not whether you shall have a 
fire station on Babcock Street but whether or not we can continue to 
have a limited ‘Town Meeting form of government in Brookline. 


After further discussion the Moderator ruled that we would operate 
under the Special Town Meeting Act, under which the Town _ has 
operated for many years. 


At nine o'clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator. 


The Moderator appointed Thomas Allen, George B. Nathanson, 
Kenneth B. Bond, Milton Linden, Morris Michelson and Theodore E. 
Firth as tellers and they were sworn to the faithful discharge of their 
duties by the ‘Town Clerk. 


The Moderator asked for a motion on the Article. No motion was 
presented to the Town Meeting. 


At two minutes after nine o’clock on motion of Milton Linden it was: 
Voted: That this meeting be now dissolved. 


At the close of the meeting the checkers reported that the names 
of one hundred eighty-nine (189) ‘Town Meeting Members had been 
checked as present at the meeting.

The increase in total purchase value results from the type and extent 
of expenditure for supplies, materials and equipment purchased, such as 
equipment for the new Police Building and the Runkle School. The use of 
the Emergency Purchase Slip system for small lot purchases has been very 
largely abandoned, and such purchases are now covered by assignment of 
purchase orders and confirming requisitions which insure proper encum- 
brance of funds to cover expenditures. The issue of Purchase Requisitions 
against monthly blanket orders largely for automotive repair parts and 
minor repairs continues to be used effectively and well within the limits 
for which the system is designed. It provides for immediate receipt of parts 
for prompt repairs and daily record of expenditure in the using department 
and the Purchasing Department.

While the above represent approximately 65% of total purchases for 
the year, and under formal bidding procedure, other purchases are made 
upon a competitive basis by written or telephone quotations. 


Prices 


Fuel Oil, No. 2 


The price basis of $.096 per gallon on the new contract beginning 
May Ist remained in force with a reduction of $.001 on October 
24th, and $.008 increase on December 16th. This pricing was 
lower by one-half to one cent than in 1962. The price on Decem- 
ber 31, 1963 was $.103 per gallon. 


Fuel Oil, No. 5 


Discount of $.33 per bbl. from posted Boston tank car price 
compared with $.05 over tank car on the previous contract and 
represented a considerable saving. The price on December 31, 
1963 was $2.85 per bbl. as against $3.50 in 1962. 
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Fuel Oil, No. 6. 


Discount of $.17 per bbl. from posted Boston tank car price 
compared with $.05 over tank car on the previous contract and 
represented a considerable saving. The price on December 31, 
1963 was $2.22 per bbl. as against $2.44 in 1962. 


Gasoline. 


The new contract beginning April 1, 1963 carried a discount of 
$.05825 per gallon which was $.005 more than on the expiring 
contract, and which resulted in a net price of $.17075 for regular 
grade, and $.19575 for high test grade which is used by the Fire 
Department only. These prices are guaranteed top for the con- 
tract period. 


Brookline’s prices for fuel oil and gasoline compare very favorably 
with other communities and users in the Boston area. 


No overall price trend pattern was noted during the year on most 
contracts or day to day purchases. ‘Transportation costs continue to in- 
crease, and this tends to higher prices. However, competition helps to hold 
prices rather steady. 


The Purchasing Stores sales and transfer to departments amounted to 
$11,096.00 for the year. The operation of our Stores results in furnishing 
the many stock items to departments promptly, at bulk prices, regardless 
of individual requirements, and eliminates much buying routine and order 
writing. I consider the Stores a most useful and important function of the 
department. ‘The annual appropriation serves as a rotating fund during the 
year, and the balance in the fund is closed out at year’s end by the Comp- 
troller. 


The process of moving from the Police Building and adjusting to 
temporary quarters in the Presbyterian Church Basement interrupted our 
department routine for a time. Equipment required and purchased for the 
new Runkle School increased our normal work load. Meeting required 
deadlines for delivery of equipment and other requirements was difficult 
at times due to temporary vacancies and changes in clerical personnel the 
first half of the year. 


The function of the Purchasing Department is to purchase all supplies, 
materials and equipment required by all Town departments. A constant 
flow of requisitions throughout the year with seasonal peak loads results 
in no slack periods in the department. Each requisition is processed with 
the least possible delay, but always on the basis of obtaining the most 
favorable price consistent with the quality to meet the using department 
requirements. Obtaining the most value from the tax dollar and perform- 
ing prompt service to using ‘Town departments in this process is our func- 
tion and accepted responsibility.

SCHOOL TRAFFIC SUPERVISORS 


During the year the number of School Trafic Supervisors was in- 
creased from 8 to 12, due to the assignment of Patrolmen to Parking Meter 
Maintenance and investigative work for the Trafic Commission and ‘Town 
Counsel. They are proving to be very satisfactory in safeguarding the chil- 
dren at school crossings. 


AUXILIARY POLICE DIVISION 


The Auxiliary Police Division continue to make a valuable contribu- 
tion to safety and service in the community. They are available for special 
details when requested. Members of the Division meet monthly for train- 
ing and instruction in Civil Defense. 


TRAINING 


The Board of Selectmen, continuing their policy of encouraging the 
training of Police Officers, approved training in many phases of police 
work as follows: 


The in-service training program was conducted during February and 
March. This training included police practices and procedures, crime 
elements, evidence, First Aid and firearms handling. 


Six members of the Department attended lectures on the recognition 
and care of mentally disturbed persons. 


Certain members of the Department participated in the Brookline 
Cardiac Resuscitation Course conducted by the Health Department. 


Five members completed a First Aid Instructors’ Course given at the 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. 


The Mass. Safety Officers’ Association and the New England Identif- 
cation Officers’ Association monthly meetings were regularly attended by 
representatives of the Department. 
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Four members attended the 4-day training program for graduates of 
the F.B.I. National Police Academy sponsored by the F.B.I. and the N. E. 
Chiefs of Police Association. 


Two members attended the Northwestern University Regional ‘Train- 
ing Conference on Traffic Safety held in Baltimore, Maryland. 


One member of the Department completed a 6 weeks’ course of train- 
ing at the Mass. State Police Academy at Framingham, Mass. 


Members attended 1-day conferences conducted by the F.B.I. 


FIRE); DEPARTMENT 


Cares F. RowLey, Commissioner 


During the year there were 1926 alarms; one hundred ten more than 
in 1962. Of the 1926 alarms, 643 were bell alarms, compared with 671 in 
the preceding year and 1283 were still alarms. ‘There were 10 two-alarm 
fires and | three-alarm fire. Among the alarms answered, 170 were from 
Boston boxes and 22 from Newton boxes. 


The Department responded to 221 emergencies, 30 less than in 1962, 
of which 170 were for the use of our resuscitators. 


The estimated fire loss measured in terms of insurance paid was 
$ or $ than in 1962 


We were extremely fortunate during the year 1963 in our low fire 
losses, in view of the fact that throughout the nation the loss of property 
and of life exceeded figures reported in any recent year. 

On July 1, 1963, new Engine #2, a 1250 G.P.M. Fire Engine was 
placed in service. ‘The new Engine replaces old Engine #¢2 which has been 
in service since July 1, 1938, a period of 25 years. 

During the year 1963 a program in Cardiac Resuscitation was initiated 
under the direction of Dr. Weingarten of the Health Department. All 
members of the Fire Department have attended classes conducted by Dr. 
Weingarten and are qualified to assist in Cardiac Resuscitation. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the year was 
204.

BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Rosert J. STEwaART, Building Commissioner 


With the complexities of construction in the Town of Brookline 
from lack of land, it is the trend to raze buildings to make room for new 
construction which has a tendency to improve the areas affected. 

The number of permits issued for masonry buildings is considerably 
less, but the valuation is some what more; however, a large part of this 
valuation is the new Town Office Building that was started this year. 

‘There were no criminal prosecutions. 

The Certificates of Compliance were revoked for three buildings. 

There are three cases in litigation, two of which pertain to the Zoning 
By-Law, the third pertains to both Zoning By-Law and Building Code. 

Seven buildings on Boylston Street were condemned and are now 
being demolished. 

Eleven permits issued for masonry structures at an estimated value 
of $4,964,150.00. ‘These involved three apartment buildings with one 
hundred twenty-one new apartment units, two office buildings and other 
buildings and structures. 

‘Twenty-eight permits issued for wood frame structures estimated 
value $901,765.00 giving forty-one new living units. 

‘There were four hundred six alteration permits issued, nine of which 


were for conversions providing fourteen additional living units. Valuation 
estimate $1,510,747.00. 
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Thirty-seven permits were issued for razing buildings, sixty-three fam- 
ilies were displaced. 


The amount of fees collected was $12,169.56. 


The number of electrical permits issued was six hundred sixty-seven. 
The number of inspections made was two thousand two hundred and 
sixteen. 


The total number of permits issued for plumbing and gasfitting were 
plumbing three hundred sixty-five, gasfitting four hundred twenty-three. 
Inspections of plumbing and gasfitting for which permits were granted 
amounted to one thousand seven hundred six. All installations of gas 
appliances have been duly inspected and tested to conform to Chapter 
737, Acts of 1960 and Chapter 557, Acts of 1963. 


Inspections were carried out in the various divisions of the Depart- 
ment and the laws were enforced. 

Lodging houses, convalescent homes, schools, both public and private, 
and places of assembly were inspected for conformance to safety require- 
ments.

The Health and Safety Committee has completed its twentieth year 
as an interdepartmental agency concerned with matters of health and 
safety affecting two or more of the departments represented. 


The Committee also acts as the official agent of the Board of Select- 
men for the inspection of lodging houses, open-air parking spaces, and 
other premises under the licensing jurisdiction of the Board, and makes 
recommendations to the Board regarding these premises. Inspections for 
the Committee are made by Mr. Thomas F. Roche, on assignment from 
the Fire Department, and by inspectors of the departments represented. 


Meetings of the Committee have also been attended by Mr. Emil 
Skop, Coordinator of the North Brookline Conservation Program. ‘The 
inspection teams for this program have been provided by the Committee 
and by the Health, Fire and Building Departments. 


The regular meetings of the Committee also provide an opportunity 
for consideration of ‘Town policies and programs in which the departments 
represented on the Committee will be involved in planning, implementa- 
tion or enforcement.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Department was incorporated into the Department 
of Public Works on May 1, 1963 and became the Engineering Division. 
John G. Carlson, former Town Engineer and Superintendent of Streets, 
was appointed Commissioner of Public Works on May 1, 1963. Richard 
Fairbank, appointed Director of Engineering Division on September 3, 
1963, comes to the ‘Town after a career of service with the State of New 
Hampshire Department of Public Works, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works, and Private Engineering Firms. 


Services were performed by the Engineering Division, in accordance 
with ‘Town By-Laws, for the following departments and commissions: 


Assessors Department 


The yearly revision of the Assessors’ plans to show sub-division of 
property, changes in ownership and alterations to existing structures were 
processed. The cubical contents of all new construction were computed 
for the Assessors’ records. 


Building Department 


Field surveys were done on all new construction and alterations to 
existing buildings to verify their compliance with Zoning By-Law require- 
ments and decisions of the Board of Appeal. The Division implements the 
requirements of the Town Drainlayers Regulations by issuing permits for 
the installation of sewer and drain connections to buildings, the location 
of which are on file in the Division’s records as well as pertinent data 
which is available to the property owners. Numerous plans for parking 
areas were reviewed to insure proper surface drainage as a pre-requisite 
before issuance of a permit for their construction. 


Park and Recreation Departments 


The Engineering Division has done the design, preparation of con- 
tracts and supervision of construction for the following projects of the 
Park and Recreation Department in 1963:

Planning Board 


The Director of the Engineering Division attends the meetings of the 
Planning Board. Numerous referrals to the Division from the Board were 
processed, in their engineering aspects, during the year and all Divisional 
file information and related services made available to the Board and its 
Resident Planners. 


Police Department 


Close liaison is maintained between the Police ‘Traffic Bureau and the 
Division’s ‘Traffic Engineer in matters of trafic and parking control. Plans 
are prepared for the Police for court presentation among which were the 
following:

Highway Division 


The fiscal control of the Chapter 90 Road Program and the Chapter 
782 Accelerated Road Program lies with the Highway Division. The Engi- 
neering Division processes the Chapter 90 preliminary estimates and in 
the Chapter 782 program it makes the preliminary estimates, requests to 
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the Massachusetts D.P.W. for allocation of funds, prepares the contract 
units of works and specifications, prepares contract plans and supervises 
construction. Chapter 90 estimates were prepared to request the allocation 
of $82,900 total ($41,450 State + $20,725 each Town + Norfolk County) 
sub-divide as follows: 

$34,000 to provide funds in previous allocations made necessary by a 
revision in Massachusetts D.P.W. depths of roadway surfacing, $19,000 
to restore funds re-assigned by the Massachusetts D.P.W. Commissioners 
and $29,900 to provide for the resurfacing of the following public ways: 


High Street, Washington Street to Highland Road 

Reservoir Road, ‘Town Line to Crafts Road 

Crafts Road, Reservoir Road to Eliot Street 

Pleasant Street, Beacon Street to Browne Street 

Estimates of units of work, plans and specifications were prepared for 
the letting of a contract in the spring of 1964 for the reconstruction, by 


funds made available by Chapter 782, of the public ways listed in the 
report for the Highway Division. 


Chapter 90 construction and resurfacing — the Engineering Division 
maintains liaison with the Massachusetts Department of Public Works and 
the contractor on current projects under construction to safeguard the 
Town’s interest. 


‘Town Clerk 


The voting lines within the Precincts 2 and 11 were redrawn during 
1963 to provide convenience in voting and plans prepared for execution 
by the Board of Selectmen. Laying-out documents and record plans were 
prepared for John Street Extension and the widening of a portion of 
Webster Street for filing in the Town Clerk’s office, the Engineering 
Division’s vault being the repository of all plans required to be filed by the 
Town Clerk. Vu-graphs for visual projection at both the Annual and 
Special 1963 ‘Town Meetings were prepared by this Division. 


‘Trafic Commission 


The Commissioner of Public Works with the Division’s Traffic Engi- 
neer attend all meetings of the Traffic Commission. ‘The following referrals 
were studied, processed and reported back to the Commission: 

Centre Street, Beacon Street crossover design 
Webster Street Widening design and computations 
Cottage Street and Goddard Avenue for signals 
South and Grove Street for signals 

Longwood and St. Paul for retiming of signals

Survey of ‘Taxi Stands throughout the ‘Town 

Carlton Street‘and Mountfort Street change signal timing and sequence 

Survey of Off-Street parking around Town Hall and Main Library 


Brookline Redevelopment Authority 


Field surveys were made in the area of the former Juniper Street which 
is to be the locus of a way, constructed by Authorities’ funds, and eventu- 
ally to become a public way fifty (50) feet in width. The field survey is to 
be the basis for the determination of contract units of work, the construc- 
tion of which will be supervised by Engineering Division personnel and 
under Town Standard Specifications. 


Contract Work 


The Town contract with S. J. Tomasello Corporation for the con- 
struction of six streets in the Dale Street Area was completed July 25, 
1963. Work has continued on the preparation of a contract for the recon- 
struction of Winthrop Path and Summit Path, the letting of which has 
been deferred until the spring of 1964. Proposals for bids to construct the 
Beacon Street Cross-overs at Centre Street and Winchester Street will also 
be called for early in 1964. A contract was prepared and construction super- 
vised of a Water Main in Beacon Street. 


Massachusetts ‘Turnpike Authority 


Continuous liaison is maintained with the Authority during the con- 
struction of the western extension of the Massachusetts Toll Road with a 
view to expediting construction of this facility and safeguarding the Town’s 
interest. 


Muddy River 


Work on a contract between the Metropolitan District Commission 
and Normal Corporation for improving the flow of Willow Pond into 
_Leveret Pond was completed in 1963. 


The files of the Engineering Division contain information of sub-soil 
conditions encountered in municipal construction, data concerning under- 
ground public and town utilities and plats of lots that have proven valuable 
to prospective home builders and contractors, this information is readily 
available to all interested parties. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 173 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


During 1963, prior to the establishment of the Department of Public 
Works, the Highway Department under the direction of John G. Carlson, 
Superintendent of Streets and Town Engineer, performed its regular 
services in connection with various activities and functions under its juris- 
diction, which are principally as follows: maintenance of roadways and 
sidewalks, sewers and drains, street cleaning, sanitation, trafic control, 
street lighting, snow plowing and removal, garaging and repair of all ‘Town 
vehicles with the exception of Water, Park, Forestry, and Fire Depart- 
ments. 


As the Highway Division of the Department of Public Works, this 
division carried on the various services formerly rendered by the Highway 
Department with the exception of the sanitation program. 


On December 2, 1963, Robert G. O’Brien assumed his position as 
Director of the Highway Division. Mr. O’Brien is a graduate engineer who 
brought with him a background of experience in engineering and construc- 
tion in private industry. 


For details regarding appropriations and expenditures of the Highway 
Division, reference is made to the report of the Comptroller. 


The usual contracts were let for permanent paving, and construction 
and repair of highways and sidewalks. In addition, general roadway and 
sidewalk maintenance work, including curb setting and removal, was per- 
formed by the highway forces. 


The following Chapter 90 resurfacing projects were completed during 
1963 under a contract with Baker & Co. 


Beacon Street, south roadway, Boston Line to Dean Road and Park Street 
to Harvard Street; north roadway, Westbourne ‘Terrace to Wash- 
ington Street and Centre Street to Short Street. 


Aspinwall Avenue, ‘Toxteth Street to Brookline Avenue. 
Washington Street, Harvard Square to Goodwin Place. 
Hammond Street, entire length. 


Under this program the Town is reimbursed one-half the total cost 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and one-fourth, by the County 
of Norfolk. 


Another Chapter 90 project has been under construction in 1963, 
under a contract with the Walter Reed Corporation, and is complete with 
the exception of the signalization. ‘This is the improvement and recon- 
struction of Washington Street, Brookline Village, from Walnut Street 
to Brookline Avenue. This is a major reconstruction project, which includes 
the signalization of the intersection of Washington Street and Brookline 
Avenue. Again, the ‘Town is reimbursed proportionately for the cost of the 
work done. 
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The Chapter 90 program will continue in 1964, with the following 
streets scheduled to be done: 
Allandale Road 
Dean Road 
Grove Street 
Middlesex Road 
Newton Street 
Station Street 
Winchester Street 
As reported last year, under Chapter 782, Acts of 1962, funds have 
been made available to Towns and Cities for work on residential streets 
which are not eligible under the provisions of the Chapter 90 program. 
Early in 1964, in accordance with plans and specifications prepared by the 
Engineering Division, the resurfacing of the following streets will be let 
out on contract basis under this program: 
Brook Street, Aspinwall Avenue to land of the M.T.A. 
Columbia Street, Harvard Street to the Town Line. 
Coolidge Street, Harvard Street to Clarence Street. 
Fuller Street, Winchester Street to Gibbs Street. 
Mason Terrace, Lancaster Terrace to Summit Avenue. 
Monmouth Street, Hawes Street to Carlton Street. 
St. Mary’s Street, Beacon Street to Monmouth Street. 
Salisbury Road, Corey Road to Kilsyth Road. 
Thorndike Street, Winchester Street to Clarence Street. 
This represents the first part of the resurfacing program to be accom- 
plished under this Act. 
A new allocation of funds has just recently been made available to 
towns and cities for roadway work under Chapter 822, Acts of 1963. 
Additional lighting has been approved for Cutler Lane and Martha’s 
Lane, private ways, to accommodate recently built homes, and installed on 
Washington Street, Brookline Village, in connection with the afore- 
mentioned reconstruction project. Improved lighting has also been author- 


ized for Mountfort Street in conjunction with the construction of the 
Massachusetts ‘Toll Road.

The regular maintenance of existing trafhe and street signs, meter 
posts, etc., was carried on throughout the year and on orders of the Traffic 
Commission, new signs and meter posts were erected and white line mark- 
ings painted. Again, a contract for the painting of center lines and lane 
lines was awarded to White Lines, Inc. Other roadway markings were done 
by regular highway crews. One of the major projects accomplished during 
the year was the erection of taxicab signs in accordance with the uniform 
code. 


The traffic signal equipment owned and operated by the Town has 
been maintained as usual, and the signals at the intersection of Mountfort 
and Carlton Streets were removed during the construction of the Toll 
Road. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1963, the Town voted to 
accept the Pedestrian Law, and the proposed signalization at Washington 
Street and Brookline Avenue will be the first to contain the “Walk” 
“Don’t Walk” pedestrian control in the Town. 


During the year Brookline had approximately 48.5 in. of snowfall. 
Northeast Weather Services Inc. again served the Town in forecasting 
storms and other unusual weather conditions. A new snow fighter was 
purchased in 1963 to supplement our snow equipment fleet. 


The main streets are cleaned every day and all others once a week 
except when snow and ice conditions prevail. This activity is carried out 
with four power street sweepers, one flusher, and four sidewalk sweepers. 
Two suction leaf removers supplement trucks and loaders for fall leaves 
clean up. 


During the year the Highway Division in cooperation with the Brook- 
line Community Council took part in an anti-litter campaign. Approxi- 
mately 150 litter baskets, beach type and pole mounted type, were placed 
throughout the town and at M.T.A. stations. Public education was attained 
through the Health Bulletin, the schools, scout groups and newspaper 
publicity. 

Sewers and drains, and catch basins were rodded and cleaned on a 
regular schedule and emergency blocks in main lines cleared.

SANITATION DIVISION 


On July 8, 1963, Joseph B. Minahan was appointed Director of Sani- 
tation. Mr. Minahan has had many years service in a supervisory capacity 
in the refuse collection division of the Highway Department prior to his 
appointment. 


Three new Daybrook packer-type trucks were purchased during the 
year for use in the collection of refuse, as well as a new rubbish collection 
hoisting unit and truck used in the collection and transportation of 
dumpster boxes. 


The relining of furnace #2 at our incinerator plant was accomplished 
this year under a contract with Eastern Refractories, Inc., in July, 1963. 
Further maintenance work was done by George Allen & Sons, Inc. 


Burnable rubbish and garbage are disposed of at the incinerator and 
non-burnables continued to be disposed of at the land fill located off 
Newton Street in a satisfactory manner. 


There is no area in Town currently available for use as a town dump, 
and as our present facility is being filled so rapidly, it has become necessary 
to restrict its use for the disposal of normal household refuse. Strict en- 
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forcement of the regulations regarding the use of the dump by private 
contractors is also maintained.

WATER DIVISION 


On May 1, 1963 the Water Department became the Water Division 
under the Public Works Department and the Water Board became an 
Advisory Board to the Commissioner of Public Works John G. Carlson 
on matters pertaining to the Water Division. ‘The three former members 
of the Water Board, namely, Timothy J. Burke, Earl A. Umlah and John 
W. Kickham were appointed for a period of one year, with Mr. Burke 
being retained as Chairman, this being his sixty-third year as a member 
of the Board, and his thirty-ninth year as its Chairman. 


During the year, warrants for the commitment of water rates, exten- 
sion and maintenance charges were filed with the Town Treasurer and 
Collector Matthew S. McNeilly as follows:

Mr. Paul T. Clancy, formerly affiliated with Coffin & Richardson, Inc. 
Consulting Engineers, was appointed Director of the Water Division 
effective November 25, 1963. 


The 1,624 foot extension of the 12 inch main in Beacon Street, from 
Washington Street to the Private Way at 1515 Beacon Street, completes 
the third step in the program of reinforcing the existing Low Service 
System in this area so that it can adequately supply both the required 
fire demands and estimated future domestic requirements. 


The existing 6 inch main in the old Hospital site on Newton Street, 
now known as Fairgreen Place was extended forty-five feet to supply 
houses under construction. 


In conjunction with the reconstruction of Dale Street the 8 inch water 
main was extended 290 feet to service six lots. 
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Because of the construction of the new Town Office Building 
approximately 226 feet of six inch main had to be abandoned in Prospect 
Street. 

The excessive dry spell which we experienced during the summer 
brought more evidence of the inadequacy of some of the mains in certain 
areas of the Town. A study will be made in these areas with a view to 
replacing some of these mains with larger sizes.

ORGANIZATION 


The Planning Board is established, in compliance with State statute, 
to study and report on the resources and needs of the Town and to prepare 
plans and proposals for its physical development. 


The Board organized for the year in May, re-electing F. Stanton 
Deland, Jr., Chairman and William D. Mehegan, Clerk. Mr. Deland was 
reappointed as a member of the Planning Board for 5 years by the Board 
of Selectmen. 


The Board held 26 regular meetings, 11 special meetings, and 11 
public hearings during the year. Joint meetings with other Boards and 
Agencies were held on several occasions and numerous field inspections 
were made. Presentations of planning activities and discussions of Brook- 
line’s development were held with the League of Women Voters, ‘T’ax- 
payers Association, Chamber of Commerce, Coolidge Corner Merchants 
Association, Pierce School Parent-Teacher Organization, Council for 
Planning & Renewal, North Brookline Neighborhood Improvement Com- 
mittee, and the Putterham Civic Association. 


On March 20, 1963, the contract with Adams, Howard & Greeley, 
Planning Consultants, was renewed for another year to provide professional 
staff planning services to the Board. In May and October the Board signed 
contracts with Bruce Campbell and Associates for professional traffic and 
parking consultation. 

Mr. Richard R. Fairbanks, the newly appointed Director of E:ngineer- 
ing of the Town’s Department of Public Works, has begun attending all 
Planning Board meetings in order to facilitate a close relationship between 
the planning and implementation of public facilities. 


ANNUAL IMPLEMENTATION ACTIVITIES 


Plans and proposals prepared by the Planning Board for Town de- 
velopment are co-ordinated through the Planning Board’s Comprehensive 
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Plan adopted in 1959 and are implemented by three major tools. Proposals 
relating to private development are controlled by the Zoning By-law and 
the Subdivision Control Law while public development including renewal 
is co-ordinated through the yearly Capital Improvements Program. ‘The 
Comprehensive Plan is subject to period review and will probably be 
revised in the next two years. 


Capital Improvements Program 

The Planning Board prepares a yearly six-year projection of needed 
Town Capital expenditures. This projection serves as an information tool 
for Town agencies and Town Meeting and provides data for fiscal analysis 
and co-ordination. The Capital Improvements Program for 1964-1969 
was prepared in cooperation with the Executive Secretary and all ‘Town 
agencies. 


Subdivision Control Law 

Under the State subdivision control law, the Planning Board reviews 
all divisions of land in Brookline and determines whether or not a sub- 
division which requires the development of a new street is being created. 
The Board reviewed 32 plats and determined that 2 created subdivisions. 
On these two, one a subdivision of former ‘Town land on Newton Street, 
called Fairgreen Place, and the other a subdivision in the Farm Redevelop- 
ment Project, public hearings were held and final approvals were given. 


Zoning Amendments 


The Town’s Zoning By-law is a major instrument for putting into 
effect some of the development policies recommended by the Planning 
Board and approved by the ‘Town. A new Zoning By-law was adopted by 
the ‘Town Meeting in 1962, and since then the Planning Board has been 
closely observing the application of the By-law to recent development 
activity. Where it was felt that the new By-law was not achieving certain 
intended goals or was unclear or inconsistent, amendments were proposed 
and approved by the Town Meeting. 


The Board also held public hearings on four proposed zoning changes 
for Hammond St., Marion St., Dale St., and Norfolk Road-Boylston St. 
areas and reported on these to Town Meeting. A special re-study of the 
Norfolk Road-Boylston Street zoning request was prepared by the Board 
in compliance with the special ‘Town Meeting vote and submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Zoning Interpretation 


Under the Zoning By-law, the Building Commissioner is directed to 
refer unclear questions of zoning interpretation to the Planning Board 
for opinion. ‘Three such cases were referred during the year. 


In addition to these referrals, the Planning Board has devoted con- 
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siderable attention to informal review of the new By-law with builders and 
developers, the Building Department, and the general public, as it applies 
to individual development projects and problems. 


Board of Appeals 


In the past year the Planning Board has prepared reports on 37 zoning 
cases coming before the Board of Appeals and reviewed one case for 
re-hearing. 


CIRCULATION AND PARKING STUDIES 


Parking and Traffic Studies 


The Coolidge Corner area was the first area to be studied under the 
Town-wide parking and trafic study voted by Town Meeting in 1962. 
Recommendations were presented to Town Meeting in a report entitled 
“Coolidge Corner—Report I’ along with two other reports, “Initial Report 
to ‘Town Meeting” and “Parking History.” A subcommittee of the Plan- 
ning Board was appointed to work with the Coolidge Corner merchants 
in establishing a plan of joint action for Coolidge Corner improvements 
and many meetings were held to discuss proposed plans. A vehicular cross- 
ing of Beacon St. at Centre St. and the John St. Extension were approved 
as the first step in the Coolidge Corner plan. The other major recom- 
mended items will be included in the 1964 Town Meeting. The Board has 
continued to work with the Board of Selectmen and Department of Public 
Works in refining parking lot plans and contacting property owners in 
relation to giving land or easements to the Town. 

The Board has begun study of parking and traffic needs in the Wash- 
ington Square and East Beacon Street areas. A complete survey of all 
parkers was undertaken in both areas and detailed trafic data was col- 
lected in Washington Square. ‘This data has undergone considerable analy- 
sis, and reports on the two areas should be complete early in 1964. 

Detailed trafic counts have been completed for the Chestnut Hill 
and Brookline Village areas, and detailed parking and area development 
analysis will be undertaken in 1964. 


Inner Belt 


The Planning Board has made several studies of alternate Inner Belt 
designs for the Board of Selectmen, which has withheld ‘Town approval 
of the State’s proposed route, while negotiating for review of design or for 
a design other than the two-level structure now proposed. 


COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT AND HOUSING 


Workable Program 
The Town’s progress on community improvement activities and pro- 
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posals for coming years is yearly summarized in “The Workable Program 
for Community Improvement.” The Program, prepared by the Planning 
Board staff for the Board of Selectmen, is a yearly requirement of the 
Federal Government and must be approved before the ‘Town can receive 
funds for urban renewal, public housing, or other similar government 
subsidized programs. 


Community Renewal Program 

The Community Renewal Program is a federally-aided study designed 
to determine the Town’s renewal needs, resources, projects and priorities, 
and the location, extent, and degree of blighted areas, along with a pro- 
gram for continuing public agency participation and activity. 


A Community Renewal Program Application for Brookline has been 
prepared under the direction of a review committee representing the 
Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board, the Housing Authority, and the 
Redevelopment Authority and submitted to the Federal Government in 
August. A $94,638 Federal grant was approved in December 1963 and the 
18-month study will begin under the direction of the Board of Selectmen 
in January. The Planning Board will participate with other ‘Town agencies 
in this important study and will be represented on a special steering com- 
mittee by Mr. Geddis with Mr. Coolidge serving as an alternate. 


Urban Renewal 


Under State and Federal statutes, the official agency in Brookline for 
receiving urban renewal subsidies is the Brookline Redevelopment Author- 
ity. However, before final action is taken on a project, the Planning Board 
must certify that it is in keeping with the Comprehensive Plan. The 
Planning Board approved minor amendments to the redevelopment plan 
for the Farm Project in May and certified that they were in keeping with 
the Comprehensive Plan. 


The Board met with the Authority several times in 1963 to review 
preliminary plans for the Marsh Redevelopment area. Additionally, the 
Board assisted the agency by providing up-to-date land use data for eco- 
nomic studies of the Brookline Village area and by studying the needs of 
additional park land in the Farm project. 


Town Conservation 


One of the Town’s major urban renewal problems is the conservation 
and rehabilitation of some residential areas that are beginning to show 
signs of lowered standards of maintenance and condition but have not 
deteriorated to the point where subsidized redevelopment is needed. A 
major effort to reverse these trends was begun last year with the “pilot” 
area project in North Brookline under the direction of the Board of Select- 
men. ‘The Planning Board has reviewed and supported the progress of the 
North Brookline Conservation Program and during the year prepared a 
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Public Improvements Program outlining recommended public action for 
neighborhood improvement. 


Housing 


The Planning Board, after holding a public hearing, approved the 
relocation housing plans for the Farm Redevelopment Project. This is to 
be moderate-income housing with rental on a preferential basis, giving 
first priority to Farm relocatees. 


The Planning Board has reviewed the Housing Authority’s plans for 
Housing for the Elderly on Pleasant St., and the Planning Staff has met 
with the architects in relation to integrating the project into the neighbor- 
hood. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Among the many subjects referred to the Planning Board during the 
year, particular attention has been directed to review of the following: 


the site for the Coolidge Corner fire station, 

the Town Office Building site plan and building plans, 

the ‘Town Garage, the proposed Central Garage and addition to the 
Incinerator, 

the proposed High School expansion and the Municipal Gym build- 
ing, 

the Lowell Playground development plans, and 

proposals for sale of parcels of ‘Town-owned land on Payson Road, 
Walnut Hill Road, Kennard Road, parts of the Soule Recreation 
Area, and the Corey Hill Park. 


The Planning Board also gave considerable attention to working with 
the Town Engineering Department to assure plans for attractive and high- 
quality development of the new Winthrop Path and Summit Path stairs. 


The Board is represented by the Resident Planner on the Town’s 
Trafic Commission and the Health and Safety Committee and provides 
secretarial service to the Council for Planning and Renewal.

The year 1963 was another of high activity for the Building Commis- 
sion. Fourteen formal meetings were held, and in addition the Commission 
met with the Board of Selectmen and other agencies on eight other 
occasions. 

The largest project in process during the year was the new Town 
Office Building. The construction contract was awarded February 11, to 
the low bidder, Wexler Construction Company, Inc., at $2,089,600., and 
work went ahead satisfactorily throughout the balance of the year. Con- 
struction is substantially on schedule and should be complete before the 
end of 1964. 

The new Police Station was accepted as substantially complete March 
13. This building has proved easy to operate and efficient. 

Also on March 13, the Building Commission entered into a contract 
with Architectural Planning Associates to prepare plans for a new Field 
House at the Beacon Playground. These plans were approved and on 
December 23, a construction contract was awarded to J. B. Crowley 
Construction Company, Inc., the low bidder at $33,450. 

On June 12, Clifford Douglas Stewart was appointed the architect for 
the proposed new Fire Station on Babcock Street. Preliminary plans and 
working drawings have been approved, and it is anticipated that construc- 
tion will start in March. 

The new Runkle School opened its doors for the beginning of school 
in September. It was accepted as substantially complete October 4, and 
was dedicated at an impressive ceremony November 11. 

At the Special Town Meeting October 1, the Building Commission 
was directed to prepare preliminary plans for the construction of additions 
to the High School and of new recreation facilities. The architectural firm 
of Smith and Sellew was engaged to conduct a preliminary survey to 
determine to what extent these related projects could be coordinated. 

The Commission lost the services of one of its most valuable and 
hard-working members at the end of the year. Mr. T. Roger Keane was 
appointed to the Building Commission May 1, 1949 and after more than 
fourteen years of service resigned December 31, 1963 because of a change 
in residence. ‘Throughout this period Mr. Keane displayed a continuous 
devotion to his responsibilities and was able to make many valuable con- 
tributions from his own extensive experience in building and building 
maintenance.

During 1963 the Board of Appeals held fifty-nine public hearings, 
fifty-two of which primarily involved zoning matters, and seven primarily 
involved Building Code matters. Several of them involved both zoning 
and building, but are classified according to the subject principally in- 
volved. One application to modify a zoning decision was allowed. 


In fourteen cases, zoning variances were allowed and in fourteen cases 
such variances were denied. In fifteen cases special permits were allowed 
under the Zoning By-Law, and in three cases special permits were denied. 
One appeal from a decision to issue a permit, because of an alleged viola- 
tion of the zoning regulations, was heard and denied. 


In six cases Building Code variances were allowed, and none were 
denied. One appeal from a decision to revoke Certificates of Compliance 
was heard and denied. 


Two cases were withdrawn after being fully heard, and two were dis- 
missed without prejudice. One case was withdrawn without a hearing.

During the past year the Brookline Redevelopment Authority has 
convened in twenty-eight regular and special meetings. ‘These meetings 
have been devoted primarily to completion of The Farm project, now 
in the execution stage, and planning for the proposed new Marsh project. 
In addition, considerable time has been devoted to preparing for the 
Community Renewal program. 


PROJECT NO. UR MASS. 15-1 (The Farm) 
The Farm project, which has been in execution since April of 1959, 
consists basically of three parts. 


The first part of this project is the 100 units of relocation public 
housing. These units have already been constructed by the Brookline 
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Housing Authority and are now occupied by former Farm families who 
were able to meet eligibility requirements. It was the policy of this 
Authority to defer major demolition until these units had been constructed 
in order to mimimize the relocation problems of the persons involved. 


The second part of The Farm project, now under construction, con- 
sists of 116 units of moderate income relocation housing. It is planned 
that the rent range for these apartments will be from $80.00 for an 
efficiency to $100.00 for a three bedroom apartment. Such charges include 
heat, hot water, and parking. ‘This housing will be used primarily to 
relocate Farm families now on the site and other Farm families who 
qualify and wish to return to their old neighborhood. Low rentals have 
been made possible by use of the new 221 D-3 Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration mortgage financing, which provides low interest mortgage money 
over a long period of time, and the Massachusetts Limited Dividend 
Corporation. 


A great many administrative, financial and construction problems had 
to be met and overcome in processing such a new program through the 
Federal Housing Administration, the Housing and Home Finance Agency, 
the Urban Renewal Administration, and the State Housing Board. After 
months of review by the many governmental agencies, the plans for the 
relocation housing were approved and the necessary contracts executed. 
Construction of these buildings is now underway. It is expected that these 
buildings will be completed some time this Summer. Model apartments 
should be ready by May or June of 1964. 


This was the first 221 D-3 housing to be processed through the Boston 
ofhce of the Federal Housing Administration, under a procedure that 
would allow ownership of the housing by a cooperative corporation. Low- 
est rents or charges can be obtained by reason of a cooperative form of 
ownership. In addition, there are other benefits to the occupants to be 
derived from such ownership. For instance, if an occupant itemizes his 
federal income tax deductions, he may deduct his share of the taxes and 
interest paid by the cooperative. In many cases this would result in a 
savings of an additional $10.00 per month. 


The Authority feels that such pioneering in the housing field is part 
of its function, and that the beneficial results obtained will be well worth 
the many difficulties involved. The Authority has authorized F C H Com- 
pany, Inc., a subsidiary of the Foundation for Cooperative Housing, both 
non-profit organizations, to proceed with organizing this housing under 
a cooperative program. Unless there is unexpected serious opposition from 
former Farm occupants, the Authority will cause the relocation housing 
to be transferred to the cooperative so organized. A final decision on this 
matter will be made this spring. 


The Authority's staff has compiled and forwarded a questionnaire 
and covering letter to all former Farm tenants, apprising them of the 
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construction of this housing and informing them that they will be given 
first priority upon its completion. In addition, F C H Company, Inc. and 
the Authority are planning an intensive information campaign relating to 
the benefits of the cooperative form of ownership. 


We have been advised by the developer that construction of the 
third, and major part of ‘The Farm project, will commence this Fall. Con- 
struction plans for these units are now well underway. The Federal Hous- 
ing Administration has indicated that the developer’s preliminary plans 
have been accepted and found them economically feasible. The Federal 
Housing Administration has also indicated that it will allow the mort- 
gaging to be processed under one application. ‘This means that the time 
lag between the construction of the first and last building will be mini- 
mized. 


The developer’s plans for this third stage provide for approximately 
750 apartments, 900 underground or structural parking spaces, a swimming 
pool, four tennis courts and a tennis club, and 16,000 square feet of con- 
venience shopping to serve the new community. The plan will create the 
first high quality, total community complex in the Metropolitan Boston 
area. ‘This complex has been interestingly designed and will have building 
height ranges from three to twelve stories so that the new construction will 
blend harmoniously into the overall neighborhood. This new construction 
will be aesthetically upgrading and should create new private interest in 
this long neglected area of the Town. 


Upon completion, this new construction will have a tax yield to the 
community of $400,000 to $500,000 per year. The total cost of this con- 
struction to the Town should thus be recouped within three years after 
completion. 


SETTLEMENT OF PROPERTY CLAIMS 


At the time the Brookline Redevelopment Authority made the Taking, 
April, 1959, there were 91 parcels in The Farm. Of this number 88 have 
accepted final settlement either voluntarily, through option negotiation, 
or by court awards. ‘The Authority paid out for the acquisition of these 
89 parcels the amount of $2,342,843.01 through December 31, 1963. 


PROPERTY MANAGEMENT AND MAINTENANCE 


When the Brookline Redevelopment Authority acquired The Farm 
area by eminent domain, it assumed the responsibility of managing and 
maintaining the property as well as collecting rents, all according to 
Federal regulations. The Authority has received gross earned income of 
$332,153 since April 22, 1959, and has net income of $200,310, operating 
expenses of $131,842. The Authority has credited the Town with $181,- 
162.00 as payment in lieu of real estate taxes. The remaining $19,148 has 
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been applied to reduce our overall project cost. The Authority also 
received $46,961 interest from investment which will also be applied to 
reduce our project cost. The attached appendix No. 2 is a breakdown of 
income and expenses to date. 


RELOCATION 
Since the Brookline Redevelopment Authority acquired The Farm 
property in April of 1959, it has relocated 196 families; 82 individuals 
and all the businesses as reflected in the following report:

It is anticipated that many of the families now living outside of 
Brookline will return to The Farm area and reside in the new moderate 
rental units now under construction. 
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PROJECT NO. MASS. R-37 (MARSH area) 


The MARSH project, located in Brookline Village, is generally 
bounded on the north by the Metropolitan Transit Authority tracks, on 
the east by Brookline Avenue and River Road, and on the southwest by 
Washington Street. 


This project consists of approximately 13 acres in which there is a 
limited number of families and approximately 59 businesses. ‘The area 
presently consists of general mixed use. However, the predominating 
businesses are of the light industrial service type. 


The Authority, including its staff and consultants, has been working 
on a plan for this area for the past 12 months. During this time they have 
discussed many alternative planning proposals for this area. Other Town 
agencies, as well as families and businessmen of the area, were invited to 
the Authority’s public meetings where these various proposals were dis- 
cussed. It is expected that the plan will be finalized within the next six 
months, at which time it will be referred to all of the local, state, and 
federal agencies for their respective approvals. At that time, the public will 
also be invited to attend a formal public hearing to give their views and 
opinions before the plan is finally approved. 


As of this writing, there are two alternative plans before the Authority. 
The first plan contemplates the use of certain land owned by the Metro- 
politan ‘Transit Authority within the project area. Legislation has been 
filed and is presently before the Massachusetts General Court which 
would enable this Authority to acquire this land from the Metropolitan 
‘Transit Authority. 


The second plan excludes the acquiring of the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority land. Under the plan which contemplates the acquiring of the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority land, many of the businessmen in the 
area would be allowed to remain in their present buildings and provision 
could be made for most of the other businessmen to relocate in new 
buildings on the exact same site, Only eleven of the business firms would 
not be retained or allowed to relocate in the area. If the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority land is not acquired there will be less land available for 
relocation and more demolition is contemplated. Pending results of the 
Legislation which would enable the Authority to acquire the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority land, this Authority is proceeding with both plans. It 
is hoped that the enabling legislation will be passed early in 1964. 

At present, there is unanimous consent among the members of this 
Authority that the reuses of this project area will consist basically of the 
following: 

1. Approximately two acres will be made available for a limited num- 
ber of low density housing units for those families being displaced. These 
units will have a rent charge commensurate with the economic ability to 
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pay for those being displaced. It is expected that this housing will be 
linked across the Metropolitan ‘Transit Authority tracks with similar hous- 
ing to be built on the Kent Street yards. A coordinated program has yet 
to be worked out with the staff and members of the Brookline Housing 
Authority. 


2. The largest reuse section of this project will be primarily of light 
industrial service use. Priority in this area will be given to the present 
businessmen who will be forced to relocate and whose business is oriented 
to the needs of the community. It is expected that some of the business- 
men will not be disrupted at all, since their present location and type of 
business is consistent with what is being planned. It is our intention to 
allow as many businessmen as possible to continue to operate as long as 
possible without any interruption until construction of the new buildings 
is complete. The businessmen in the area are being encouraged to be the 
developer of parts of this area. 


3. In the third section of the project area, a retail-commercial de- 
velopment is planned. ‘This should serve to revitalize the Brookline Village 
area aS an economic entity and mect the needs of the MARSH project 
and also the needs of the general neighborhood which will be increased 
by approximately 1,000 new families when The Farm area is totally 
developed. 


It is the opinion of this Authority that the proposed reuse plan for 
the MARSH area fulfills the intent of the urban renewal program to 
eliminate areas of blight and decadence and provide safe and sanitary 
housing for the persons living therein and at the same time offers to the 
community a bold plan. ‘The plan satisfies three important social and 
economic needs of our community which must be met if it is to continue 
to adjust and develop to that level of progress envisioned for its future.

On January 14, 1963, the Annual Meeting was held at which the fol- 
lowing officers were elected for the ensuing year: Frank D. Harrington, 
Chairman; Theresa J. Morse, Vice Chairman; Lucius T. Hill, Treasurer;

Secretary. At the Annual Town Election of March 5, 1963, Robert S. 
Weeks, Jr., 12 Glenoe Road, Chestnut Hill, Mass. was re-elected as a 
member of the Authority for a five year term. 


VETERANS PROJECTS — MASS. 200-1-1A-2 


On December 5, 1963, the Authority made a payment of $10,476.00 
in lieu of taxes for 1963 to the Town of Brookline. 


On March 15, 1963, the Authority’s Fiscal Agent received $77,673.79 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of 
subsidy to aid the Authority in meeting the cost of Debt Service for 1963. 


Both Veterans projects are fully occupied. During the year 1963, there 
were 49 new applications received for tenancy while 29 tenants vacated 
their apartments during the same period. Five of those vacating were 
required to move as their incomes were above the legal limit for continued 
occupancy. Income limits for admission and for continued occupancy are 
unchanged. 


HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY — MASS. 667-1 


The Marion Street, housing for the elderly project is fully occupied. 
During the year 1963 there were 73 new applications received for tenancy 
while five apartments became available due to deaths of tenants. 

On March 1, 1963, the Authority’s Fiscal Agent received $17,750 from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of subsidy. 


FEDERAL LOW RENT HOUSING — MASS. 33-1 


The Walnut Street, Federal low rent housing, MASS.-33-1, is fully 
occupied. ‘Iwo apartments became available during the year due to deaths 
of elderly tenants. 88 new applications for tenancy have been received 
during the year 1963. ‘The recreation program for all age groups and tenant 
social and recreational activities are continuing to be held in the Com- 
munity Room with the aid of the tenant-organized groups, Club 100 and 
The Farm Associates, and with the valuable and competent assistance and 
advice of the Brookline Recreation Department. 
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FEDERAL LOW RENT HOUSING — MASS. 33-2 
Housing for the Elderly 


The Pleasant Street site for construction of 100 units of housing for 
the elderly was taken by eminent domain on May 7, 1963. The owner of 
one parcel has brought litigation which has not as yet been finally disposed 
of. Preliminary Plans and Specifications have been submitted to the Public 
Housing Administration for their approval.

Ernest R. Caverty, Superintendent of Schools 


Following the outstanding success of our Summer School’s initial 
venture last year, the School Committee has decided to broaden the scope 
of the program to be offered next summer, opening it to pupils who will 
be in grades 7 through 12 next September./Sections will be added to those 
in great demand, and entirely new areas will be explored. Courses for 
students in grades 7 and 8 will be for enrichment only. 


Summer School 1963 


The six-week term will extend from July 1 to August 9. A catalogue 
describing the course offerings, fees, policies, method of application, and 
staff will be distributed within a few wecks. 


Carmen P. Rinaldi, continuing as Director of the Summer School, 
credits the enthusiastic response of the students to the student-teacher 
interaction made possible by limited class size. 


There will be new course offerings at the high school level in many 
subject areas: 


‘THE HUMANITIES — Shakespeare; American Literature of the Last Century; 
and History of Latin America will supplement History of the Far East and 
American History as Literature, both of which will be given again next 
season along with conventional courses in English and foreign languages. 
If there is sufhcient enrolment, second-year Spanish will be offered. 


SCIENCE AND MATHEMATICS — Senior Mathematics-Calculus will enrich the 
extensive mathematics offerings. All Summer School mathematics courses 
follow the School Mathematics Study Group program. If advance enrol- 
ments warrant them, one course in physics and one in biology will be 
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added. Courses in chemistry, physics, and biology will include three two- 
hour laboratory periods each week. 


Because students and faculty have recognized that under the stimulus 
of daily writing assignments and practice in writing techniques the stu- 
dents’ writing ability develops rapidly, the Writing Workshops program 
will be expanded. 


We shall also add classes in Remedial Reading, limited in size and 
designed specifically to teach basic skills and to correct individual reading 
problems. Developmental Reading will be continued. 


The Art Workshop, an outstanding success last summer, largely be- 
cause of the opportunity it gave students for creative expression in a 
variety of media, will be expanded into a lecture-workshop. This course will 
stress a more thorough understanding of art history and technique. 


We expect that the cost of teachers’ salaries, educational supplies, 
textbooks, and other needs will be almost entirely offset by tuition pay- 
ments, as was the case last year. 


Scholarship Bond Drive 


With college tuition steadily rising and the availability of part-time 
jobs for high school students decreasing sharply since last year, the need 
for increased scholarship aid is urgent. In an effort to meet this need, the 
School Committee has approved a Town-wide scholarship fund drive by 
High School students for two weeks, March 18-29. ‘This drive combines 
the Foreign Student Exchange Club bond sale, which has been conducted 
successfully for the past four years, and the year-old Dollars for Scholars 
campaign. Proceeds of the drive will be divided between the Parent Teacher 
Organization Scholarship Fund and the Foreign Student Exchange Pro- 
gram. Broad citizen participation in the new scholarship bond drive will 
enable more of our students to continue their education beyond high 
school. 


The 1963 Budget 


Our 1963 budget totals $4,286,583, or $315,548 more than the 1962 
appropriation. 

The adoption of the budget on December 10 was preceded by many 
Subcommittee meetings, a special meeting on December 3, and a confer- 
ence with the Advisory Committee on December 5. At our invitation, 
members of the Subcommittee on Schools of the Advisory Committee and 
Arthur A. O’Shea, Executive Secretary of the Board of Selectmen, or 
Richard TT. Leary, his Assistant, attended these meetings.

The Town Meeting will be asked to appropriate $40,000 less than 
otherwise would be necessary for Instructional Service because of our direct 
application of that amount from our Public Law 874 Fund (reimburse- 
ment by the federal government for federally related pupils). 


The budget reflects our new salary schedule for teachers, effective 
September 1, 1963. The minimum in all schedules has been increased 
by $200 and the maximum by $300. The salaries for elementary school 
principals and directors will remain unchanged. 


The main items which contribute to the increase of $315,548 are the 
following: salaries of administrators and teachers, $291,699; and the 
modernization of science facilities in the elementary schools, $23,500. 


The allowance of $23,500 for the modernization of science facilities, 
as well as an allowance of $1,240 for the installation of a master antenna 
and amplifier system for educational television at the Driscoll School, 
are included on the assumption that the Town will be reimbursed for 
one half of the cost, or $12,370, under the National Defense Education 
Act. ‘These allowances will be revised if approved by the time of the 
Town Meeting. 


The budget includes an estimate of $264,000 which we expect to 
receive during 1963 from state and federal aid programs and other 
specified sources: state aid, $58,809.05; school construction grants (Devo- 
tion School Addition, Driscoll School Addition, High School North Wing, 
Heath and Runkle Schools), $54,190.32; reimbursement for the trans- 
portation and education of mentally and physically handicapped pupils, 
$36,179; National Defense Education Act (guidance, mathematics, sci- 
ence), $26,000; U.S. Public Law 874 for federally related pupils, $18,000; 
non-resident students in the day schools, $22,000; tuition in the Summer 
School Program, $17,000; one-half the maintenance cost of adult State- 
aided vocational and civic education classes, $12,292.24; salaries of two 
elementary school adjustment counselors, $6,750; registration fees in the 
Adult Education Program, $4,937; tuition of non-residents in the Adult 
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Education Program, $2,300; reimbursement for non-contributory pensions 
to teachers, $5,100; and one-half the cost of tuition and transportation for 
Brookline residents in State-approved vocational schools, $496.23. 


A total of $38,288.61 was returned to the Town Treasurer at the 
end of 1962 from our regular appropriation for that year. 


We are especially appreciative of the fine working arrangement that 
exists between the School Committee and the Advisory Committee. In 
his report to the Advisory Committee, the Chairman of its Subcommittee 
on Schools had this to say about the cooperative efforts of the School 
Committee and the Advisory Committee: .“ ... I want to acknowledge 
the cooperation of the School Committee and its staff. They have been 
courteous and hospitable to your subcommittee at every Schoo] Committee 
meeting during the entire year and at every budget meeting of its Sub- 
committee on Finance, held jointly with its Subcommittees on Buildings, 
Hygiene, and Teachers . . . I can’t find adequate words of praise, but 
suffice it to say that the budget you received on Friday, November 30, 
was still being discussed by the School Committee’s Subcommittee on 
Finance at midnight on Wednesday, November 28. The corrections, 
amendments, stencils, duplicating, collating were all accomplished on 
Thursday between the hours of 7:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. so that our Com- 
mittee could have the week end in which to review the School Committee’s 
budget for 1963...” 


John D. Runkle School 


Brick and steel blend in the low, sweeping lines of the new John D. 
Runkle School building to create an image of modernity and efficiency. 
Already more than half completed, the building presents a startling 
contrast to the old Runkle School building standing close behind it. 


Inspired by this rapid emergence from plan to reality, Principal 
Virginia E. ‘Thompson steps out the front door of old Runkle “a dozen 
times a day” to check progress, admire its aesthetic beauty, and “wish it 
along.” But it is its greatly increased capability to fill curriculum needs 
which chiefly excites her. 


“Now we'll be able to implement fully the many improvements that 
have been made in curriculum. The science laboratory, the music room, 
the special facilities for art-industrial arts and for homemaking, the big 
gymnasium and auditorium,’ Mrs. Thompson emphasizes, “will make 
possible a far broader and more intensive program.” 

We are asking the Annual Town Meeting to appropriate $70,960 
for the furniture, furnishings, and equipment for the new School. Con- 
struction is progressing according to schedule and the building should 
be completed by June. By September, when the new building is furnished 
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and ready for occupancy, the old building will, in accordance with the 
contract, have been demolished and the hill in the rear of the new 
building will be a graceful sweep of lawn and much-needed playground 
space. Buildings and grounds together will form a perfect setting in which 
to meet the demands of elementary school education today. 


French in the Elementary Schools 

The teaching of French in grades 7 and 8 was introduced last Sep- 
tember as part of our curriculum. This instruction is available for pupils 
in grade 7 who have given evidence that they can add a foreign language 
to the normal program of studies and whose parents desire them to study 
French. Their program includes work with both oral and written French, 
with special emphasis placed on correct pronunciation. ‘The classes meet 
four periods a week, and the pupils follow at a reduced pace our regular 
High School course in first-year French. It is anticipated that, upon com- 
pletion of the two-year sequence, the present seventh-grade pupils will be 
prepared for the regular second-year French course when they enter High 
School. ‘They will thus have the opportunity to enrich their program 
through a more intensive study of French. 


Our decision to offer French again at this level (it had been taught 
previously in grades 7 and 8 on a limited basis, but was discontinued in 
1941) was based upon the marked success of our Advanced Fifth and 
Sixth Grades in French for the past two years, and the careful study and 
recommendations of a special faculty committee. It is hoped that some of 
the students in the advanced classes will, upon entering High School, move 
rapidly into our Advanced Placement French classes. 


Science in the Elementary Schools 

Science plays an increasingly important role in the lives of us all and 
projects into our thinking two significant questions. First, what background 
does an educated person need to understand the influence that science is 
having upon his life? Second, what preparation is necessary in school so 
that students may continue successfully their studies in related areas at 
a post-secondary level? We are giving our attention to the reappraisal 
and revision of a science program for all grades from the kindergarten 
through grade 12. 


We have increased the time allotment for science instruction in 
grades 7 and 8 from two to four periods a week and are in the process of 
modernizing the science rooms in the elementary schools to encourage a 
broader program of instruction than has heretofore been offered. Par- 
ticularly, efforts will be made to enable pupils to find answers to problems 
through their own research and experimentation. When a pupil arrives 
at an answer to his problem through his own efforts, taxing his imagination 
and initiative, he is likely to understand and retain the knowledge he gains. 
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Primary and intermediate grades are also involved in the revamping 
of our science program. Although for many years we have had an unusually 
good program in science in all grades, in science, more than in most 
subjects, what was good yesterday is not good today. 


High School Bookshop 


Since its establishment a year ago, the High School Bookshop has 
sold between 100 and 300 books a month. Teachers recommend books 
for sale in order that their students may have the opportunity to purchase, 
readily and at low cost, paperback books which can substantially increase 
their knowledge and development within a specific course, but no student 
is required, as a condition of success in any course, to purchase a book 
here or elsewhere. 


Before deciding to establish a Bookshop, a committee of teachers 
spent several months in determining the value of such an undertaking. 
Book stores in other high schools were examined, their methods, policies, 
and purposes studied, and the findings reported to our High School 
faculty. Faculty approval was given unanimously to the establishment 
of a bookshop. } 


The success of our Bookshop is due in large measure to the enthusiasm 
and effort of Francis D. Smith of the Social Studies Department, who 
organized and directs its operation. Profits from the sale of books are 
donated to the Brookline High School Graduate Scholarship Fund. The 
Shop has been visited by staff members of several other schools in the 
process of setting up comparable facilities. Financial aspects are super- 
vised by Christian W. Ehnes, Treasurer of the Brookline High School 
Activities, and the members of the Future Teachers of America provide 
their service as cashiers, bookkeepers, and secretaries. 


Space Needs at the High School 


We indicated in our last Report that we would continue to study 
the problem of the pressing need for additional space at the High School 
to alleviate the overcrowded conditions. 


In our discussion of the matter with the Building Commission of 
the Town, Joseph P. Richardson, a member of that Commission and a 
well-known Architect, suggested that a space allocation engineer could 
be of immeasurable assistance in solving the problem. Accordingly, the 
School Committee retained the firm of Taylor, Lieberfeld, and Heldman, 
Inc. of New York City to make a space allocation study of all buildings 
of the High School, including the Manual Training Building. This firm 
has made studies of this nature for colleges and other institutions through- 
out the United States, including Dartmouth, Holy Cross, and Smith 
Colleges. 
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A summary of the recommendations of these engineers will be made 
available to the members of the ‘Town Meeting as soon as we receive 
them, which we expect will be early in March. 


We have requested the Board of Selectmen to insert an Article in 
the Warrant for the Anuual Town Meeting, seeking an appropriation 
for architectural services to prepare plans for additional High School space. 


The fire that gutted the Municipal Gymnasium on Christmas Day 
necessitated the immediate relocation of the Recreation Commission 
offices and a rescheduling of activities. We were glad to offer our school 
facilities for the recreation programs, and today all activities of the Recre- 
ation Commission formerly conducted in the Gymnasium are being 
carried on in school buildings and in the Soule Recreation Center. ‘The 
gymnasiums at the High, Pierce, Devotion, and Lawrence Schools are 
used throughout the week. The High School gymnasium was used to some 
extent before this emergency. 


We have approved the suggestion of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Recreation Commission, the Building Commission, and the Planning 
Board that these space allocation engineers study for the Board of Select- 
men and the Recreation Commission the needs at the Municipal Gym- 
nasium, in order to determine whether some of the additional space needs 
at the High School could be met in a new Municipal Gymnasium. 


Honors to High School Students 
LETTERS OF COMMENDATION 


In November we reported that eight of our students placed among 
the semifinalists in the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test. Now 
we can report that, for their superior performance on this Test, 24 of 
our seniors have been awarded letters of commendation. They are now 
eligible for consideration for special awards made through the facilities of 
the National Merit Scholarship Corporation. In addition, the letters 
may be sent with college applications and may be used in applying for 
scholarships outside the Merit Program. 


Letters are awarded on the basis of merit without regard to state 
quotas (which partly determine scholarship awards). The students re- 
ceiving this significant honor are: Virginia Blanchard, Sherry S. Baird, 
William E. Falk, Phyllis L. Feinzig, Penny M. Fertel, Fred W. Goldman, 
Irwin N. Heller, Warren A. Huyck, Leonore A. Kublin, Marcia C.

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF TEACHERS OF ENGLISH ACHIEVEMENT AWARD 


The National Council of ‘Teachers of English has named senior Joan 
I. Zakon a 1962 national winner in its annual Achievement Awards com- 
petition. In this, the fifth year of the competition, Brookline is the only 
Massachusetts high school to have had a winner every year. 


As a result of this success, Joan has received many scholarship offers. 
In previous years approximately 80 per cent of those applying for scholar- 
ships received financial aid, and 99 per cent of the winners entered the 
college of their choice. 


NCTE winners are chosen by a panel of judges selected from high 
schools and colleges. Each candidate must submit three papers: an auto- 
biographical sketch, an impromptu paper written in school under super- 
vision, and a revised version of a composition written previously during 
the school year. Some idea of the quality expected can be gained from 
Joan’s topics. For the impromptu paper she was required to write on the 
concept of the hero in John F. Kennedy’s Profiles in Courage. The subject 
of her revised paper was a consideration of dual personality in The Secret 
Sharer by Joseph Conrad and The Double by Fyodor Dostoevsky. In 
addition, candidates take a standardized test in composition and literary 
awareness. ‘he school provides the judges with biographical data and 
supporting letters from a teacher and an administrator. 


Joan’s English teachers at the High School have been, from her 
freshman to senior years, Evelyn M. Tiews, Trask H. Wilkinson, Annette 
C. Busse, and again Mr. Wilkinson in her senior year. All have contributed 
to the intellectual growth which has resulted in the choice of Joan as 
one of 870 outstanding students in this high school competition of almost 
6,200 entries. 


Twelve winners in the Commonwealth were awarded scrolls of 
recognition and the respective English departments received certificates 
of merit. Brookline was permitted to nominate four students. 


Educational Trips 


Education is extended beyond the confines of the classroom through 
educational trips made available to all elementary school pupils and for 
certain activities at the High School, such as, art, music, homemaking, 
science, and mathematics. Funds for this purpose are included in our 
appropriation. 

In 1962, at a cost of $41,000, over 4,500 pupils, accompanied by their 
teachers, were given educational tours by chartered bus service. The places 
visited included the following: Whaling Museum, New Bedford; Stur- 
bridge Village; Trailside Museum in. the Blue Hills; Museum of Fine 
Arts, Boston; the Boston Globe and Boston Herald-Traveler Corporation; 
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mapparium at the Christian Science Publishing Company in Boston, 
historical Boston, Concord, Lexington, and Plymouth; Museum of Science, 
Boston; Children’s Museum, Jamaica Plain; Logan International Airport, 
East Boston; Webster Farm, Chestnut Hill; Drumlin Farm, Lincoln; 
Franklin Park Zoo, Dorchester; Public Gardens in Boston; Wayside Inn, 
Sudbury; Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum in the Fenway; Domino 
Sugar Company in Charlestown; Middlesex Fells Zoo, Stoneham; Institute 
of Contemporary Art, Boston; Brandeis University, Waltham; Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology; DeCordova Museum, Lincoln; Colonial and 
Shubert Theatres, Boston; Gore House, Waltham; Babson Institute, 
Wellesley; House of Seven Gables and Witch Museum, Salem; Peabody 
Museum and Longfellow’s Home in Cambridge; United States Naval 
Training Center, Salem; Continental Baking Company, Boston; First 
National Bank, Boston; and Brookline’s places of interest. 


The tour of Brookline is taken by third-grade pupils in connection 
with their study of Brookline, as provided for in the social studies cur- 
riculum. On a recent tour, our colleague, Mrs. Florence Palmer Peabody, 
recounted for the pupils, when they viewed the Putterham School, her 
experiences as a pupil in that one-room school, with its old-fashioned 
stove, outdoor toilets, and cow bell. The pupils were enthralled to learn 
that such conditions really existed. 


During the tour of Brookline, the pupils are told about such subjects 
as the responsibility of the Tree Planting Committee for the Town’s 
16,000 trees, the scarcity and value of land in the Town, the need for 
urban renewal, the Town’s services, the topography of the Town, its 
boundaries, the meaning of a “perambulator” and a “tithing man,” and 
the Metropolitan Transit Authority. The Heads of Town Departments 
have given generously of the services of their staffs to make the children’s 
visits meaningful. For example, the Water Department’s facility at the 
top of Singletree Hill was explained by Martin F’. O’Brien, foreman in 
that Department; the operation of the Police Department, by Officer 
Charles P. Simmons; and the Health Center’s activities, by Mrs. Jane 
G. Jones, Health Educator. 


At the high school, too, these trips extend the educational program. 
For example, art students take monthly trips to the Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum, the DeCordova Museum in 
Lincoln, and the Busch-Reisinger Museum at Harvard College. This 
provides them with an opportunity to see contrasting styles of many art 
forms. Classes studying architecture visit the campuses of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and Brandeis University. 


Debating 
The High School Debating Society provides students with the op-

portunity to strengthen their critical judgment, develop flexibility of 
mind, and analyze problems and audiences in a spirit of constructive 
skepticism. The debater selects and challenges arguments, distinguishes 
between fact and opinion, and accepts the burden of proof in a manner 
that is convincing and effective. 


Ten high schools participate, on a bi-weekly basis, in ‘The Greater 
Boston Debating League. Brookline has this year joined Arlington, Boston 
English, Boston Latin, Catholic Memorial, Everett, Lynnfield, Newton 
North, North Quincy, and Waltham High Schools in this League. 


Since September our teams have met three schools, Newton North, 
Catholic Memorial, and Boston Latin, in twelve debates involving 24 
participants. Out of a total of 120 points, Brookline has scored 71 and 
defeated each of its three opponents. 


Four teams have participated from each school: affirmative and nega- 
tive varsity, and affirmative and negative novice. A novice is any student 
entering his first year of debating, regardless of his class level. For every 
debate each school must provide two adults who are not faculty members 
to serve as judges. 


All debates are on topics provided by The National University 
Extension Association Wording Committee: “Resolved: That the United 
States Should Adopt a Policy of Reciprocal Free ‘Trade with Non-Com- 
munist Nations.” Each debater must do his own research to discover 
facts regarding the role of economic cooperation in international post-war 
recovery. He must be able to define terms such as “non-Communist 
nations” and “policy of reciprocal free trade.” Students prepare both 
sides of an argument. Issues of current interest are usually used; for 
example, “What differences are there in nations which have written 
constitutions and those which do not, as regards national sovereignty 
and the economic community?” or “What kind of timetable can be set 
up for achieving free trade?” Thinking and planning in these difficult 
fields stimulate a mood of spontaneous and exciting round-table discussion 
between debates. 


Mrs. Ruth A. Manley is coach and she is assisted by Mrs. Frances 
B. Kawahara. The officers of the Society are Richard L. Morningstar, 
Arthur J. Seltzer, Irene L. Sharp, and Harold Stahler. Our most successful 
debaters to date, based on points won in competition, are seniors Richard 
L. Morningstar and Alan S. Davis; junior Arthur J. Seltzer; sophomores 
Harold Stahler, Sumner Slavin, and Richard M. Lilly; and Marlene R. 
Provizer, a freshman. 


Visits by Guidance Counselors 


To inform themselves of the latest changes in admission policies and 
to enable them to learn about new and different educational opportunities 
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and the nature of campus life, members of the High School Guidance 
Service visited more than 30 colleges and other advanced schools during 
the first semester. 


The counselors discussed with school admission officers the demands 
and offerings of their colleges and schools and also made known the needs 
of our students. “I like to arrive early, before my official appointment,” 
said one counselor, “in order to walk the corridors, look at faces and 
classes, talk to students. In this way, I often get a clearer picture — a 
feeling — than I can through formal channels.” 


Each counselor makes a report of visits to the entire department so 
that every member will have more and better advice to offer students. 
Follow-up studies on our graduates have shown that the majority attend 
schools in Massachusetts or the other New England states. The visits 
this year have been principally to nearby colleges and particularly to 
those which have not been visited recently. The latest figures reveal that 
82 per cent of our graduates attend some post-secondary institution, about 
three quarters of whom go to degree-granting colleges.

To compare this intensive regional study with broader, national 
opinions, Chairman William G. Grinnell of the High School Guidance 
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Service attended the Seventeenth Annual Conference of the Association 
of College Admissions Counselors in Chicago, October 10 to 13. He 
participated in panels which discussed aspects of college admissions from 
the point of view of high school and college personnel. 


Service to Others 
GIRLS LEAGUE 


Continuing a forty-two-year record of Christmas giving, the High 
School Girls’ League contributed time and talent during December in 
the preparation of gifts for children. Fifty dolls were dressed for the 
Boston Branch of the American Red Cross, and eight were given to the 
Brookline Friendly Society for use in their waiting rooms. Working 
individually and in groups, the girls made scrapbooks to entertain the 
patients at Children’s Hospital. Other dolls and toys, collected as admis- 
sion offerings at the December meeting of the League, were given to the 
Brookline Welfare Department for distribution to needy children. 


JUNIOR RED CROSS 


During their annual Gift Box Drive, members of the Junior Red 
Cross packed 410 regular boxes and a carton of larger gifts. Brookline’s 
Junior Red Cross President Gail Morrison led the drive under the 
sponsorship of N. Wendell Weeks of the English Department. During 
this year’s drive the High School learned that last season’s boxes were 
distributed to children in Italy and Turkey by sailors from the cruiser 
U.S. S. Boston. 


Mrs. Warren E.. C. Wacker, a parent, has accepted the Chairmanship 
of the Brookline Chapter and will act as liaison between our schools and 
the Junior Red Cross. 


Distinctions 


Every year many of our teachers assume positions of leadership which 
demonstrate their sense of responsibility in civic and professional activities 
and reflect the superior quality of our staff. Among these are Dr. Mary 
K. Carter, a teacher at the Pierce School, who was elected Chairman of 
the School Committee in Arlington; and John K. Moulton, a teacher at 
the High School, who was elected President of the New England Asso- 
ciation of Advanced Placement Mathematics Teachers. 


We are happy to note also that retirement from our staff does not 
mean retirement from an active and fruitful professional life. Recently 
our former Head of the Modern Languages Department at the High 
School, Kathryn L. O’Brien, who retired in 1960, was honored by the 
National Federation of Modern Language Teachers Associations as one 
of four outstanding teachers to receive the National Foreign Language 
Teacher’s Achievement Award established by the Federation in 1958. 
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Retirements

teacher of physical education at the High School since 1922; Mrs. Mildred

L. Hampe, school cafeteria helper from March, 1947, to September, 1948, 
and head cook at the Driscoll School since 1948; on March 24, Catherine 
M. Harrington, janitress in the Selectmen’s Office from 1935 to 1959 
when she transferred to the High School; on April 9, Mrs. Mary. A. 
Flynn, school cafeteria helper since 1947; on August 10, Bernard T. 
Kelley, building custodian since 1934; and on August 31, Mrs. Margaret 
A. Mulvey, janitress since 1934. 


Deaths 


During the year 1962 we lost nine of our associates. George E. Hills, 
who was a member of the School Committee from 1934 until 1949 and 
served as its Chairman from December, 1936, to March, 1940, and 
again from May, 1942, to March, 1949, died on June 23. The following 
were among our retired personnel: Mrs. Annette B. Harvey, teacher at 
the High School in 1924-25 and from 1933 until her retirement in 1952,’ 
died on April 30. William L. Snow, teacher of Latin at the High School 
from 1900 until 1926 and Head of the Latin Department from 1926 until 
his retirement in 1940, died on April 23. Bridget A. Brogan, janitress at 
the Pierce School from 1918 until her retirement in 1944, died on June 
30. Ethel A. Tillinghast, teacher at the Pierce School from 1897 to 1918 
and from January, 1922, until her retirement in 1937, died on September 
9. Cora W. Reed, teacher at the Lawrence School from 1897 until her 
retirement in 1938, died on September 25. Jane Berriman, teacher at the 
High School from 1929 until her retirement in 1957, died on October 
26. Mrs. Anne J. Hart, school cafeteria helper at the High School from 
1944 until her retirement in 1956, died on December 3. Marie B. Gebauer, 
head cook at the High School from 1919 until her retirement in 1955, 
died on December 26. Mrs. Margaret T. Smith, school cafeteria cook 
from 1932 until 1935 and janitress from 1935 until her retirement in 
1960, died on December 30. 


Raymond H. Woodman 


On January 31 the Brookline Schools suffered a shocking and irrep- 
arable loss in the passing of Raymond H. Woodman. Mr. Woodman 
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has been a Brookline teacher since 1946 and Director of English in the 
Schools since 1957. 


He was a gracious gentleman, a classical scholar, a dedicated teacher, 
a faithful counselor, and an effective leader of teachers. No one could 
have been more completely devoted to his students and his colleagues 
than was he. No one could have been more admired or beloved. No one 
could have set a better example of worthy citizenship than he did. 


As a student in Boston University he was particularly proficient in 
Latin and acquired his bachelor’s degree cum laude. At the same time 
he was recognized as a scholar through his election to Phi Beta Kappa, 
the society of scholars. Later he received the degree of Master of Arts 
from Boston University and there his work was in counseling and related 
fields. His competence in education resulted in his election to Phi Delta 
Kappa, honor society for professional educators. 


His earliest teaching, in Amherst, was in Latin and English, and 
when he came to Brookline he first taught these two subjects. Later he 
became a guidance counselor, and as this department grew, he became 
chief counselor. By temperament, training, and interest he was unusually 
qualified for this work, and it hardly needs to be said, he was exceptionally 
successful in it. 


In 1957 he was invited to assume the particularly difficult responsi- 
bility of Director of English for the school system. This he found to be 
a challenge to his skill as a teacher and to his ingenuity as a supervisor. 
During five and a half years of his leadership, the teaching of English 
steadily improved. He would be the first to say that any progress was 
the result of the efforts of his colleagues fully as much as his own. He 
was a very modest man. 


Our nation, as well as our community, is indebted to Mr. Woodman 
for his service in World War II. From 1941 to 1945 he was in the United 
States Army as a classification specialist, a personnel technician, and a 
machine gunner. He was captured in the Battle of the Bulge and spent 
four months in a German prison camp. 


The whole Town of Brookline — parents, students, teachers, and 
friends — express fervently, yet inadequately, their indebtedness to 
Raymond H. Woodman. 
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A source of our strength.as a Committee, we feel, is the valuable 
experience and counsel which are derived from the many years of service 
of our members. Our four senior colleagues in point of service have 
served in the aggregate for over 91 years: Dr. Thomas P. Kendrick, 34 
years; Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski, 27 years; Mrs. Florence P. Peabody, 16 
years; and Mrs. Sylvia K. Burack, 14 years. 


Organization 


Mrs. Sylvia K. Burack, member since 1949, was reelected at the 
Annual Election in March, and Jacques M. Dronsick and Dr. Raymond 
T. McNally were elected to succeed Dr. Alfred L. Frechette and Dr. 
Leon ‘Trilling, who were not candidates for reelection. 


On February 11, the last regular meeting at which they were present, 
we expressed to Dr. Frechette and Dr. Trilling our appreciation of their 
service since 1957 and 1960, respectively, and presented a gift to each of 
them as a token of our affection and regard. 


At our organization meeting on March 11, Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski 
was reelected as Chairman and Owen M. Carle as Vice-Chairman, both 
for a third term; and Helen V. O’Brien as Secretary for her eighteenth 
term.

Retirement of Superintendent of Schools 


Ernest R. Caverly, our Superintendent of Schools for 32 years, 
announced -texus in April his intention to retire next January when he 
will have completed more than 33 years’ service to the Brookline Schools. 
Dr. Caverly was Headmaster of the High School for one year before he 
became Superintendent of Schools in 1931. He has filled the position 
for a longer period than any of the five previous incumbents. We are 
now engaged in the important work of considering applicants recom- 
mended by the placement officers in 25 universities, as well as others 
who have applied independently. 


Sabbatical Leaves of Absence 


Mrs. Helen H. Kent, teacher of remedial reading, resumed her duties 
in March following a year’s sabbatical leave of absence during which she 
traveled in Japan, Hong Kong, Hawaii, Cambodia, India, Israel, Greece, 
and England. 


During the school year 1963-64, five teachers will be on sabbatical 
leave of absence at one-half salary to engage in professional study. Milton 
B. Fuller, teacher of science at the High School, will study at Harvard 
University under the Academic Year Institute through a grant from the 
National Science Foundation; Albert E. Goodrich, teacher of Spanish 
at the High School, will attend the University of Madrid and fulfill the 
residence requirements for the doctoral diploma; and Katharine R. 
McKenna, teacher of French at the High School, will study at Harvard 
University on a John Hay Fellowship. Mrs. Reta A. Hubler, teacher of 
science at the Lawrence and Lincoln Schools, will live for ten months 
in the Philippines, returning by way of the Near East, the Mediter- 
ranean, and Europe, studying and photographing points of scientific 
interest, such as glaciers in the Alps, the Chalk Cliffs of Dover, and 
tropical habitats and volcanoes in the Philippines. Mrs. Babette H. 
Liebert, teacher of grade 5 at the Runkle School, will complete her work 
for the degree of Master of Education at Boston University. 
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Miss McKenna’s John Hay Fellowship is an unusual honor to her 
and to the High School. Most of the awards are given in the fields of 
English and history, and only three of this year’s 90 nationwide awards 
were made to teachers of foreign languages. Miss McKenna will study 
the relationship between French literature and art in the 19th Century. 
She hopes, also, to take courses in 18th Century French history and 
philosophy and in contemporary French literature. 


A graduate of Brookline High School, Miss McKenna received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Regis College and her Master of Arts degree 
from Radcliffe. She has studied abroad previously at the University of 
Grenoble on a fellowship from the American Association of ‘Teachers 
of French and at the Sorbonne on a Fulbright Scholarship. 


Two other Brookline teachers have been previous recipients of John 
Hay grants: Francis D. Smith of the Social Studies Department at the 
High School studied Far Eastern History and Art under a fellowship 
at Harvard in 1959-60; Lillian G. Murdock of the High School Guidance 
Service received a summer fellowship at Colorado College in 1961. 


We feel that the students, as well as the teachers, benefit immeasur- 
ably from these leaves of absence. When the teachers resume their duties 
in our schools, they return revitalized and with modern points of view. 


The Brookline School Health Manual 


Dr. Leon J. Taubenhaus, Director of School Health Services, reports 
that a total of 526 requests for the “Brookline School Health Manual 
(1961)” were filled in 1962. To the District of Columbia, the Canal 
Zone, Puerto Rico, and 41 States, 473 Manuals were sent. ‘Ten foreign 
countries received 53 Manuals: Africa, 1; Australia, 6; Canada, 9; India, 
37;;Mexico,1; Peni. 1 Spain, 2 ndpowedena.. 


Publication of this Manual was made possible by a grant from the 
Charles H. Hood Dairy Foundation of Boston. The preface explains 
the development and the purpose of this publication: 


“The recognition and management of accidents and communicable disease as 
they occur within the school environment is often a source of great frustration to 
the teacher. Lacking medical training she feels the need of professional guidance to 
help her face many of the everyday health problems that she meets in the classroom 
and on the school grounds. 

“This manual is an attempt to aid the teacher in her part of the management 
of accidents and communicable disease. It informs her in non-medical terms of the 
knowledge she should have about accidents, emergencies, and communicable disease. 
It also identifies the limits of the teacher’s responsibility and helps her handle well 
those problems that properly fall within her jurisdiction. It also defines these limi- 
tations and assists her in recognizing and referring to the proper source those that 
fall beyond her competence. 

“This manual was developed by the joint effort of a health study committee 
comprised of educational personnel from the William H. Lincoln and Sewall 
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Schools, Brookline, Massachusetts, and the school physician of the Brookline 
School System. This study group was one phase of a school health research project 
jointly sponsored by the School System and Health Department of the Town of 
Brookline and the Harvard Graduate Schools of Education and Public Health. The 
research project was directed by Dr. Marjorie A. C. Young, Associate Professor in 
the Harvard School of Public Health, who served as a resource person to the 
Lincoln School Study Committee. 


“The manual has been field-tested and revised, and again retested. It has 
been very valuable to the teachers of the William H. Lincoln and Sewall Schools 
and is now to be distributed throughout the entire Brookline School System. We 
believe that it will be equally valuable to educational personnel elsewhere.” 


Absence for Family Illness 


Our Subcommittees on Finance and Hygiene recently studied the 
question of absences due to family emergencies. With their approval, and 
acting on the recommendation of the Superintendent of Schools, we 
have adopted for all our employees the following provision, which will 
become effective on September 1 and which we believe will take care of 
the major portion of absences which occur in the category of “family 
emergencies” : 

In case of absence due to the serious illness or hospitalization of husband, wife, 
child, parent of either spouse, or persons living in the immediate household, or to 
quarantine, two days’ absence is allowed each year, without loss of pay, such absence 


to be charged to the personal illness account of the employee, this provision to be 
non-cumulative. 


We know that this allowance will be a source of relief to employees 
who are faced with the necessity of being absent under such circumstances. 
It supplements the following existing absence policies: ten days’ allowance 
each year, without loss of salary, cumulative without limit, for absence 
due to personal illness; five days’ allowance, without loss of salary, for 
absence due to a death in the family. 


Summer School 


The Summer School has been expanded beyond the initial program 
offered last year to include courses at the seventh and eighth grade level, 
as well as a program for high school students. To date, 437 students are 
enrolled in 14 elementary and 20 high school courses. 


All classes will be held at the High School, beginning July 1 and 
continuing through August 9. The program’s offerings are described in 
a booklet which is available on request and were summarized in our 
report of last November. 


New School Facilities

to schedule. Its exterior finish is now complete and the final interior work 
of laying floors, painting, and installing classroom cabinets is in progress. 
It is expected that the old buildings which have been in use during this 
year will be demolished a short time after school closes on June 20. We 
look forward to the opening of this modern new school in September. 


SPACE NEEDS AT THE HIGH SCHOOL 


We inserted an article in the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
in March, seeking an appropriation for architectural services to prepare 
plans for additional High School space. ‘The Board of Selectmen and 
the Advisory Committee recommended no action because they felt there 
was not sufhcient time to study the preliminary report of the space 
allocation engineers, Taylor, Lieberfeld and Heldman, Inc. The ‘Town 
Meeting postponed action on this article and it will be considered at a 
Special ‘Town Meeting in September. 


The School Committee has received the final report of the space 
allocation engineers concerning the High School, and the Board of 
Selectmen has received its final report from the engineers concerning 
the space requirements for the Municipal Gymnasium. ‘The report states 
that the space needs at the High School, with the exception of those of 
the Physical Education Department, can best be met by additions and 
alterations to the High School building. Although it is agreed that an 
expanded physical education program within the school day can be taken 
care of at the Municipal Gymnasium without expansion of the Recreation 
Department’s facilities, the need for additional space for afternoon 
physical education activities can only be met by providing additional 
space in the Gymnasium. This matter is now under discussion with the 
Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board, and the Recreation and Park 
Commission. 


We are recommending to the Board of Selectmen that they request 
the Planning Board to make a study of ways to provide additional play 
area at Cypress Playground for the High School. 


Our High School Graduates 
COLLEGE ENTRANCE 


‘The work of assisting each student to gain a place in an institution 
of higher education is the responsibility of the High School Guidance 
Service. Admission to the college of one’s choice is not always easy and, 
in recent years, it has become almost a necessity for each student to 
apply to several colleges to insure acceptance by one. 


Approximately 2600 transcripts of students’ records are prepared each 
year for college admission, as well as for employment and the military 
service. 
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CLASS OF 1962 


A follow-up study of the Class of 1962 shows that 78 per cent of 
the graduates are pursuing education beyond high school, 15 per cent 
are employed, and 5 per cent are serving in the armed forces. This com- 
prehensive study, compiled under the direction of Frederick A. Coe of 
the High School Guidance Service, provides for the administration, the 
guidance counselors and the members of the High School staff informa- 
tion about the placement of each of the 542 graduates. 


Two-thirds of the 303 graduates entering four-year, degree-granting 
institutions went to New England colleges, 194 of a total of 220 to 
Massachusetts colleges. Eighty-three graduates are attending colleges 
outside of New England, located from New York to California. 


Junior colleges, schools of nursing, and preparatory, business, trade, 
technical, and junior professional schools were chosen by 123 students 
and all except seven are enrolled in Massachusetts institutions. 


Seventy-nine graduates are employed; 28 boys are in the armed 
services; one boy is serving with the Peace Corps; and five girls, one of 
whom is employed, have married. We also are pleased to note here that 
the three exchange students who were graduated with this class and 
who have returned to their homes are continuing their education: Carlo 
A. Mortara of Milan, Italy, is attending a preparatory school; Marianna 
Lazaris of Patras, Greece, is studying commercial art in Athens; and 
Fnolita Talabis of Santa Cruz, Laguna, The Philippines, is attending 
the University of the Philippines. 


cLass OF 1963 


The members of the Class of 1963 become graduates this month 
and we shall follow the next years of their careers with interest and 
extend to them whatever aid we can. As of this writing, 53 per cent, 
276 students, will enter four-year, degree-granting colleges in the fall. 
Graduates entering other post-secondary institutions number 97, or 19 
per cent of the class. Sixty-three graduates have secured employment and 
17 boys will enter the armed services. As this report is written, 11 per cent 
of this class of 522 graduates are not clearly decided about their immediate 
future. Most of these have applied for admission to post-secondary 
schools. 


Bond Drive 


The Town-wide scholarship fund drive by High School students was 
held during two weeks in March and netted a total of $3,115 for the 
High School Scholarship Fund and the Foreign Student Exchange 
Program. Donations from other sources increased the amount to $3,654, 
or $500 more than was anticipated from such an endeavor. 
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A first prize of a Student Activities Ticket or $10 and a second prize 
of a 1963 Murivian or $5, respectively, were awarded to the following 
students who sold the greatest number of these one-dollar bonds: Lincoln 
House, Judy L. Worth and Francia E. Colmes; Akers House, Eric J. Kivlan 
and June C. Erlick; Packard House, Stacey F. Gewertz and Walter E. 
Zimmerman; and Shailer House, James L. Mason and Nancy R. Jacobs. 
Eric Kivlan’s record of more than 130 bonds represented the largest 
number sold by one student. 


Student officers organized and executed this successful drive with 
the assistance of Carmen P. Rinaldi and Albert E. Goodrich, faculty 
advisers. The students also handled the financial aspects of the drive, 
with the assistance of Marguerite S. Greenshields, teacher in the Business 
Education Department. 


Memorial to Prakseda L. Gricius 


Prakseda L. Gricius was a teacher in the Edith C. Baker School from 
1948 to 1959. During her years in Brookline she was held in the highest 
esteem by pupils and parents and by her fellow teachers. Her untimely 
death in 1959 brought sadness to all who had been influenced by her. 
In commemoration of her life and work the Baker School Parent-Teacher 
Organization has donated a periodical file to the State College at 
Bridgewater, from which Miss Gricius was graduated in 1937. It is 
suitably inscribed and is in use at the Clement C. Maxwell Library of 
the College. 


Sounds of Music 


The Baker School Chorus presented its first public concert on May 
8 at a regular auditorium program for pupils of the school. Selections 
were chosen from works of the seventeenth through the twentieth 
centuries, featuring Percy Fletcher's “Walrus and the Carpenter” from 
Lewis Carroll’s Alice in Wonderland. Soloists included Jane E. Katz 
and Michael G. Franklin who sang a medley from “Sound of Music”; 
Burton H. Roberts portrayed Sir Joseph from “H.M.S. Pinafore”; the 
solo tenor in a chorale by Bach was Robert S. Moss; and William Schley 
performed on the concert guitar. Steven R. Pearlstein, chorus manager 
and librarian, introduced the program to the audience. 


The Chorus was organized in November and is composed of 50 
pupils of grades 5 through 7 who were selected for their ability to read 
as well as to sing music. They are directed by Helen V. Barrett, teacher 
of music. Rehearsals were held each Friday morning for a half hour 
before the start of the school day, and the pupils extended this time to 
three-quarters of an hour when the prospect of a concert program arose. 
If one purpose of the chorus was for the members to become musically 
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literate and adept in presentation, then this was achieved, for the apprecia- 
tive audience was stimulated by and alive to the “sounds of music.” 


Extending the Educational Program 


In February we reported the use of trips into the larger community to 
extend the educational program beyond the confines of the classroom. Such 
trips are valuable to pupils at all levels. ‘This year, for example, the boys of 
the General Shop Class, with their instructors Wallace 'T’. Driscoll and 
Alfred G. Lepera, took a guided tour of historic Boston and then traveled 
in detailed retrospect the course of history along the road to Lexington 
and Concord. 


As the initial trip of a Brookline elementary class outside of Massa- 
chusetts, the pupils of the Advanced Fifth Grade at the Heath School 
traveled to Springfield, Vermont, in April, where they were the guests of 
local families for an informative week end. They visited a machine tool 
plant and a dairy and were able to observe the process of making maple 
sugar. Ihe group was accompanied by Ann E.. Macdonald, Assistant Super- 
intendent of Schools, Dr. Ethel M. Jenkins, Principal of the Heath School, 
and Mrs. Ethel R. Yood, the pupils’ teacher. 


Sometimes it is possible to provide similar experiences within the class- 
room. We are pleased that on many occasions interested persons come into 
our schools to see how our pupils work and to exchange ideas. For ex- 
ample, on April 2, 15 pupils of the first and second grades at the Perkins 
Institute for the Blind were the guests of Mrs. Hilda K. Moses’s first grade 
class at the Driscoll School. The children had the opportunity to work 
together and even to read together, using regular textbooks and ones 
printed in Braille. 


These experiences add to the children’s store of knowledge of the 
world around them and to their understanding of people and events. 


New Awards 


We have accepted the following awards to be presented at the High 
School for the first time at Awards Night this month to students who were 
selected by the Faculty Scholarship Committee of the High School: 


THE ELIOT MOTHERS’ CLUB AWARD 


An award of $100, established through the activities of the Eliot 
Mothers’ Club of Brookline, is made for excellence in scholarship and 
citizenship to a member of the graduating class at the High School who is 
also a graduate of the Heath School and who will enter a post-secondary 
school. The funds for the initial award were derived from the minstrel 
show which the Club produced in 1962. 
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LAURENTIAN AWARD 


An award of at least $100 from funds derived from the Victory Dance 
which the St. Lawrence Catholic Youth Organization holds annually at 
the High School at the close of the football season. ‘The recipient is a boy 
who excels in both scholarship and athletics, is a well-rounded gentleman, 
deserves financial aid, is a member of the graduating class, has been a 
member of the varsity football squad, possesses good moral character, and 
has been accepted by an accredited post-secondary school. 


BROOKLINE LIONS CLUB AWARD 


The Brookline Lions Club has established an annual award of $100 
for that member of the graduating class who, by outstanding service to the 
school community, exemplifies the tradition of service of the Lions Club. 
The recipient must excel in scholarship and citizenship, be deserving of 
financial aid, and be accepted by an accredited post-secondary school. 


HAROLD C. SILVERMAN AWARD 


An award of $25, established by Mrs. Elaine Garnick and Mr. Milton 
Silverman in honor of their brother, a member of the High School Class 
of 1942, who lost his life serving his country in the second World War. 
The recipient will be a member of the graduating class who is judged to 
be an outstanding baseball player and who has made an excellent record 
in scholarship and citizenship. 


RAYMOND H. WOODMAN SCHOLARSHIP 


The Brookline High School Scholarship Fund in Memory of Raymond 
H. Woodman has been created in honor of our Director of English from 
1957 until his untimely death on January 3. It has been made possible 
through contributions received from more than 100 relatives, friends, and 
students, and its purpose is to aid a student who plans to enter the teach- 
ing profession. 


The Brookline Teachers Club is awarding its annual scholarship this 
year in Mr. Woodman’s memory. The first award from the new Woodman 
Fund will be made in 1964. 


Winter Varsity Sports 


From time to time it is pleasant to report on the successes of the vari- 
ous athletic teams at the High School. This year, winter varsity sports 
enjoyed an unprecedented season and we feel that the successes of the 
basketball and hockey teams merit notice. 


The hockey team, for the first time in its history, has dominated the 
local scene. Coach J. Clement McCann guided his team to a Greater Bos- 
ton Interscholastic League co-championship with Arlington and Newton 
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High Schools. Frank T. Pons was voted Most Valuable Player in the 
League and Co-captain Phillip C. Speros was elected goalie on the first 
All-Star Team. Other members of our hockey team were Jeffrey M. Cohen, 
Robert J. Collins, Francis H. Cunningham, Peter M. Ditto, Kevin J. 
Fleming, Francis J. Hennessey, Barry P. MacCarthy, Christopher D. 
Nyhan, and Raymond P. Plagge. 


After losing four of its first five games, the basketball team, under the 
direction of Coach Donald H. Slaven, went on to win its next eleven 
games and qualify for the Tech ‘Tournament. Lynn English and Beverly 
High Schools were defeated in the first two games of the ‘Tournament, and 
Brookline lost its final game to Brockton. Co-captain Eric S$. Heitman was 
named to the Boston Herald’s All-Scholastic Team and Stephen M.

Career Conferences 


The High School Guidance Service presented again this year a series 
of career conferences designed to acquaint students with a wide variety of 
occupational fields. To prepare the way for these conferences, the guidance 
counselors held preliminary meetings to acquaint the students with the 
variety of programs offered by post-secondary schools and colleges. Oppor- 
tunities were provided to discuss the requirements for admission and the 
vocations for which they prepare.

The speakers at these conferences explain the special abilities, apti- 
tudes, and personal qualifications required in each area, as well as the 
necessary training and education. They explore the various opportunities 
available and the potential financial return of the individual. Finally, these 
experienced professionals are able to provide the students with a personal 
view of their chosen careers. 


Student Achievement 


At the fourteenth Annual Massachusetts State Science Fair, held at 
Massachusetts Institute of ‘Technology in May, three High School students 
won honors. Larry S. Deutsch was awarded a second prize in chemistry for 
his project, “he LSD Method of Atmospheric Suspension”; and J. Paul 
Cook and Joanne H. Phillips were awarded third prizes in biology for their 
projects, “Electronic Mock-Up of the Nervous System” and “An Analysis 
and Study of Light Effects on Plant Pigments in Sempervivum Tectorum.” 
Joanne competed as the one representative which our High School could 
nominate. Paul and Larry qualified as a result of winning a second and 
third prize, respectively, for their projects at the Greater Boston Regional 
Science Fair, held at Brandeis University in April. 


Jeffrey M. Borenstein, Stanley F. Davis, and Howard B. 'Tarko, juniors 
at the High School, won honorable mention awards in the High School 
Examination Contest of the Northeastern Section of the American Chem- 
ical Society. Each received $25 and was the guest of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of ‘Technology at a dinner on May 9. Wallace J. Gleekman, teacher 
of science at the High School, was responsible for the Examination Contest 
in his capacity as chairman of the Chemistry Education Committee of the 
NSACS. 


Six High School students recently received awards in The Atlantic 
Monthly’s Annual Creative Writing Contest. Honorable mention awards 
were made to juniors Harriet G. Hornstein and Karen S. Heller for a poem 
and an essay, respectively. ‘They are students in Dr. Charles A. Campbell’s 
advanced placement English class. Senior Herbert J. Paine was awarded an 
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honorable mention for an essay written last year while he was a student 
of Ada B. Deal. Cori S. Altman and Nina E. Fishman received certificates 
of merit for their poetry entries. They are enrolled in Annette C. Busse’s 
course in creative writing. 


Elliot I. Bailis, who ranks first in this year’s graduating class of 522 
students, has been named a National Merit Scholar on the basis of his 
score on the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test. He has accepted 
a Harvard National Scholarship and plans to major in mathematics and 
physics. Elliot also was offered a Harvard Club Honorary Scholarship and a 
scholarship from the California Institute of ‘Technology. 


During his four high school years, Elliott has had an “A” average in 
all subjects. He has been treasurer of the French Club, president of the 
Mathematics Society, vice-president of the Chess Club, and a marshal. He 
is president of the Kehillath Israel Junior Congregation and next year will 
be a sophomore at Hebrew Teachers College, in addition to his studies 
at Harvard. 


Three High School juniors, Paul F. Baker, Sandra M. Lobar and 
Howard B. Tarko, have been selected to participate in the sixth annual 
Advance Summer Studies Program at Thayer Academy in Braintree. Under 
a grant from the National Science Foundation, and in conjunction with 
Tufts University, qualified students are provided a summer program of 
work and study in either mathematics or science. Our students have 
selected science. 


The program continues for ten weeks, during the first two of which 
an orientation program is held daily. Participants are assigned for the re- 
maining eight weeks to a laboratory in either a college or an industrial firm 
to work on an assigned project under the supervision of a laboratory scien- 
tist. Upon completion of this program, each student will prepare a research 
paper and an oral report. 


Martin R. Rosenthal of Akers House (junior year) was selected by the 
Scholarship Committee of the High School as our Princeton Prize student 
this year. He will travel to the New Jersey campus to become acquainted 
at first-hand with life and study at Princeton. 


This prize was initiated at the High School last year and is presented 
by the Princeton Alumni Association of New England. Martin was selected 
on the basis of his exceptional service to the community, marked contri- 
bution to the High School’s extra-curricular program, and maintenance of 
a high scholastic record. 

The Brookline High School Chapter of the National Honor Society 
inducted 30 juniors and 16 seniors at exercises held in April. Students are 
selected on the basis of scholarship, leadership, character, and service by a 
National Honor Society Council composed of the Headmaster of the High 
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School, the students’ Housemasters and Assistant Housemasters, and eight 
teachers.

SECTION THREE — NOVEMBER, 1963 


The new building for the Runkle School, so long needed, so earnestly 
planned, has been completed and occupied. Formal dedicatory exercises 
were held on November 11. 


Dedication of the New John D. Runkle School 


Dr. Ernest R. Caverly, Superintendent of Schools, presided. The pro-» 
gram opened with an invocation by Rabbi Manuel Saltzman of ‘I’emple 
Kehillath Israel and greetings from J. Roger Lake, President of the Runkle 
School Parent-Teacher Organization. The principal address was given by 
-our-Chairman, Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski, who related a history of the Runkle 
School. Taking part in the presentation of keys ceremony were Mrs. 
Pinanski; John M. Hall, Chairman of the Building Commission; Matthew 
Brown, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen; and Mrs. Virginia E.. Thomp- 
son, Principal of the School. Under the direction of Ursula C. Fechek, the 
School Choir sang the Chorale from Bach’s Cantata 147, and later led the 
audience in singing the Runkle Alma Mater. The building was open for 
inspection from one to nine o'clock. 


We are indebted to the following members of the Dedication Com-- 
mittee for their efforts: Ann E. Macdonald, Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, who served as Chairman; Mrs. Pinanski, Honorary Chairman; 
Dr. Caverly; Mrs. Thompson; Marion L. Cronan, Director of Homemak- 
ing; Francis W. Muldowney, Jr., Director of Buildings; Joseph Robinson, 
Chairman of the Subcommittee on Buildings of the School Committee; 
and Mrs. Donald H. Alberts, Mrs. Herbert S. Cline, Mrs. Daniel C. Katz, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Roger Lake, and Mrs. Sheldon R. Rudnick, parents of 
Runkle School pupils. 


The School Committee appreciates the assistance of the Building 
Commission, the skillful direction of the architects, Isidor Richmond and 
Carney Goldberg, and the effective work of John Bowen Company, Inc., 
the builders, in making this beautiful new structure available for use at the 
beginning of the school year. 


In 1893, an article appeared in the Warrant for the Town Meeting, which 
read: ““T’o authorize the purchase of a lot of land on the corner of Dean Road and 
Druce Street, to appropriate $30,000 therefor .. .”” That Town Meeting voted to 
tefer the matter back to the School Committee and Selectmen, and to give a 
public hearing thereon. The next year the public meeting was held. Lots of land 
in the vicinity of Beacon and Tappan Streets were considered, but were turned 
down because of the opposition of many people who objected to a public school 
near their homes. There was continued pressure for school accommodations and 
the School Committee felt that the time was near when land would have to be 
purchased. In 1895, the School Committee reported that it could procure at 60¢ 
a foot, or $30,000, a lot of land at or near the corner of Buckminster Road and 
Druce Street, sufficient for two school buildings — a primary and grammar school, 
and it recommended that the Town purchase the land from the estate of Arthur 
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Rotch. At that time the School Committee contemplated erecting first a primary 
school. In 1896, the plans for the new building were completed and the architec- 
tectural firm of Cabot, Everett and Mead was chosen. It is to them that we are 
indebted for the charming Della Robbia bambinos that faced the courtyard, and 
add charm and continue the tradition of service to children in the new Runkle 
School. 


It was determined that the school should be named for the Chairman of the 
School Committee, a long-time member of the board, John D. Runkle. Mr. Runkle 
was born at Root, New York. He was a Harvard graduate and later became one of 
the chief founders of Massachusetts Institute of Technology and its second pres- 
ident. His enthusiastic appreciation of Russian methods of shop instruction led to 
the introduction of manual training in the Brookline Schools as part of the cur- 
riculum. 

The Superintendent of Schools, who had come to Brookline in 1890, was 
Samuel T. Dutton and the School Committee at the time the Runkle School was 
opened had some famous Brookline names: William H. Lincoln, W. T. R. 
Marion, James R. Dunbar, Michael Driscoll, Elizabeth Cabot, Prentiss Cummings, 
Frederick B. Percy, and Annie E.. Crane. 


The School Committee accepted the school and it was opened on February 8, 
1897. The total cost of the building was $24,393. It consisted of two stories and a 
basement, with two classroom on each floor. The School was opened, utilizing two 
classrooms only, one for a kindergarten and one with two teachers providing for the 
three primary grades. Special attention was called to the locks on the doors that 
“are so made they can always be opened’from the inside.” 


In 1898, the Superintendent of Schools called attention to the fact that there 
were already 100 pupils in the school and it would be necessary to open another 
room in the fall. ‘““This school,” he said, “already ranks as one of the best in town.” 
“Tuition,” he continued, “‘is largely unconscious and derives its value from those 
more subtle qualities of mind and heart that are the essence of true culture.” ‘The 
three teachers were Helen Newell in the kindergarten, who received a salary of 
$575 a year; Louise E. Rand, teacher of grades one and two, who received $625; 
and Mary Lewis; teacher of grades three and four, whose salary was $650. 


Scarcely a year later the School Committee stated that the growth of the neigh- 
borhood surrounding the Runkle School made it evident that a new grammar school 
would be needed very soon. The Superintendent reported that, although the school 
was fully occupied, it might be possible to keep pupils there another year by having 
two classes in the room occupied by the first grade. 


At the Town Meeting held on February 5, 1900, the School Committee was 
authorized to secure plans for a new grammar school to be erected on land adjoining 
the three-year-old primary school, and Messrs. Peabody and Stearns were invited to 
prepare these plans. In June, 1900, Samuel Dutton retired and George I. Aldrich 
became Superintendent of Schools. That same year the Town Meeting authorized 
the School Committee to construct a new grammar school at an estimated cost of 
$100,000 and appropriated $50,000 toward the cost thereof. On March 27, 1901, 
the Town appropriated the other $50,000 to complete the school, but as construc- 
tion proceeded it was found that $36,000 would suffice. How today’s School 
Committee would have rejoiced if such a thing could happen now! 


The new building contained ten classrooms and a hall (in which, if necessary, 
two classrooms could be placed), a kindergarten, and rooms for instruction in cook- 
ing, sewing and “sloyd’”’ (manual training), thus providing for a fully graded gram- 
mar school. Mr. Aldrich advised that it would be less expensive to pay fares to the 
Devotion School than to employ a full-time principal. He added: “As it is cus- 
tomary to offer French in grades eight and nine, as well as Latin in ten, it is 
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generally agreed that it would be better to leave these languages entirely alone 
unless the instruction is given by superior teachers, and, as the classes in French 
and Latin would be small, these pupils can best be served at another building.” 


The new grammar school was opened in September, 1902, with an enrolment 
of 207 pupils, and pupils from the overcrowded Heath School were transferred to 
the two available classrooms at the Runkle School. The new building was fully 
equipped for $7,500. Mr. Aldrich described the building as “an admirable embodi- 
ment of present conceptions as to what a schoolhouse should be and what it should 
contain. On the second floor of the central building is an attractive hall and it is 
to be hoped that the people of the neighborhood will undertake to see that it is 
suitably decorated.”’ The two buildings covered the entire land owned by the ‘Town 
and it was felt that it would be most desirable that the Park Commissioners comply 
with the request made by the Board that additional land be “‘speedily acquired.” 


The School Committee’s report in 1905 listed gifts from parents, so it would 
seem that they were taking notice of decorating the building. The beautiful stone 
lantern which stood on the left of the courtyard at the entrance was a gift from a 
Runkle School parent, Bunkio Matsuki. It is now placed at the east end of the 
building. 

In 1903, the first Principal of Runkle School, Ellen S. Baker, was appointed at 
a salary of $1,000. In addition to her duties as principal, she taught grade eight. In 
that same year, Blanche E. Henshaw came to teach at the Runkle School. ‘Those 
who had the benefit of Miss Henshaw’s wise and understanding instruction recall 
her with deep affection. 

The Runkle School grew apace. In 1908, the Committee pointed out the 
necessity of taking immediate steps to provide additional accommodations. In 
March, 1897, there was one teacher; in 1906, eleven teachers. In June, 1898, there 
were 41 pupils; in 1906-1907, 327 pupils; and, in 1903, the school had an enrol- 
ment of 420 pupils, and the demand for relief was urgent. ‘The School Committee 
recommended that the Town acquire the property lying southeasterly of its present 
property and extending to Chesham Road, the land in the rear to be used for play- 
ground and school gardens. ‘The Committee secured an option on the land and 
inserted an Article in the 1909 Town Warrant to purchase it, and informed the 
Town Meeting that, if the land were acquired, it was its intention to ask the ‘Town 
at an early date to make an appropriation for building. 


The Town voted $18,328 for the purchase of the land, but, when the Town 
Counsel found that restrictions on it precluded the building of any structure for 
school purposes for a period of ten years, the vote was rescinded. On account of 
the restrictions, the owners reduced the price of the land to $14,690 and it was 
acquired. ‘The enrolment continued to increase and the Superintendent repeatedly 
pointed out that the Runkle School was located in a section of the Town which was 
- growing rapidly and “‘there could be little doubt that, as soon as restrictions ex- 
pired, a fourth building must be added.” 


In 1918, the crowded conditions made it necessary to give up the kindergarten, 
and the assembly room continued to be used as a classroom. The Superintendent 
recommended that the Board apply for a moderate appropriation for plans, specifica- 
tions, and an estimate of cost. “Runkle,” he said, “ has earned for itself an enviable 
reputation. ‘There must be many citizens who feel a sense of personal indebtedness 
for what it has done for their children. Nobody more than I realizes the liberal 
policy pursued by the Town in all that pertains to education. Had I any doubt of 
a continuance of this policy in meeting the needs of the Runkle School as now set 
forth, I should appeal to the people whom it serves to constitute themselves staunch 
advocates of prompt and adequate action by the Town in meeting this latest de- 
mand upon it.”

228 BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT 


The first World War interfered with plans for building. Instead, war gardens 
were planted on the land. Miss Baker, the Principal, described the end of the War 
as follows: ““There was only one way in which this war could end and that was in 
accordance with the principles of mankind. These were American principles and 
they have prevailed. Great sacrifices were inevitable. Hence the glory of the Runkle 
service flag, with its 90 blue stars, should overshadow the pathos of its three golden 
ones.” 

On May 12, 1919, Ellen S. Baker resigned as Runkle principal and, on May 22 
of that same year, Oscar C. Gallagher succeeded George I. Aldrich as Superin- 
tendent. In 1920, Mr. Gallagher reported that classes of the Runkle School were 
abnormally large and that something must be done. That same year, Edith E. 
Wright, who had taught at Devotion School since 1902, became Principal. Many 
Brookline citizens recall Miss Wright, who carried on the tradition of exceptional 
leadership and high standards that had characterized Miss Baker’s regime. 

In 1921, money for a new building was appropriated, but estimates seemed 
prohibitive and it was not until a special Town Meeting was called in 1923 that 
$292,000 was appropriated. Architect J. A. Schweinfurth was appointed. He had 
worked for Peabody and Stearns, the architects who designed the other two build- 
ings. There was an enrolment of 513, although there were only 420 seats at the 
Runkle School. 

In 1924, the addition was completed and the kindergarten reopened. ‘The new 
wing provided eight classrooms, a teachers’ room, storage room, and a large gym- 
nasium with lockers. Additional rooms and an auditorium were planned for a later 
date. Runkle School continued in the high esteem of the community, the parents, 
and the children. 

On March 16, 1931, Oscar Gallagher resigned and Ernest R. Caverly, who had 
come in 1930 to head the High School, was appointed Superintendent of Schools. 
In 1940, Miss Wright retired as Principal of Runkle School. She had given long 
and dedicated service to the school. Her standards were unexcelled, and Runkle 
School continued to be noted for the quality of its education. Benjamin D. Roman 
of the High School succeeded Miss Wright. He resigned in 1943 and was succeeded 
by William F. Young, Jr., who remained until 1955. He was succeeded as Principal 
by Ann E. Macdonald, now Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 


In a survey of the schools made for the Committee in 1948 by Dr. Rexford S. 
Souder, Brookline’s first Assistant Superintendent of Schools, it was pointed out that 
facilities at Runkle and Heath Schools were unsatisfactory. Over the years that 
followed, the School Committee recognized the need for modern facilities for 
Runkle School. In the reports of 1954 and 1955 the need for modernization was 
stated. At the Town Meeting in 1956, an Article was included in the Warrant for 
an appropriation for working drawings and specifications for the school, but it was 
defeated. In 1959, the School Committee included in its budget $5,000 for archi- 
tectural and engineering consultants to make a study of the best means for meet- 
ing the building needs of the Runkle School by replacement or remodeling and 
modernization. ‘The Committee appointed the educational consultants, Engelhardt, 
Engelhardt, Leggett and Cornell of New York, to work with the architectural firm 
of Isidor Richmond and Carney Goldberg. The report of the Consultants recom: 
mended as the least expensive, as well as meeting long-range educational require- 
ments, the replacement of the entire plant. 

The request for an appropriation for plans was turned down again in 1960, but 
in 1961 the Town Meeting finally appropriated the sum of $1 million for a new 
Runkle School. Richmond and Goldberg were selected as architects by the Build- 
ing Commission to plan this beautiful structure. Here we have 18 classrooms, with 
facilities for art, homemaking, music, physical education, science, speech, library 
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service, cafeteria, administration and health offices, auditorium, teachers’ rooms and 
storage areas. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, through its School Building 
Assistance Commission, will pay the Town 40 per cent of the cost. 


We hope that the new Runkle School will find as warm a place in the hearts of 
the children and their parents as did the older buildings with the wealth of mem- 
ories they engendered. We are sure that the leadership of the School is in capable 
hands, in the person of our dynamic, warmhearted, imaginative Principal, Mrs. 
Virginia E. Thompson. Even in the new building are incorporated memories of 
the old. 


The Seventh Superintendent of Schools 


We have selected as Brookline’s seventh Superintendent of Schools , 
Dr. Robert I. Sperber, who will succeed Dr. Ernest R. Caverly on June 


15, 1964. 


Dr. Sperber, 34, is a graduate of Western Reserve University and‘\ 
received his master’s and doctor’s degrees from ‘Teachers College, Columbia _} 


University. 


Dr. Sperber’s experience covers many areas of education. He taught at 
the elementary and junior high school levels in Levittown, New York, and 
has served as Administrative Assistant to the Superintendents of Schools 
in Westfield, New Jersey, and Plainview, New York. In 1961 he became 
Director of Personnel for the Pittsburgh school system. The following year 
he was promoted to Assistant Superintendent for Personnel, his present 
position. 


From 1952 to 1954, Dr. Sperber served in the Army in personnel work 
and as an information and education lecturer. In addition, he has been a 
lecturer at New York University, in elementary school guidance, and at 
Carnegie Institute of Technology, in community and school relations. 


We are confident that under Dr. Sperber’s leadership the Brookline 
Schools will maintain the academic excellence and breadth of opportunity 
for which they have long distinguished themselves. 


Dr. Sperber’s appointment brought to an end our intensive nationwide» 


search during six months. The School Committee devoted 16 special meet- 
ings to determining the qualifications desired in our next Superintendent 
of Schools and to interviewing promising candidates. 


We have appointed Ann E.. Macdonald, Assistant Superintendent of 


Schools, to serve as Acting Superintendent of Schools from February 1, 
when Dr. Caverly retires, until Dr. Sperber assumes his duties in June. 
High School Additions and Alterations 


An appropriation of $20,000 was made by the Special ‘Town Meeting, 
on October 1, for expenditure by the Building Commission, with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen and of the School Committee, for the 
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preparation of preliminary plans for additions and alterations in the High 
School. 

This action was largely the result of the numerous conferences which 
we held with the Selectmen, Advisory Committee, Building Commission, 
Park and Recreation Commission, and Planning Board, to bring into focus 
the urgent need for additional space for the educational program at the 
High School. The studies which were made by Taylor, Lieberfeld and 
Heldman, Inc., Space Allocation Engineers, in conjunction with Kilham, 
Hopkins, Greeley, and Brodie, Architects, confirmed our preliminary opin- 
ions and strengthened our judgment as to the specific needs. 


The vote of the Town Meeting, on recommendation of a majority of 
the Advisory Committee, states that “the Architects and related professions 
shall be directed to give consideration to all possible alternative methods, 
including the possible abandonment of parts of Greenough and ‘Tappan 
Streets, and to possible future needs for Recreational and Physical E:duca- 
tion buildings, playground expansion and parking facilities in the High 
School-Cypress Street playground area.” 


On November 4, the School Committee voted unanimously and en- 
thusiastically to approve the appointments which the Building Commission 
made of the architectural firms of Smith and Sellew and Kilham, Hopkins, 
Greeley and Brodie. According to established procedure, the Building Com- 
mission makes the appointment of architects for school projects, with the 
approval of the School Committee and of the Board of Selectmen. On 
November 6, the Committee was informed by the Chairman of the Build- 
ing Commission that “in conference with the Board of Selectmen it has 
been agreed that the over-all planning phase will be completed before any 
arrangements are entered into for preliminary plans. This planning phase 
will be concluded January 1, 1964, earlier if feasible; and it is still antici- 
pated that preliminary plans for the High School additions will be ready 
for appropriate consideration at the Town Meeting in April.” 


The Board of Selectmen approved the appointment of Smith and 
Sellew to study the over-all planning for and the coordination of the addi- 
tions and alterations to the High School and the new recreational and 
physical education facility; and to prepare preliminary sketches and to 
furnish cost estimates for the latter work. As a result of a presentation 
made by the Chairman of the Advisory Committee, the Board of Selectmen 
and the Building Commission felt that a preliminary study for the over-all 
plans should be made by Smith and Sellew. The Selectmen withheld 
approval of Kilham, Hopkins, Greeley and Brodie, the architects whom the 
Building Commission had appointed to prepare preliminary sketches and 
to furnish professional cost estimates for the additions and alterations to 
the High School. 


We are extremely unhappy about this decision not to appoint at once 
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an architect for the preparation of preliminary plans for the proposed 
High School additions and alterations. It now seems to us, because of this 
delay, that it will be impossible to have preliminary plans ready in time 
for us to ask the Annual Town Meeting on April 7 for an appropriation 
for construction. It is urgent, in our opinion, that these facilities be ready 
in September, 1965. 


Study of Recreation and Physical Education Needs 


We are working in close cooperation with the Park and Recreation 
Commission because of our mutual recognition of the need for additional 
physical education facilities by the High School, as well as the replacement 
of the Park and Recreation Commission’s building, destroyed by fire in 
December, 1962. We are particularly gratified, therefore, that the Town 
Meeting has appropriated $20,000 for preliminary architectural and engi- 
neering plans for the construction of recreational and physical education 
facilities to meet our joint needs. 


The Building Commission has implemented the Town Meeting’s 
vote by the appointment of the architectural firm of Smith and Sellew of 
Boston, which will also concern itself with the possibility of relating this 
subject to that of High School Additions and Alterations. 


Every effort will be made to comply with the vote of the Special Town 
Meeting, which, on recommendation of a majority of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, includes the same suggestion concerning alternative methods as is 
contained in the vote appropriating funds for preliminary plans for addi- 
tions and alterations in the High School. 


We have furnished the Planning Board with information regarding 
the High School’s needs for outdoor space for its physical education activi- 
ties, including interscholastic and intramural sports. This will be used in 
the comprehensive study which the Planning Board is making, at the 
request of the Selectmen, concerning the needs of the High School, 
Municipal Gymnasium, and other areas for outdoor play space and parking. 


The Katherine Bradburn Schick Scholarship 


The will of George B. Schick of Brookline designates a trust fund of 
$10,000 to establish the Katherine Bradburn Schick Scholarship, the in- 
come of which will be awarded annually to a worthy graduate of the High 
School who is to continue studying in a higher institution of learning. 
The recipient will be judged on the basis of scholarship and extra-curricular 
activities. ‘The scholarship is named in memory of Mr. Schick’s sister. 


George B. Schick was the son of the late Mrs. Lotta Bradburn Schick, 
a member of your School Committee from 1929 to 1944. Mother and son 
were for many years the donors of graduation cups to, respectively, a girl 
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and a boy who “excelled in the combined fields of scholarship and athletic 
activities.” 

Mrs. Schick first donated her cup in 1925. When her daughter Kath- 
erine, a graduate of the Runkle School, died at the age of 14 in 1928, Mrs. 
Schick changed its name to the Katherine Bradburn Schick Cup, which 
she continued to present annually until 1946. The George Bradburn Schick 
Cup was given from 1940 to 1946. 

We are indeed grateful for this munificent bequest and will long 
remember this family who have shown so strong an interest in the welfare 
and the future of our schools and our children. 


Personal Service Courses 


Personal service courses are offered at the High School for enrichment 
outside the student’s regular program. ‘The range of these courses, now 
numbering more than 30, is extremely broad, but, generally, their purpose 
is two-fold. They are non-credit, avocational elective courses, designed to 
provide for immediate personal needs or enrichment for leisure time. 


Most personal service courses contain elements of both purposes. 
Introductory Journalism and Journalism Workship, while dealing with the 
skills of writing, also assist the student to become a more critical and in- 
telligent reader. In the art course entitled Design, a careful study of the 
principles of art precedes the designing or production of actual objects or 
models. Drama for Personal Use extends the student’s appreciation of 
plays, while at the same time making him aware of the technical problems 
of production. Interior Decorating and Home Planning combines the 
learning of functional skills with a sense of functional beauty. 


Typewriting for Personal Use, in which the enrolment has grown to 
this year’s high of 395 students, is an example of a course designed primarily 
to teach a skill. Courses such as Corrective Speech and Remedial Reading 
deal with specific disabilities. In these, personal problems impeding ad- 
vancement are dealt with on an individual basis. 


On a purely cultural level, we offer, for example, an alternating year 
program of music appreciation. During this school year, Modern Music 
introduces and assesses jazz, music of the theatre, and contemporary sym- 
phonic music. Next year, Symphonic Survey will include representative 
works of all periods of orchestral writing, including a study of the develop- 
ment of the orchestra. 

Seven departments offer personal service courses in art, business, 
English, homemaking, industrial arts, mathematics, and music. Most 
classes meet two or three times a week; several require work outside of 
class. It is a tribute to our faculty and our students that this program 
continues to grow and to broaden the educational base of those enrolled 
in our High School. 
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Enriching Music Programs 


We are happy to announce the continuance of enriching music pro- 
grams to be presented in the schools by the Brookline Youth Concerts 
Committee and the Brookline Chamber Music Society during the school 
year 1963-64. For many years, both of these dedicated groups, largely sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions, have brought our children outstanding 
performances by professional musicians. The children are prepared in the 
schools for a fuller enjoyment of each concert by the Director of Music, 
John D. Corley, Jr., and his staff. 


Three series of programs have been scheduled by the Brookline Cham- 
ber Music Society: October 23 to 25, the Carnegie String Quartet; January 
8 to 10, the Pro Ante Woodwind Quartet; and April 8 to 10, the New 
York Percussion Trio. All the elementary schools and the High School 
will be visited by each group. 


This year, for the first time, the Brookline Youth Concerts Committee 
offers a series ticket at $1.50 for three concerts, the first of which was 
presented on October 19, with the remaining concerts to be presented on 
January 18 and April 11 at the High School. Puppetry, dancing, and a per- 
formance by the Boston University Opera Company augment presentations 
of classical, contemporary, and folk music by members of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra under the direction of Harry Ellis Dickson. 


We are confident that both these cultural endeavors will further the 
intellectual and emotional growth of our youth, as they have done so well 
over the past years. 


New Russian Language Course 


The High School’s new Russian language course has enrolled 35 
students in two beginning sections, described by their teacher, Mrs. 
Florence Osman, as “unusually eager groups.” 


These rapidly progressing classes concentrate on spoken Russian, 
although, because the language is highly inflected, much attention must 
also be given to basic grammar study. As soon as forms are learned, they 
are included in the conversational approachs‘T'wo long-playing records con- 
tain complete readings of the stories or articles that conclude each chapter 
of the grammar text. These stimulate student response to the teacher’s 
instruction in pronunciation and diction. 


Mrs. Osman believes (as do many foreign language teachers) that her 
students should gain some knowledge of the country whose language they 
are learning. To this end they receive instruction in the basic geography 
of Russia and will complete two research papers during the year. For one, 
they will read a translation of a major Russian novel and study its criticisms 
as well as the biography of the author. The second paper will involve non- 
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fiction material dealing with modern Russia from both the Soviet and non- 
Soviet viewpoints. 


Mrs. Osman was graduated from Smith College in 1950, studied at the 
University of Illinois and New Paltz State Teachers College, and received 
her master’s degree in education from Boston University in June, 1963. She 
has begun a series of courses at Emmanuel College, where she is continu- 
ing her studies in the Russian Language and Area Center. Mrs. Osman 
is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, Pi Lambda Theta, and the American 
Association of Teachers of Slavic and East European Languages. 


Development of Guidance Services 


For the past five years every student in the High School has had a 
counseling session by appointment with his guidance counselor at least 
once each school year and usually much oftener. ‘The number of students 
assigned to a counselor has been reduced year by year as the School Com- 
mittee has authorized the appointment of additional counselors, so that 
the number of students per full-time counselor was reduced from about 
450 in 1957 to about 280 in 1962-63. Because of the increased enrolment 
in the High School, this number has risen to about 290 students per 
counselor as of September, 1963. 


The appointment of full-time counselors for all students has made 
it possible for every student enrolled in 1962-63 to have the same guidance 
counselor in 1963-64 whom he had in 1962-63. During the past two or 
three years, full guidance and counseling services have been extended to 
students in the Junior Division and the General Shop Classes. ‘The stu- 
dents in these classes, although not technically of High School standing, 
are housed in the High School and in most instances are taking a partial 
High School program of studies, and their needs for counseling and guid- 
ance are at least equal to those of their fellows of the same age who have 
been able to progress academically at a somewhat faster pace. 


In addition to counseling individually the nearly 2500 students in 
Brookline High School, the eight full-time and one half-time counselors 
prepare nearly 3000 college credentials and recommendations for the 80 
per cent of each graduating class who go on to post-secondary schools, each 
counselor being responsible for two or more senior homerooms. ‘They carry 
on the every-pupil program of measurement and evaluation at the High 
School level including the College Board Examinations, American College 
Testing Program, and National Merit Scholarship Examinations. ‘They 
conduct career conferences with outside speakers covering a wide range 
of professions and occupations. They visit colleges to consult with admis- 
sions officers and Brookline graduates in attendance and to get first-hand 
knowledge of college locations and facilities. They maintain a compre- 
hensive library of vocational publications and disseminate information 
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about scholarships and service in the armed forces. Their individual coun- 
seling sessions with students cover not only educational and vocational 
considerations but furnish to each student experienced help with his per- 
sonal problems of learning and social and emotional adjustment to his 
home and peers. 


In addition to the regular guidance counselors, two faculty members 
devote one or more periods each day to vocational placement of students 
for part-time, summer, or full-time employment and receive calls from 
citizens who wish to employ High School students. 


For the past three years we have also had on the High School staff a 
school adjustment counselor to work with students requiring such service 
and to serve as immediate liaison with outside social and guidance agencies. 


Group Guidance Classes for New Students in the High School 


For more than 20 years all pupils in the eighth grade in Brookline have 
had the benefit of guidance units in their social studies program, in which 
they learn a great deal about themselves individually and receive much 
educational and vocational information. ‘They are visited by the Head- 
master and Housemaster and a guidance counselor from Brookline High 
School, from whom they learn much about the school and its offerings, 
partly through questions the pupils and their parents may ask. The culmi- 
nation of these eighth-grade guidance units is the choice of subjects of 
study in grade 9 and a “move-up day,” in which the pupils tour the High 
School, visit their new homerooms, and have an auditorium program at 
which their Housemaster presides. 


Approximately 225 students enter Brookline High School annually 
from other school systems, most of them in grades 9 and 10. Until two 
years ago no organized attempt had been made to provide for these students 
somewhat the same orientation experiences and occupational information 
Brookline pupils had in the eighth grade. 


Since 1961, transfer students in grades 9 and 10 have been assigned 
to a course in group guidance taught by an experienced full-time guidance 
counselor one period a week. 


The program for this course is organized around four main units of 
work: 


1. ORIENTATION TO BROOKLINE HIGH SCHOOL. 
Use is made of the Student Manual and the current Educational Oppor- 
tunities Bulletin. The “House System” is explained and course elections, 
levels, and requirements are outlined. 


2. SELF-EVALUATION. 
Each student’s guidance placement tests given at entrance are interpreted 
for him, and additional personality, interest and aptitude measures are 
administered and interpreted privately, so that each student gets a well- 
rounded picture of himself and his capabilities. 
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3 TAUUNITALN “HOW tlOmeTlubyY. 
A text is used as the foundation for this unit with the additional use of 
visual and auditory aids. 


4. OCCUPATIONAL INFORMATION. 
A standard text covering the world of work is used to supply the basic 
background for this unit. Each student learns how to analyze and appraise 
an occupation through making a detailed study of an occupational area in 
which he has shown some interest or apparent aptitude. 


It is the feeling of those responsible for the initiation of this program, 
and the guidance counselors who have taught it, that it supplies approxi- 
mately the same background of guidance information and experiences as 
that given to all Brookline eighth-grade pupils. 


The Role of a School Adjustment Counselor 


We have recently had under consideration the role of the school 
adjustment counselor and, at our request, the three counselors, together 
with Dr. James R. Hobson, Coordinator of Guidance Services, and other 
staff members, met with us and answered our questions in the following 
manner: 


OQ. Who shall be referred to the school adjustment counselors? 


A. Emotionally disturbed children who are not having psychiatrically 
oriented services provided by their parents; children with problems 
which are beyond their power or their family’s resources to deal 
with; but not those who are essentially disciplinary problems or 
slow learners. 


QO. Who shall make referrals in the elementary school? 


A. All referrals at this level must come through the elementary school 
principal. ‘They may be initiated by the classroom teacher, the 
parents, the school or family physician, or the Coordinator of 
Guidance Services. 


. How heavy is the individual case load?

. Case load in a school setting is entirely different from that in an 
agency because of the great number of other supporting individuals 
in the school. ‘These include the classroom teacher, the school prin- 
cipal, the school physician, the school nurse, the remedial reading 
teacher, the speech and hearing therapist, and the home instruction 
teacher. Another factor which shortens the time is the fact that 
most of the data necessary to the work-up of each case are already 
available on the child’s objective record card and in his anecdotal 
record. ‘These all help in making it possible for a school adjustment 
counselor to work with more children and in many instances not 
find it necessary to carry them for such a long period of time.

The two elementary school counselors have, respectively, 48 and 57 
cases; the High School counselor, 30. 


. How often are these children seen? 


Once each week for one-half hour to start with. Many are seen 
less frequently as time goes on. 


. Are parents also seen by the school adjustment counselor? 
. Yes, usually at some time. Some parents must be seen regularly 


for a while. A recent report covering a three-week period showed 
that about one-third of the pupil-clients’ parents had been seen 
one or more times during that period. 


. What are the chief problems encountered? 
. Teachers and social workers, because of their different roles and 


situations, of necessity, have different standards for acceptance of. 
children’s behavior. What is sometimes accepted, even desired, in 
a counselor interview may not be tolerable in a class of 25, The 
school adjustment counselor must understand the teacher’s posi- 
tion and help the pupil to meet it. At the same time, the teacher 
must understand the pupil’s problems and how the school adjust- 
ment counselor is helping him to overcome them, and be ready, 
within limits, to accept variant behavior and add her support to 
that of the other school agencies. We cannot forget that the school 
adjustment counselor sees the child for perhaps a half-hour a week 
and the elementary teacher, for 25. Occasionally we have parents 
with a child who needs help who not only do not provide it but 
tefuse to allow the school adjustment counselor to see him. On the 
other hand, we have parents who cannot control at home a child 
who is a good school citizen and want the school adjustment 
counselor to do their home work for them. These are, of course, 
atypical instances. 


. How long do school adjustment counselors continue to see chil- 


dren referred to them? 


A. In theory, we plan that cases of serious emotional disturbance be 


seen until a satisfactory referral can be made by the parents to 
suitable clinical or psychiatric resource. In less serious situations, 
the child may be seen only once or weekly for a period of time 
until the counselor and principal feel that the problems have been 
overcome or at least ameliorated. 


. Is psychiatric consultation available to the school adjustment 


counselor? 
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A. Yes. The counselors work closely with outside clinical and psychi- 
atric agencies to whom our children may be referred. In addition, 
since December 1, the school adjustment counselors have psychi- 
atric consultation every other week with Dr. Gladys Whipple, 
Director of the Brookline Mental Health Clinic. The benefits of 
this consultation will be evaluated by all concerned at the end of 
the year. 


. Are present school adjustment counseling services adequate? 


. Yes. A detailed questionnaire to all school principals in February 
showed a waiting list in only one of eight schools. ‘That problem 
is expected to be corrected in the near future.

Progress of Junior Division Students 


The Junior Division of Brookline High School is an adjustment class 
for boys and girls who have reached the age of fifteen but who have not 
yet earned promotion from grade 8. Since students of this age belong in 
High School by any social, emotional, or physical criterion, we send them 
to the High School, thus retaining in school boys and girls who have the 
ability to complete a high school program but who might otherwise drop 
out of school because they are considerably behind their own age group. 
The students spend part of each day in the Junior Division Home Room 
with an experienced teacher, J. Clement McCann, working on their ele- 
mentary school deficiencies. The remainder of each student’s school day 
is spent in taking one, or two, or three, or — in a few rare cases — four 
regular high school subjects in which their previous school record, their 
ability, and aptitude ratings indicate they have a good chance of success. 


Near the end of the year these students are given the same achieve- 
ment tests given to eighth-grade pupils. If they have worked diligently on a 
day-to-day basis in Mr. McCann’s classes, if they have brought their total 
achievement average up to what would be considered a respectable level 
for an eighth-grade pupil, and if they have earned one or more credits in 
regular high school subjects, they are given their eighth-grade promotion 
certificates and are in High School full time the following September. 


In June, 1963, of the 25 students enrolled in the Junior Division, 18 
earned their eighth-grade promotion certificates. Nine of them had earned 
three or more credits in regular high school courses and hence joined the 
Sophomore House with tenth-grade standing in September thus, in effect, 
regaining one of the years they had previously lost. 


One of the 18 was a non-resident tuition student placed in the Junior 
Division after being graduated from an elementary school conducted by a 
well-known child guidance clinic. Two of the 18 were former members of 
the General Shop Class, our class for older retarded boys. These boys had 
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done so well that they were recommended by their teacher, Wallace 'T’. 
Driscoll, for a trial in the Junior Division, and they succeeded to the full 
extent of their limited ability, thus exemplifying our motto for these boys 
and girls that “the door is never closed.” 


Another fact concerning the Junior Division is a cause of pride to us. 
Four years ago we had our smallest Junior Division class, starting the year 
with 17 and ending it with 12, due to withdrawals and changes of residence. 
Of these 12, eight received their High School diplomas at our graduation 
exercises in June. Each year from eight to a dozen or more graduates are 
students who entered High School by way of the Junior Division. If this 
opportunity were not available, it seems probable that few students who 
had not completed grade 8 by age 15 would be graduated from high school. 


Progress of the Advanced Classes 


In the spring of 1960, following a two-year study by a committee of 
staff members and parents, the School Committee voted to establish an 
Advanced Fifth Grade Class for scholastically talented pupils from all 
Brookline elementary schools. 


This first advanced class is now in grade 8 in the Devotion School, 
and successive classes established at Baker School in 1961 and Heath School 
in 1962 are now in the seventh and sixth grades at those schools. ‘The 
latest Advanced Fifth Grade Class was established at Driscoll School in 
September. 


While the primary purpose of the advanced classes is to provide the 
children in them wider and more varied opportunities for learning, as well 
as association and competition with children similarly endowed, the 
Gifted Child Study Committee recognized that the most important stone 
in the foundation upon which a successful program for advanced classes 
could be built is a grounding in the fundamental tools of learning at a high 
level of excellence, because inability to write, speak, spell, or compute dims 
much of the glory even of a genius. 


While standardized achievement test results cannot measure many of 
the desirable outcomes of learning in advanced classes, they do serve to 
indicate progress in the basic subjects. 


Data recently compiled show that when the 94 children now in the 
four advanced classes were in the third grade they averaged about one and 
one-half years above the average for their grade in Brookline. In their 
fourth-grade year they made one year’s gain in achievement, which is just 
what the average child made. It should be pointed out that the “ceiling” 
of the achievement tests makes it difficult for the bright child, who 
achieved at a high level the previous year, to show more than a normal 
gain every year. 
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In the advanced classes, however, these children showed an average 
gain of 14 months in the fifth grade and 18 months in the sixth grade. 
In order to have an adequate opportunity to demonstrate their accomplish- 
ment, the Advanced Sixth Grade Classes were given the seventh-grade 
achievement tests, and they showed achievement in the fundamentals 
equivalent to that of the average child half way through grade 9. 


While these test results in no way provide an adequate measure of the 
broadening and deepening effect of the program in content and cultural 
fields, they do serve to assure us that the first plank laid down for the 
conduct of such classes is being faithfully carried out and that the funda- 
mental tools of learning are receiving their fair share of attention. 


Elementary Grade Repetition 


While individual instruction of an eager pupil by an inspired teacher 
may be the ideal, no one has yet perfected a plan for instructing large 
numbers of children better than the plan of graded classes initiated by 
Horace Mann during the latter half of the nineteenth century. 


In Brookline, in considering promotion or grade repetition for each 
pupil in June, we try to answer one major question: In what grade will this 
pupil gain the most and be served best next year? ‘The answer of course 
depends upon the answers to such related factors as his record during the 
past year, his objective achievement level, his level of mental ability, his 
rate of progress during the past year, his age, size, physical health and 
maturity, his social and emotional maturity, and previous grades repeated 
if any. 

If all of these factors are considered honestly, occasionally we must 
decide in favor of grade repetition. In the early decades of this century 
failure percentages of 20 or 25 were common, and as late as 1930 grade 
repetition of ten per cent was not unusual in communities which main- 
tained high standards. For more than 20 years the Brookline elementary 
schools have maintained a grade repetition rate of substantially below two 
per cent. In 1962-63 only 63, or 1.45 per cent, of the 4,342 pupils enrolled 
in kindergarten through grade 8 were assigned to repeat the grade. 


Reduction in the percentage of failures would be relatively meaning- 
less unless it could be shown that standards had been maintained and the 
quality of work improved. Objective standardized tests of achievement in 
the fundamental subjects have been administered in Brookline each spring 
since 1935. The achievement of our pupils on these nationally used and 
standardized tests has always been substantially above national norms or 
averages, as would be expected in a favored community with bright chil- 
dren, good homes and a keen interest in education. 


The magnitude of this difference has continued to increase somewhat 
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over the years, particularly in verbal areas. In the spring of 1963 the aver- 
age Brookline pupil ranked above the grade norm or average of pupils in 
the country by margins ranging from six months in grade 1 to two years 
in grade 8. 


The results of each pupil’s achievement tests are reported to his prin- 
cipal and his teacher and are recorded annually on his permanent record 
card, thus furnishing a measure of his scholastic progress from year to year 
independent of the marks given him by his teachers. Achievement test 
results are used to assess the scholastic strengths and weaknesses of indi- 
vidual pupils and as an important factor in their evaluation for purposes 
of instruction and guidance. 


National Merit Scholars 


Each year we report the names of our High School students who, 
because of their superior performance, receive recognition in the National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test program. In this, our ninth year of 
participation, nine students have attained semi-finalist status; they are 
Paul F’. Baker, Jeffrey Borenstein, Arnold S. Cover, Stanley Davis, Larry- 
Stuart Deutsch, Evelyn Galland, Larry M. Miller, Stanley D. Quint, and 
Joshua H. Rassen. On December 7 they will take the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test of the College Entrance Examination Board. Those who repeat their 
high scores will become finalists for National Merit Scholarships. 


In March, 229 of our High School juniors were among the 700,645 
students from more than 16,500 high schools throughout the country who 
took the three-hour qualifying test. From those competing, some 13,000 
have been named semi-finalists and an additional 32,000 have received 
Letters of Commendation. These two groups total less than two per cent 
of the nation’s secondary school seniors. 


The following 18 other Brookline students have been awarded Letters 
of Commendation: Melissa J. Allen, June C. Erlick, Russell M. Franklin, 
Stephen J. Gilbert, Robert Goldberg, Lewis J. Goverman, Barry W. 
Holtz, Julie B. Hurwitz, Charles J. Jaffe, Diane E. Kredenser, Sandra M. 
Lobar, Martha S. Rose, Michael Silverman, Steven M. Slater, Howard B. 
Tarko, Harold A. Theran, Linda H. Webb, and James S. Weiner. 


In past years, because of fund limitations, only about ten per cent of 
all finalists have received National Merit Scholarships. The students are, 
however, greatly helped in securing other scholarships by this attainment. 


Advanced Placement Test Results 


Scores on Advanced Placement Examinations taken at the High 
School in May once again indicate the marked success our program enjoys 
in comparison with the national group. It will be recalled that the exami- 
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nations are final college freshman examinations, prepared and scored by 
the College Entrance Examination Board. 


Results are reported on a five-point scale, as follows: 5 (high honor), 
4 (honor), 3 (good), 2 (pass), 1 (no credit). Sixty seniors and 36 juniors 
wrote examinations in the following subject fields: American history, 
chemistry, English, European history, French language, French literature, 
Latin IV, mathematics and physics. 


Twenty examinations, or 13 per cent, achieved high honor score of 5, 
more than double the national average of six per cent. Scores of 4 or better 
were attained on 50 examinations, 33 per cent as compared to a national 
average of 15 per cent. Of the 149 examinations written, 115, or 77 per 
cent, scored 3 or better; the national average is 55 per cent. Only 34 exam- 
inations, or 23 per cent, received scores of 2 or below; the national average 
is 45 per cent. 


The Brookline average score in the subject fields tested was 3.2, com- 
pared with an average national score of 2.7. We believe that these results, 
as well as those of previous years, prove the value of our Advanced Place- 
ment courses, which have been offered since 1951. Ours is one of the 
sixteen secondary schools originally selected to participate in the Kenyon 
Plan, which was the forerunner of the present system of advanced place- 
ment examinations. 


Brookline students earning scores of 5 or 4 are listed here. In the case 
of those who took the examinations as juniors and are now seniors at the 
High School, no college is indicated.

Visitors from Springfield, Vermont 


Pupils of Mrs. Ethel R. Yood’s Advanced Sixth Grade at the Heath 
School were hosts on November | and 2 to a group of sixth graders from 
the North Springfield (Vermont) Elementary School. This visit returned 
the hospitality of the Vermonters, who entertained the same Heath 
School group in Springfield last April. 


The guests arrived in time for luncheon on Friday, the first of No- 
vember. Later, they enjoyed a visit to the Museum of Science where they 
viewed a program in the Charles Hayden Planetarium. After dinner and a 
social hour at the Heath cafeteria, the visitors went to their hosts’ homes 
as overnight guests. 


An historical tour of Brookline and Boston began Saturday’s activities. 
Such points of interest were visited as the birthplace of President John F. 
Kennedy, the Mapparium at the Christian Science Publishing Society, the 
observatory of the John Hancock Building, the State House, the Freedom 
Trail, and the frigate Constitution. Luncheon followed at the Officers’ 
Club of the Boston Navy Yard. Many of the visitors had never seen the 
ocean, and an outing at Revere Beach provided a delightful climax to their 
informative week end. 


National Study of High School English Programs 


Our High School is one of four in Massachusetts selected for the 
National Study of High School English Programs, which will be conducted 
by the University of Illinois and sponsored by the National Council af 
Teachers of English, through funds made available by the U. S. Office of 
Education. ‘The purpose of the study is to identify and describe current 
programs and practices of highly regarded English departments throughout 
the country. By a variety of methods, including questionnaires, interviews, 
and observations, the project staff will collect data to determine what 
characteristics promote success in E:nglish among students. In many cases, 
teams of trained observers will visit the selected schools for two or three 
days, a feature which makes this the first such comprehensive study of 
English programs in over 30 years. 


Included in this survey are a total of 110 schools chosen from 43 
states. hey vary in size, degree of financial support and socio-economic 
status, but have been recommended for their significant English programs. 
Other Massachusetts high schools which will participate are Malden, 
Newton and Pittsfield. Professor James R. Squire, Executive Secretary of 
the National Council of ‘Teachers of English, will serve as Project Director. 
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His staff will include specialists in English and in education at the Unt 
versity of Illinois and members of the staff of the National Council of 
Teachers of English. 


The two-year project will continue through August of 1965, when a 
comprehensive report will be submitted to the U. S. Office of Education. 


Foreign Students 
HIGH SCHOOL 


During recent years we have been fortunate to enroll, each for a full 
year, exchange students who came to this country under the auspices of 
the American Field Service Committee of Brookline and the Foreign 
Student Exchange Club of the High School. ‘They have come from Den- 
mark, Finland, France, Greece, Italy, Japan, Sweden and Uruguay. ‘his 
year we have Mutsuko Suuchi from Tokyo, Japan, and Eli Noam from 
_Verey, Germany. 


Mutsuko is the second Japanese student to come to Brookline under 
this program. Her American “parents” are Mr, and Mrs. Harry L. Marks. 
An excellent English student, Mutsuko has studied the language since the 
seventh grade and was honored for her studies by the British Embassy in 
Tokyo before she came to the United States. At home, she attends a 
private senior high school, which has an enrolment of little more than 
one-fifth the size of our High School. She took more than 12 courses, al- 
though each one did not meet every day. ‘This year she is studying Ameri- 
can history, senior mathematics, English, problems of democracy, personal- 
use typewriting, and personal-use speech. Mutsuko is interested in world 
history and hopes to study it in college. She enjoys reading and ice skating, 
plays the piano, and corresponds with five pen pals in four different coun- 
tries. During her stay in this country, Mutsuko looks forward to meeting 
many people and discussing with them our country and her own. 


Eli is living with Mr. and Mrs. I. O. Goverman. Born in Israel, he 
lived there until the age of nine when his family moved to Frankfurt, 
Germany. At home, he attends a private boarding school enrolling only 
250 students. He will return there for one more year, followed by the 
probability of compulsory army service. ‘Then, he hopes to continue his 
education in one of several fields of major interest — history, politics, 
physics or literature. 


In the United States, Eli finds that students have more freedom and 
a more satisfactory group life than in Germany. He enjoys attending our 
High School, but finds it “very hard — more homework than in Germany.” 
Honor English, advanced placement mathematics, honor American history, 
and problems of democracy are his subjects this year. An amateur radio 
enthusiast, Eli also enjoys art. He has not found our television programs 
and newspapers to his liking, and has discovered little interest in or 
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knowledge of world affairs among students. However, he hopes to under- 
stand America better and thoroughly enjoys his temporary way of life. 


On September 16, Mutsuko and Eli, along with 12 other foreign 
students who are presently attending our High School while living here 
with their parents or relatives, were the guests of the Foreign Student 
Exchange Club at a tea. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Children in our elementary schools also enjoy the educational and 
cultural benefits of association with pupils from other countries. Each year 
a considerable number of such children enroll in our elementary schools 
at all grade levels. Usually, they are here only for a year or two while one 
or both parents are studying at a local college or hospital. This situation 
exists also at the High School. 


For the most part, these children understand little English. Since, for 
example, 23 countries are represented this year among fewer than 60 of 
these children, we cannot hope to teach them English through the use of 
their native languages. However, we try to meet the challenge of providing 
these children with an opportunity to learn at a rate commensurate with 
their abilities. ‘The usual solution has been to enroll these pupils, regardless 
of grade level, in the first grade, for English language study. ‘They then were 
advanced according to their progress. Special classes are arranged in those 
schools where the enrolment warrants them. 


We have recently determined that special daily instruction in English 
will be made available after school hours at the Devotion, Driscoll and 
Pierce Schools, and elsewhere as necessary, for children who enter from 
foreign countries. It is felt that the program of instruction has met with 
considerable success, and we are prepared to expand it further, if necessary. 
The largest number of foreign-speaking students in our schools this year 
comes from Israel, followed, in order, by Cuba, Puerto Rico, and Japan. 


The 1963 Summer School Program 


This, the second year of our Summer School Program — the first for 
elementary pupils — concluded on August 9 after 29 sessions. A total of 
512 students (480 resident and 32 non-resident) was enrolled in 51 classes, 
99 pupils in seventh- and eighth-grade enrichment courses and 413 students 
in high school courses for enrichment or credit. These 512 students repre- 
sented 886 separate class registrations. 


The addition this year of seventh- and eighth-grade pupils enabled us 
not only to work with a younger age group, but also with students of differ- 
ent interests. Since elementary courses were offered for enrichment only, 
the pupils’ performance in no way reflected their placement in the regular 
school program. No special problems arose from the expansion of the 
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summer school program to include these lower grades, but differences were 
noted in the techniques needed to teach these younger children. Also, 
instruction assumed a more general and broader aspect than is true at the 
secondary level. 


The workshop course in Computer Mathematics was a major innova- 
tion. Classes for the 19 high school students enrolled were held at Boston 
College. One of our mathematics staff, John K. Moulton, served the dual 
function of student and teacher, working under the over-all direction of 
Rev. Stanley J. Bezuska, S.J., and Rev. Francis Torras, S.J. ‘The students 
took a basic course in the use of a computer, and general concepts of pro- 
graming problems were demonstrated to them. This first exposure to a 
dynamic program in advanced and abstract computer mathematics should 
be of immeasurable value to these students. One of the purposes of the 
course was to find out the interest of students in this form of mathe- 
matics, which may well become an integral part of our secondary school 
curriculum. 


An Open House was held during the mid-quarter of the program, with 
225 parents present to hear a report of progress. A general meeting was 
held in the auditorium, followed by visits to the classrooms. Many teachers 
held demonstration classes; others used the time for general or individual 
conferences. 


An analysis of final marks shows that 78.2 per cent of the marks given 
were an A, B or C; 15 per cent were a grade of D; and 6.8 per cent were 
failures. This year’s excellent attendance record of 95 per cent matched 
that of 1962. 


The budget allowance for this Summer School Program was $26,425. 
Expenditures for salaries, office and educational supplies, and textbooks 
totaled $34,032, of which $30,272 was for salaries. Tuition fees amounting 
to $22,777 were paid by the students and deposited in the Town Treasury. 
The net cost to the Town, therefore, was $11,255.

CHANGES IN BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Alfred D. Chandler, having accepted a professorship at Johns Hopkins 
University, has resigned as a trustee of the Library. We are grateful for 
his years of service and wish him well in his new position. 


Francis Parkman, a former trustee and chairman of the board, has 
been elected by a joint convention of the Selectmen and trustees to fill 
his place until the town election in March. 


APPOINTMENT OF ‘TOWN LIBRARIAN 


Mrs. ‘Theresa A. Carroll, Acting Librarian since October 1, 1962 has 
been appointed to the position of Town Librarian effective May 14, 1963. 


CIRCULATION AND REGISTRATION 


In 1963 our circulation of library materials increased by 1,964 items, 
our reference services were in greater demand, and our registration rose 
from 36 per cent of the population to almost 41 per cent. Six hundred 
seventy-two (672) non-residents were accorded the privileges of the library 
upon the payment of $3.00 each. 


THE Book COLLECTION 


‘The substantial increase, appropriated for the purchase of books and 
other library materials in 1963, partially restored the book buying power 
of the library. ‘Io meet its growing use, the Putterham branch received 
a sizeable part of this increase to improve its book collection. 


At the main library, many duplicate copies of the works of major 
‘novelists and quantities of desirable classic and modern titles in paper- 
back form have been bought for the collection. We are improving our 
coverage of business periodicals and are supplementing our well-used 
Moody’s Services with Standard and Poor's Industrial Survey. An unusual 
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number of books, with magnificent plates, can be obtained from the Art 
and Music Room. 


The staff is currently reviewing our method of selecting books with 
the view of assuring the best possible use of the funds available. 


SERVICE TO ADULTS 

Studies reveal that while one overdue notice is required for 5 per cent 
of our borrowers, less than %4 of 1 per cent are seriously delinquent in 
returning overdue books. Although borrowers who abuse library privileges 
are small in number, they do account for a loss of an estimated 250 vol- 
umes per year. 


The volume of books reserved is high, at least 20,000 per year. As a 
result of repeated requests, we have started to reserve phonograph records 
on an experimental basis. 


During the spring, a series of concerts of stereophonic music was 
given at the main library and the Coolidge Corner branch. Public attend- 
ance was small and the concerts were discontinued. 


The Brookline Library Music Association under the able leadership 
of Mrs. William B. Stevens had a most successful year, and on October 
24 opened another season with a program by the Carnegie String Quartet. 
Besides the three exhibits of the Brookline Library Society of Artists, 
there were four others at the invitation of the Library, including one 
sponsored by the Brookline Friends of Art. 


SERVICES TO YOUNG PEOPLE AND CHILDREN 


The amount of reading done by the children of Brookline is amazing. 
The 1960 U. S. Census shows 5,698 children in the 5-13 age group in 
Brookline. ‘These children borrowed 157,505 books from the elementary 
school libraries in the school year September 1962 to June 1963. Further- 
more, 100,000 more children’s books circulated from the public libraries. 
One must indeed pay tribute to both the children and the staff of chil- 
dren’s librarians. Careful selection of the best children’s literature, special 
attention to the reading needs of the individual child and reference service 
are all the daily work of the children’s department. 


Despite a well stocked high school library, high school students con- 
tinue to crowd our public library buildings evenings, Saturdays, and Sunday 
afternoons. ‘The 1963 annual conference of the American Library Associa- 
tion was devoted to a discussion of the student use of libraries. Some of 
the recommendations of that conference have already been implemented 
here in Brookline ,but it is a major and complex problem that needs a 
great deal of further attention. 


We regret to report the resignation of Mrs. Lillian M. Ciamaga to 
join her husband at the University of Toronto. Under her capable direc- 
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tion, members of the Young People’s and Children’s Division united in 
giving excellent library service to the children and young people of this 
community. 


‘TECHNICAL SERVICES DIVISION 


This division is responsible for ordering all library materials, cata- 
loguing and classifying them, and sustaining correct catalogue and shelflist 
records for all agencies of the Library. Once again, in spite of major 
personnel changes, this division maintained and indeed improved its work, 
even though the purchase of additional books for the Putterham branch 
and the Pierce School contributed to a heavier work load. Order procedures 
are now being revised. The use of multiple copy forms for ordering books 
should eliminate a great deal of typing in the Order Department. Twenty 
thousand three hundred forty-eight (20,348) new books were prepared 
for the shelves, 10,000 books were mended, and 2,160 were sent to Bindery. 


Mrs. Dorothy B. Wood, Order Librarian, retired September 30, 1963, 
after 33 years with the Public Library of Brookline. Her knowledge of 
books, trade bibliographies, our book collection, and library procedures 
made her an extremely valuable staff member. 


STATE AID 


Chapter 672, of the Acts of 1963, authorizes the use of monies from 
the general fund for the payment of direct grants-in-aid to cities and towns 
for library purposes. This law changed the 1960 statute which provided 
that these grants-in-aid should be paid from the proceeds of the income 
tax. As a result the town will receive $13,511. 


Preliminary plans have been formulated to provide from state funds 
regional library service for Eastern Massachusetts. Such service is already 
in operation in the western and central regions of the state. Nine hundred 
fifty thousand dollars ($950,000) will be available for library service in the 
eastern region, of which Brookline is a part. A proposed plan would estab- 
lish Boston Public Library as the Regional Center and nine other libraries 
as Sub-Regional Centers. 


To Mrs. Carroll and her staff and to the many individuals who have 
helped with the Library’s activities, the trustees extend their thanks.

ADMINISTRATION 


The Health Department is a service agency. It’s major objective is the 
provision of public health services which protect and promote the health 
of Brookline’s citizens. The administrative arm of the department provides 
the structure or framework which allows these public health services to be 
provided effectively and economically. 


Fiscal 


In government, as well as in the home, costs have increased. Inflation 
has raised all costs. There are increasing demands from an enlightened 
public for services. In spite of these pressures, the Health Department 
budget evidences sound fiscal control. The 1964 budget request is for 
$303,253.89 an increase of approximately $21,000.00 over the 1963 budget 
request. Of these additional funds, almost $8,000.00 is for the increased 
personnel costs voted in the last Town meeting. More than $4,000.00 is 
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for a scheduled long range program for replacement of obsolete capital 
equipment. The Health Center was equipped in 1955 and all of its equip- 
ment is becoming obsolete. This planned yearly replacement schedule will 
prevent an overburdening capital replacement bill falling in any one year. 
$5,000.00 is for air conditioning equipment. With the new ‘Town Hall and 
Police Station air conditioned, the Health Center would be the only 
building in the Town complex not air conditioned. The remaining 
$6,000.00 covers the inflationary price rise during the past year and the 
conversion to disposable laboratory supplies. 


The protection of the public health is becoming increasingly technical 
and complicated. The geometric expansion of scientific knowledge and 
accomplishment has been both a blessing and a curse to mankind. It has 
made available many new techniques and methods for enhancing and 
promoting better health. It has also created many new health hazards in 
the form of air and water pollution, insecticides, radioactive materials, etc. 
The various individuals carrying out the Health Department programs 
must therefore have a high degree of specialized knowledge and exhibit 
technical skills and ability at a high level of professional competence. 


Unfortunately such personnel can no longer be obtained through the 
ordinary civil service procedure which places a premium on Veterans’ 
Service and Disability, and the locale of birth, and which fails to take into 
account such positive attributes as educational background, technical skill 
and initiative. 


Brookline has been able to maintain a high level of professional 
services because it has been able to recruit professional service through 
contracts with academic institutions. ‘Through these, professional personnel 
have been recruited solely on the basis of professional qualifications. Were 
the Department required to rely on Civil Service procedures to fill 
all professional positions, it would be totally unable to provide the com- 
munity with the high quality services which it now enjoys. 


SERVICE 
Cuitp HEALTH 
Infant and Pre-School Child 


During 1963, there were 55 premature births in Brookline families. 
The Department granted $480.00 for the hospitalization of two legally 
eligible premature infants. Public health nursing visits were made to every 
family with a reported premature birth in order to assure adequate health 
supervision of the young infant. 


School Health 


The school health program served 6797 public school and 1307 
parochial school children. 
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Complete physical examinations were done during the year for chil- 
dren at school entrance, 4th, 7th and 10th grades. While abnormal findings 
occurred in 486 children, most of these abnormalties were minor and 
already known to the parents. For this reason, the Department is studying 
the feasibility of transferring many of the school physical examinations to 
private physicians. ‘he time and expense previously devoted to physical 
examinations, might then be used for other school health programs and 
health counseling. 


Vision and hearing tests are conducted annually by the school nurses 
for children in selected grades. It is hoped that with a reorganization of 
nursing schedules, these tests will be conducted annually on all children 
in the coming years. In 1963, 5635 vision tests and 5710 hearing tests were 
administered. Retests were done for 84 children who failed their hearing 
tests and for 445 who were possible vision test failures. Referrals of failures 
were made to physicians for further study. 


Poison Center Follow-Up 

There were 17 referrals to the public health nurses from the Poison 
Center. Home visits were made to all families where such an accident had 
occurred in order to help the families prevent future accidental poisonings. 
During the past year, children swallowed such poisons as ammonia, de- 
tergents, turpentine, cough syrup, vitamins, cold tablets, paregoric, glue 
and perfumes. Only one of these children had ingested poisonous material 
on a previous occasion.

Dental services are offered to eligible children, ages 2% through 11 
years. The average child patient makes at least three visits to the dentist 
for treatment each year. Major dental disabilities requiring general anes- 
thesia are referred to and treated at university afhliated clinics. 


Dental counseling sessions are held regularly at the high school. ‘There 
are many adolescents with significant dental problems who are not receiv- 
ing regular care. Eighteen of these children have been referred to the 
university teaching clinics for care and 54 were treated at special summer 
clinics held at the Health Department. 


The unmet dental needs of teen-age children are of great concern and 
the problem seems to increase each year. We hope to be able to adjust 
our dental program to provide care for more children in the future. 
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OccuPaTIONAL HEALTH 
The objectives of the ‘Town’s occupational health program are: 


1. To protect employees against the health hazards of their working 
environment. 


2. To assure adequate medical care and rehabilitation of the occu- 
pationally ill and injured. 


3. ‘To encourage personal health maintenance by each employee. 


4. To facilitate the placement of individuals according to their physi- 
cal capabilities so that they can perform their work without en- 
dangering their own health and safety or that of fellow employees. 


For many years, employees of most private industries have had the 
benefits of good occupational health services. Now this benefit is also avail- 
able to ‘Town employees. 


Health evaluations through physical examination may uncover disease 
before symptoms have had the chance to occur. Discovery of disease at 
this early stage offers the person an opportunity for prompt treatment with 
its potential prolongation of life and the maintenance of positive good 
health. Health counseling is another basic component of any worthwhile 
occupational health program. It aids employees in performing their work 
in the presence of disability and assists in proper job placement of the 
partially disabled employee. 


First aid for occupational injuries is also provided at the Occupational 
Health Clinic in the Stephen G. ‘Train Health Center. Minor as well as 
major injuries are evaluated and/or treated. The clinic is staffed by a 
part-time medical industrial health consultant and a full-time industrial 
nurse. 


Immunization programs against influenza and tetanus for town em- 
ployees were begun in the fall of 1963. ‘They will be continued in 1964. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


Sabin Oral Polio Immunizations 


The Department, in cooperation with the Brookline Oral Polio Com- 
mittee (a committee of interested citizens) made all three types of oral 
polio vaccine available to adults during 1963. At immunization clinics held 
at the Stephen G. Train Public Health Center, over 3,000 adults were 


immunized. 


Type II oral polio vaccine was provided to all school age children 
(9,697) whose parents had signed consent forms. This completed the 
series of immunization begun in 1962 when types I and III were given. 

During 1964, the program will concentrate on immunizing newborn 
infants and those individuals whose polio immunization series is still in- 
complete. At the present time approximately 95 percent of school age 
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children and a quarter of all young adults have been immunized. This level 
of immunity assures that there will be no childhood polio epidemic in 
Brookline in 1964, but does not give similar assurance for an outbreak 
among adults. 


We hope that the planned program will lead to the eradication of any 
future threat of poliomyelitis.

Tuberculosis 


Our tuberculosis program is based upon case finding, hospitalization 
and treatment of infectious cases, and follow-up of all cases not in the 
hospital. New cases continue to appear. Tuberculosis has not been eradi- 
cated. 

During 1963, there were 10 new cases of tuberculosis discovered. At 
the close of the year 17 active cases were under treatment. ‘Two deaths due 
to tuberculosis occurred during the year. ‘The Department’s Chest Clinic, 
held twice each month, is following 69 inactive cases. 


CHRONIC DISEASES 


Other Chest Conditions 


The Department’s Chest X-ray service was expanded during 1963. 
X-ray clinics were held daily and 2148 persons were X-rayed. ‘There were 
many chest conditions, other than tuberculosis, discovered. ‘I'wenty-six 
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cases of possible lung tumor, 82 cases of heart disease and 99 cases of other 
pulmonary disease were referred to private physicians or to clinics for 
further care. 


Diabetes 


In order to make the Department’s Diabetes Screening Clinic services 
more readily available to Brookline residents, screening clinics were held 
twice a week instead of once a week as was done in the past. There were 
108 patients seen who had not been previously examined. An additional 
106 persons who had been examined previously returned for urine and 
blood sugar determinations. ‘The Department recommends a diabetes 
screening test each year for all adults over age 35 years since early diabetes 
may be detected before symptoms make the disease apparent. Fourteen 
new cases of diabetes were discovered in 1963. 


Glaucoma 


Glaucoma is causd by increased pressure within the eye which damages 
the optic nerve. It is one of the leading causes of adult blindness in the 
United States. Blindness from this cause can often be prevented if the 
glaucoma is discovered early and prompt treatment instituted. For this 
reason, the Department continues to screen Brookline residents over 40 
years of age for signs of possible glaucoma. 


Eight glaucoma screening clinics were held in 1963 and 15 new cases 
were discovered. Forty-two additional cases of possible glaucoma are under 
study. 


Over 4,500 adults have been screened since the beginning of the 
program in 1958 and 107 cases of glaucoma (2.4 percent) have been con- 
firmed.

LABORATORY 


The laboratory services were reorganized during 1963 in order to pro- 
vide increased clinical laboratory support for various health department 
programs, including the occupational health clinic, the chest clinic and 
the well child conferences. In addition, the laboratory continues to do 
routine sanitary bacteriology and certain communicable disease bacteriology 
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for physicians such as throat cultures, smears for Vincent’s angina and 
gonorrhea. 


Laboratory costs have been reduced by the use of disposable equip- 
ment. ‘This has enabled us to increase services without increasing costs.

ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


Early in 1963 the generalized system of inspection in which each sani- 
tary \inspector is responsible for all environmental health programs within 
his assigned district was abandoned because of physical limitations of some 
of the personnel. Each inspector is now assigned to a specific program or 
programs. 


Coincident with this change a reassessment of the restaurant sanita- 
tion program was carried out. All eating establishments were inspected by 
the sanitary engineer and the sanitarian in charge of the program. Sanita- 
tion requirements were strengthened and methods of grading somewhat 
revised. A provisional inspector was also assigned to this program to permit 
more frequent inspection and follow-up. The license of one common 
victualler was revoked by the Board of Selectmen on recommendation of 
the Health Department for failure to comply with minimum standards. 
Although there were no confirmed outbreaks of food-borne disease in 
Brookline during 1963, there has been, state-wide and nationally, a large 
increase in the reported cases of salmonellosis and other food-borne dis- 
eases. 


Contemplated changes in the licensing and inspection program for 
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day care services did not materialize in 1963. State regulations were not 
adopted until December 10, 1963 and the forms and procedures to be 
required under these regulations will not be available until early 1964. 


The minimum standards of fitness for human habitation adopted by 
the Health Department in 1960 became void after the statutory authoriza- 
tion was repealed by the State Legislature. ‘he housing inspection pro- 
grams are now conducted under the minimum standards of fitness con- 
tained in the State Sanitary Code. In addition to the regular housing 
program the Division has cooperated with the North Brookline Conserva- 
tion Program in the inspections in that area. 


Other routine inspectional programs covering food establishments, 
milk pasteurization plants, lodging houses, convalescent homes and _ hos- 
pitals, day care services, massage establishments, and other licensed prem- 
ises were continued. Collection of samples of milk, ice cream, drinking 
water, and water from public and semi-public swimming pools for labora- 
tory examination also continued. In addition, all complaints regarding 
housing, insects and rodents, air pollution, litter and other nuisances were 
investigated, and action taken whenever necessary. 


EDUCATION 


Education which has as its goal improved personal and community 
health is an integral part of all department programs. In order to take 
positive action people must have basic health information on which they 
may make decisions. Various media of communication are used to inform 
the public of available preventive health measures and services and the 
need for personal action. The Health Bulletin was mailed to over 19,500 
households during the year. Issues in 1963 featured Child Safety and 
Accident Prevention, Smoking and Health and Day Care Services. In ‘addi- 
tion, the bulletin reminded families of the need for immunizations, 
chronic disease screening services, home safety and the need for diagnosis 
and treatment of respiratory diseases. 


During the past year, the health education division gave staff assistance 
to various local citizens’ committees active or interested in public health 
programs. New ways to reach various segments of the public and motivate 
them to use the department’s services were explored and current techniques 
were re-evaluated. Volunteers interested in participating in various health 
department programs were recruited and trained. 


Formal training and orientation programs carried out by the Health 
Department contribute to maintaining services of high quality for the 
Town. In addition, a service is rendered to public health by the training 
of new personnel for the field. 


In 1963, the Brookline Health Department served as a public health 
held training unit with a summer internship program for a health educator 
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from the University of California School of Public Health and a medical 
student from the Boston University School of Medicine. These students 
received orientation and training, and carried out special projects in home- 
maker services and oral cancer and participated in other health department 
programs. In addition, graduate students in public health from India, 
Poland, Jamaica, B.W.I. and Pakistan each spent several days observing 
Brookline’s services. 


The Department continued to participate in orientation and training 
for students from the Harvard Schools of Public Health and Dental Medi- 
cine and the post-graduate division of the Harvard School of Dental 
Medicine, ‘Tufts University School of Dental Medicine, Boston College 
School of Nursing and the Boston Dispensary. ‘Through the preventive 
dentistry program of the Forsyth School of Dental Hygiene, our dental 
clinic received over 3700 hours of hygienist services by training these girls 
in a pediatric dental practice. 


In cooperation with Tufts University, two additional courses in the 
diagnosis and management of oral cancer were given for Brookline dentists 
and physicians. ‘Twenty-five dentists and 3 physicians completed the course 
of study. 


Staff members participated in a number of the teaching programs of 
universities in this area. Papers were presented at several national and 
regional professional meetings during the year. 


RESEARCH 


The importance of research to a service agency can be compared to 
the importance of genetic material to the life process. Just as the chromo- 
somes or genes determine the structure and form of future living things, 
so does research determine the future form and activities of a service 
organization. Thus, the research done by health departments today, un- 
alterably affects their programs tomorrow. The knowledge gained by re- 
search not only finds the answers to current health problems, but also 
often shows us how to apply this knowledge effectively and efficiently. 


Today, as the problems of chronic, disabling, long-term illnesses take 
precedence over short-term, acute illness we are faced with a great many 
demands for new and costlier health services. Unless, through research, 
we are able to find ways of meeting these needs effectively and econom- 
ically, we will not be able to do our job. 


Research is not a single job done by a solitary individual. It is a com- 
plex and often multi-disciplined task that may require the cooperative 
effort of several organizations. 


Nursinc Home Stupy 
This three year research-demonstration project is supported by the 
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U. S. Public Health Service. Nursing homes today render a significant 
segment of the institutional care of the chronically ill and infirm. In 
Brookline, there are 23 licensed nursing homes with more than 600 beds. 
More than 1 percent of Brookline residents are nursing home patients. 
Anything which helps bring better care to these patients also benefits the 
Town. This project attempts to mobilize community health resources to 
help nursing home patients. ‘The Peter Bent Brigham Hospital has been a 
cooperating partner of the Health Department throughout the study and 
has contributed generously the time and skills of its staff. 


As a result of this program, nursing home personnel have had trajning 
in nursing techniques and dietetic practices, both of which should lead to 
better patient care. Dental services previously unavailable are now available 
to all nursing home patients. This past year with the cooperation of the 
Brookline Recreation Department, recreation programs are available to 
nursing home patients (paid for by the nursing home owners). Religious 
organizations and Golden Age Clubs have included nursing home patients 
in their activities. Picnics and outings for nursing home patients have been 
sponsored by the Golden Age Club. 


STREPTOCOCCAL DISEASE 


A five-year Public Health Service supported research study has just 
ended. ‘This study was conducted in the Brookline Health Department by 
Dr. Joseph Miller and his associates from the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. 
This research made a careful study of the factors influencing the spread of 
streptococcal disease in the Town of Brookline. It was one of the first 
carefully controlled studies of the spread of this disease in a civilian popula- 
tion. This study was carried out with the cooperation of 40 local private 
physicians and their patients. It was learned that the basic ingredient for 
control of the community spread of the disease was a rapid diagnostic 
culture service readily available to community physicians. With funds from 
the Public Health Service, we were able to experiment with culture 
methods and have devised techniques that now allow the Health Depart- 
ment to make available an effective 24 hour culture service at a lower cost.. 


CarpDIAC RESUSCITATION 


Financed by a grant from the Greater Boston Chapter of the Massa- 
chusetts Heart Association and with the help of a full-time Public Health 
Service cardiologist stationed for 2 years in the Health Department, an 
attempt has been made to try to train emergency fire and police personnel 
in the art of closed chest cardiac resuscitation. Medical evidence reveals 
that a number of people who die each year of sudden heart stoppage, 
could be saved if they could be resuscitated within 5 minutes of their heart 
attack. Often a fireman or policeman can respond to an emergency call 
within this critical period. 


As a result of this training program, two lives have been saved. In 
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addition, the experience of the Health Department has been the basis for 
training programs for other groups including hospital personnel who will 
have an even greater opportunity to apply this life saving measure. 


DENTAL CARE 


A previous study of the use of the Dental Clinic indicated economic 
need was not the sole factor which determined whether or not an econom- 
ically eligible person brought his child to the Dental Clinic. It indicated 
that other factors may play a more important role. ‘These findings were the 
result of a study of the utilization of the Dental Clinic by Brandeis Uni- 
versity completed in 1962. The importance of these findings led to a 
further three year grant by the U. S. Public Health Service to Brandeis 
University to study this problem in greater depth. It is anticipated that 
the completion of this study will produce data which will enable us to 
reorganize the dental program so as to better serve the community and 
reach the needy children not using our services. 


A corroboratory study supported by the Medical Foundation and 
conducted by Brandeis University with the cooperation of the Brookline 
Dental Society indicates that the practicing dentists are willing to assist 
the program to a greater degree than they have ever done in the past. 
Means of using the practicing dentists to augment the program are cur- 
rently under study. 


PRE-SCHOOL VISION SCREENING 


A three-year U. S. Public Health Service grant to the Department last 
year to evaluate the effectiveness of various methods of vision screening of 
three through five year old children is drawing national attention. Visual 
problems in this age group lead to blindness or loss of vision in at least 
one eye in approximately four percent of children entering school. In the 
past, this has been a neglected field because of the lack of proven mass 
detection methods. This study hopes to give a practical answer which can 
be adopted by communities throughout the nation. The past year has 
been devoted primarily to refining the screening methods. During the next 
two years the methods will be put into practice and evaluated. As a result 
of this study, almost all Brookline pre-school children will be examined for 
the first time for early and incipient visual defects.

VISION CORRECTION FOR Nursinc Home PATIENTS 


As part of the nursing home project a separate study, supported en- 
tirely by the U.S. Public Health Service, is being carried out to learn the 
value of supplying visual prostheses to nursing home patients. A practical 
benefit of this study is that all patients in Brookline nursing homes needing 
glasses will be supplied them. 


RESPIRATORY DISEASE 
In cooperation with the National Tuberculosis Association’s respit- 
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atory disease campaign, the Norfolk County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association is conducting a research study to learn how best to detect early 
respiratory diseases and how community agencies can help the private 
physician manage and evaluate these cases so that the patient can function 
effectively at home under the physician’s care rather than be hospitalized. 
The Health Department is cooperating with this study and offering free to 
patients of participating Brookline physicians, a thorough respiratory 
screening and diagnostic evaluation. 


OrAtL CANCER 


This year marked the completion of the three year oral cancer screen- 
ing program financed first by the Massachusetts Division of the American 
Cancer Society and later by the U.S. Public Health Service. ‘This program 
led to the detection of six cases of oral cancer and their referral for treat- 
ment while still in a curable stage. As part of this program professional 
training courses were held and 53 dentists and 4 physicians received this 
\ training. Seven other communities in Massachusetts and New England 
have developed similar programs based on this one. 


DIABETES FOLLOW-UP 


This study, supported by the Boston Diabetes Society is attempting 
to evaluate the value of our Diabetes Detection Clinic. All cases of diabetes 
detected at our clinic during the past 15 years are being traced to try to 
document the value of this early detection program. The results of this 
program should be available by the middle of 1964.

After the acceptance by the Town of the Act of the Legislature estab- 
lishing a joint Park and Recreation Commission, the Selectmen appointed 
all of the members of the existing commission to the new joint commission, 
and it held its first meeting on May 15, 1963. 


The joint commission organized by electing a chairman and a vice- 
chairman, and appointed Daniel W. Warren, Jr., as Superintendent of 
Parks with the same duties and responsibilities which he previously held 
in relation to Parks, and appointed James J. Lynch as Superintendent of 
Recreation with the same duties and responsibilities which he previously 
had held in relation to Recreation. 


The new commission established regular monthly meetings, but has 
actually met much more frequently, principally because of the problems 
in connection with the proposed joint use of the gymnasium by the High 
School Physical Education Department and Recreation Department of 
the new commission. 


In preparing the budget for 1964 we have decided to have two bud- 
gets, one for Park and one for Recreation, so that they may readily be 
compared with 1963. In future years a combined budget may seem best. 


PARK DIVISION 
Anderson Park 
Landscape planting at the entrance to the park and along the parking 
areas was completed the past year, as a part of the overall planting de- 
velopment of the picnic and pond section of the park. 


Golf Course 


The parking area was completely resurfaced with asphalt and opened 
in May. Proper lines for parking were marked out allowing for 131 spaces. 
A new exit was constructed from the parking area allowing for a less 
hazardous entrance to the West Roxbury Parkway. A new lawn curbing 
was constructed around the circular entrance to the Clubhouse and the 
roadway was resurfaced. 


The changes in the new first hole and a new fifth hole were com- 
pleted in early spring and opened for play July 5th. 
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The problem of the open brook at the new first hole, formerly the 
second, existing for many years has been taken care of this year. A six 
foot metal culvert was installed for a distance of 200 feet from the open- 
ing of the old culvert. This is the area where so many of the golfers have 
found this open brook a real hazard, resulting in the slowing down of play. 
The covering of this brook will allow for an additional 40 feet of width 
on the new first fairway, and will greatly assist in expediting play on our 
first hole. ‘The work was performed by our own work forces with the 
rental of contractor’s equipment. 


Other major improvements initiated or completed during the year 
included: the installation of underground watering systems at St. Mark’s, 
Dwight and Freeman ‘Triangles, and at Knyvet Park; the construction of 
new aluminum fencing at Eliot, Robinson, Coolidge, and Longwood 
Playgrounds; the installation of spray showers at Eliot Playground; and 
the construction of lawn curbing at Baldwin and Driscoll Schools. 


Gross receipts at the Golf Course exceeded $96,000. This is the 
largest gross receipts in the history of the Course. Fifty-seven thousand, 
one hundred and fifty-nine (57,159) rounds of golf were played. 

The improvements at the Beacon Playground Tennis Courts and the 
installation of a lighting system completed in late 1962, resulted in a 
marked increase in play during the year. 

Two hundred thirty-seven resident permits and 37 non-resident 
permits were sold during the year. 7

Zi2 BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT 


RECREATION DIVISION 


For the first time since 1908 the Town was without the use of the 
Municipal Gymnasium due to the fire on Christmas Day 1962. 


The School Department made facilities available for recreation at the 
High School as well as at the Devotion, the Pierce and the Sewall Schools 
when not in use for its own programs. ‘his temporary arrangement pro- 
vided for some of the activities formerly held in the municipal Gym, but 
due to limitations of time a full program could not be conducted. The 
High School was available only four nights per week as compared to six 
nights in our own building. The Devotion Gym could not be used until 
3:45 p.m., while Pierce could not be used until 4 p.m. as compared to a 
2 p.m. starting time at the Municipal Gym. This plus other factors such 
as the elimination of many programs due to a lack of the type of facilities 
which were available in our own building, and cancellations due to extra 
curricula functions of the School Department decreased attendance by 
nearly 70%. 


It is hoped that the rebuilding of the Municipal Gymnasium will be 
completed as soon as possible in order that the regular recreation program 
may be resumed. 


The Recreation Department was very fortunate in obtaining experts 
in recreation child psychology and related fields for the Summer Playground 
Training Institute including the following: 


Leadership — Miss Helen Dauncey, Training Institute Specialist for 
the National Recreation Association. 


Child Psychology — Mr. Frank Lamson, Head Counselor and Super- 
visor of Counselor ‘Training at the Judge Baker Guidance Center. 


First Aid — Mr. Alfred J. Spitall, Director, First Aid Service, Boston 
Metropolitan Chapter of ‘The American Red Cross. 


Publicity and Public Relations — Mrs. Muriel Cohen, News Editor, 
Brookline Chronicle Citizen. 


Baseball — Mr. Frank Malzone, Boston Red Sox. 


Children With Special Problems — Mr. Lewis, Executive Director, 
Epilepsy Information Center. 


Additional In-Service Training programs included, care of Supplies 
and Equipment, Games Workshop, Rules and Regulations, Music, Safety 
Program Planning, and Background of the Department. 


The Recreation Nursing Home Program is now being conducted in 
cooperation with the Brookline Health Department at seven nursing 
homes. Monthly In-Service Training courses are held for the leaders. The 
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Recreation Department, Golden Age Club, and Health Department co- 
operated in sponsoring a picnic for the patients at Larz Anderson Park 
and a holiday party at a local hotel. Both affairs were well attended and 
brought a great deal of happiness to the patients. 


A Slow-Pitch Softball League for men ranging in ages 30 to 60 was 
formed this year. ‘lhe season was highly successful and the interest was 
beyond expectations. 


The Business Girls’ Softball ‘Team maintained an undefeated record 
during the past season. 


A Softball Clinic was sponsored in cooperation with the Amateur 
Softball Association. All softball officials employed by the department 
attended the clinic. 


‘The Intermediate Boys’ Basketball League has been expanded to 
five teams. 


Interest among all age groups continues in the Pee Wee, Bantam, 
Intermediate and Senior Hockey Leagues. The Recreation Pee Wee All 
Stars won the New England A.H.A., Pee Wee Independent Hockey ‘Tour- 
nament and were quarter finalists in the United States ‘Tournament. 


The Recreation Department’s Tennis Team won its Massachusetts 
Recreation Society's Division Championship for the third successive year. 


Seventy-six girls received certificates for completing the beginner and 
intermediate course in ‘Tap Dancing. 


Award Nights were held for all those participating in the Hockey, 
Bowling, Basketball and Softball Leagues. 


A Junior Olympics was added to the regular Play Day. Over eleven 
hundred girls and boys took part. 


The Brookline Recreation Department was host to the Massachusetts 
Recreation Society in April. Mr. W. Henry Finnegan, Director of Civil 
Service, was the principal speaker. | 


Evening supervision was provided at six playgrounds in the various 
sections of the ‘Town. This service was made possible by staggering the 
staff at alternating intervals at no additional cost to the Town. 


The Recreation Swimming Team had a fine year with the boys win- 
ning eight and losing one in dual meet competition and the girls winning 
three and losing two in dual meet competition. ‘The boys’ team also fin- 
ished in fifth place in the Annual N.E.A.A.A.U. Swimming Meet held at 
the Brookline Pool with a record group of swimmers participating. Boys 
and girls who passed the Swimming Pool test were issued 667 green cer- 
tificates. Red Cross certificates were issued to 380 boys and girls who 
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completed each phase of the Red Cross Program from beginner in swim- 
ming up to advanced swimmer and 14 Junior Life Saving certificates plus 
36 Senior Life Saving certificates. 


‘The Red Cross conducted three courses for Water Safety Instructors 
during the year with 32 receiving Instructors’ certificates. 


The Swimming Team competed in many A.A.A.U. Meets this year 
and Brookline swimmers won many medals. 


Klaus Miadov and Steve Hedberg are Brookline’s outstanding swim- 
mers on the boys’ team and Moira Hurley and Ann Carey Hurley are the 
outstanding girl swimmers. We hope to have a New England Champion 
from this group. 


Sincere appreciation is extended to all Town agencies particularly to 
the School Department for the excellent assistance and cooperation given 
to the Recreation Department following the fire at the Municipal Gym- 
nasium. Many thanks also to those organizations and individuals who 
contributed to the Brookline Golden Age Club Nursing Home Program 
and to all those who volunteered their services for recreation throughout 
the year.

Developments in Public Welfare Programs at National and State Levels 


The year 1963 brought about many changes in the field of Public 
Welfare as a result of the 1962 Amendments to the Social Security Act. 
These changes were initiated at the Federal level by requirements for sub- 
stantial revisions in “State Plan” material which emphasized, in general: 


1. Provision of specific services to applicants and recipients of public 
assistance in the four categories administered by local Boards of 
Public Welfare under State supervision. 


2. Institution of measures designed to eliminate fraud and safeguard 


children. 


This was the first attempt to define specifically the nature of services to be 
rendered by local Boards of Public Welfare in order to qualify for Federal 
grants-in-aid. Briefly, the essentials are focussed on: 


1. Visitation by social service staff as often as necessary to assure that 
children are being reared in the manner for which assistance funds 
have been granted; that all of the needs of the families are being 
met; and that all possibilities for return to self-support are being 
explored. 


IN 


Furnishing social services for the aged and disabled to assist them 
to remain in or return to their own homes; to assist them in attain- 
ing self-sustenance by assessment of employment skills, needed 
medical care, training opportunities and in obtaining employment. 


There was no change in the Federal formula for reimbursement for assist- 
ance expenditures. There was, however, a change in the method of allocat- 
ing and claiming Federal funds for administrative expenditures effective 
as of June, 1963. The change cancelled the allocation of 75% reimburse- 
ment for services of 20% of the caseload in Old Age Assistance, Medical 
Assistance for the Aged and Disability Assistance, and 100% of the case- 
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load in Aid to Families with Dependent Children. It resulted in a cut-back 
of Federal participation to 50% in the programs for the aged and disabled 
and reduced the amount for Aid to Families with Dependent Children to 
75% reimbursement based on the ratio of “service interviews” to total 
interviews in that program. This reduction for the year 1963 was offset, 
however, by provisions for payment “in advance” instead of “in arrears”, 
resulting in payment for five quarters during the calendar year. 


Of interest, also, was a review of eligibility in the category of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children in all States by direction of the Appro- 
priations Committee of the United States Senate. ‘The review was carried 
out by Federal and State personnel and the published results established 
that Massachusetts had the best record of all States with less than 1% of 
the families found to be ineligible according to State law and regulations. 


Other requirements placed on local Boards of Public Welfare by the 
higher governmental levels were: 


1. Introduction and continuing maintenance of a “quality control” 
system to expedite Federal and State reviews of eligibility and 
service factors. 


2. Participation in a “crash program” in August, 1963, to prevent 
school drop-outs by special visits to all families with children at 
Junior High level or above to stress the importance of continuing 
education, and emphasis upon retention of these children in 
school. 


Developments at Local Level 


The Department’s In-Service ‘Training Program was continued during 
the year with State approval by resumption of weekly instruction to the 
social service staff in Social Casework and Psychiatric Information. Weekly 
seminars in Medical Information were added in 1963 for a two-month’ 
period. The instruction was furnished by faculty members of Boston Uni- 
versity School of Social Work and the professional staff of the Brookline 
Mental Health Association. Reimbursement of this program to the amount 
of 8714% of the total expenditure of $600.00 was received from Federal 
and State sources. 


Factors Related to Department Expenditures 
The following factors occasioned by statutory or regulatory require- 
ments were related to Department expenditures: 


1. A 5.1% cost of living increase effective September | in all pay- 
ments to recipients in the categories of Old Age Assistance, Dis- 
ability Assistance, and Aid to Families with Dependent Children, 
excepting for those residing in licensed medical facilities. 


2. Liberalization of eligibility requirements for persons released from 
State mental institutions. 
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3. Administration of a program for needy Cuban refugees for which 
full reimbursement was received from the Federal government. 


4. Increase in payment for the item of “Leisure Time Activities” in 
Old Age Assistance. 


5. Increase in amounts exempted for their own needs to children 
obligated to contribute to support of parent in Old Age Assistance 
and Medical Assistance for the Aged. 


6. Obligation for payment for care in medical institutions retroactive 
to thirty days prior to application in Disability Assistance and Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children, and for all medical services 
and care in Medical Assistance for the Aged. Obligation, of course, 
is limited to those persons meeting eligibility requirements of the 
statutes.

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VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Joun T’. Connor, Director 


This department operates under Chapter 115 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, as amended, and holds a State reputation for excellent 
Community Service to all Veterans and their dependents. Expenditures 
for Veterans’ Benefits has steadily increased due to the rising cost of living, 
hospitalization of Veterans’ dependents and convalescent care. Also, the 
per diem rate increase at all hospitals has added substantially. 


Seventy-five per cent of the functions of the office is that of counseling 
family units consisting of two parents, usually with children, families 
broken by death, separation or divorce, substitute care for children, eco- 
nomic difficulties, employment problems, educational and vocational ad- 
vice. Interviews are held by appointment. They are private and their 
content is confidential. 


The officials of the Veterans’ Hospitals have been most cooperative 
in admitting veterans, which is a tremendous saving to the ‘Town. 


We work very closely with the Allied Veterans Council who, on many 
occasions, helped in obtaining blood for people, who otherwise would 
have to pay for it. 


It is the earnest desire of the Council that, before the new Town 
Hall is completed, there will be an available space provided to preserve 
records, memorials and plaques of past wars. During the year, the Council 
has been most active in civic affairs pertaining to Veterans, and has never 
missed an opportunity to further a cause which is to the best interest of the 
town. 


As in the past years, the traditional exercises and Parade were held 
on Memorial Day, May 30. There were units from the U. S. Navy, U. S. ° 
Army, U. S. Marines, American Legion, Stephen F. Rutledge Post, Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, Disabled American Veterans, Jewish War Veterans 
and Brookline Barracks No. 2342 Veterans of World War I.

At the Annual Town Meeting, March 21, 1961, it was 


VOTED: To raise and appropriate the sum of one million 
($1,000,000) dollars to be expended by the Building Commission, with 
the approval of the Selectmen and of the School Committee, for plans 
and construction of a new John D. Runkle School on the present site, 
to include two rooms to the grade, kindergarten through grade 8. 


VOTED: That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by 
the Selectmen, to borrow the sum of seven hundred thousand dollars 
($700,000) of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for con- 
struction of a new John D. Runkle School, under authority of Chapter 645 
of the Acts of 1948, as amended, including the amendment contained in 
Chapter 528 of the Acts of 1950, and to issue bonds or notes therefor, 
payable in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws as amended so that the whole loan shall be paid in not more than 
twenty years from the date of the issuance of the first bond or note; and 
in addition that one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) of said appro- 
priation be appropriated from the Surplus Revenue account; that two 
hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) of said appropriation be appropriated 
from the Stabilization Fund; and that the construction grant to be received 
pursuant to Chapter 591 of the Acts of 1959 be paid into the Treasury.
